2016/17 MEDIUM-TERM REVENUE AND EXPENDITURE FRAMEWORK FOR 
THE CITY OF TS FI WANE 

(From the Executive Committee: 16 May 2016 and the Mayoral Committee: 
18 May 2016) 


1. PURPOSE 

The purpose of the report is to obtain approval for the 2016/17 Medium-term 
Revenue and Expenditure Framework (MTREF) before Council in terms of Section 
24 of the Local Government: Municipal Finance Mlanagement Act, 2003 (Act 56 of 
2003). 

2. STRATEGIC OBJECTIVE ADDRESSED 
"To ensure financial sustainability.” 

3. BACKGROUND 

Section 16(1) of the Municipal Finance Management Act (MFMA) stipulates that the 
council of a municipality must for each financial year approve an annual budget for 
the municipality before the start of that financial year. Section 16(2) stipulates that 
in order to comply with subsection (1), the mayor of the municipality must table the 
annual budget at a council meeting at least 90 days before the start of the budget 

year. 

Section 22 of the MFMA also stipulates that immediately after an annual budget is 
tabled in a municipal council the accounting officer must make public the annual 
budget and documents in terms of Section 17; invite the local community to submit 
representations in connection with the budget; and submit the annual budget to the 
National Treasury and the relevant provincial treasury in printed and electronic

departments, in accordance with Section 23 of the MFMIA, 

The Local Government: Municipal Systems Act (MSA), Chapter 4 deals with 
Community participation. With specific reference to the budget process, section 
16(1) (a) and (iv) stipulate that a municipality must encourage, and create 
conditions for, the local community to participate in the affairs of the municipality 
including in the preparation, implementation and review of its integrated 
development plan and the preparation of its budget. 
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Section 23(2) of the MFMA stipulates further that “after considering all budget 
submissions, the Council must give the Executive Mayor an opportunity - 


(a) To respond to the submissions; and ..... . 

(b) If necessary, to revise the budget and table amendments for consideration by 

the council”. , ,, , . 

The tabling of the Budget and I DP was followed by public consultation meetings 

(outreach sessions) with various stakeholders to strengthen the principles of 
people-centered governance, transparency and accountability. Outreach meetings 
were held in all the regions. 

Section 24 of the MFMA contains the requirements regarding the approval of 
annual budgets: 

“(1 ) The municipal council must at least 30 days before the start of the budget year 
consider approval of the annual budget. 


(2) An annual budget - 

(a) must be approved before the start of the budget year; 

(b) is approved by the adoption by the council of a resolution referred to in 

section 17(3)(a)(i); and 

(c) must be approved together with the adoption of resolutions as may be 
necessary - 


(i) imposing any municipal tax for the budget year; 

(ii) setting any municipal tariffs for the budget year; 

(iii) approving measurable performance objectives for revenue from 
each source and for each vote in the budget; 

(iv) approving any changes to the municipality s integrated 

development plan; and , ^ . 

(v) approving any changes to the municipality’s budget-related policies. 

(3) The accounting officer of a municipality must submit the approved annual 
budget to the National Treasury and the relevant provincial treasury. 

COMMUNITY CONSULTATION PROCESS ON THE 2015/16 MTREF AND 
- ■: i ‘ cC'ATr ' nr-\/ I OPMI N1 AN 


The Office of the Speaker conducted the community consultation process and 
published the meeting dates on billboards and in the Beeld and Pretoria News 
newspapers on 30 March 2016. 

The 2016/17 MTREF and the proposed tariffs, as well as the proposed 
amendments to the approved Property Rates Act, were presented and discussed 
with the public in all seven regions. Furthermore the public was invited to render 
written comments for consideration. 

Consultations were held in the seven regions from 8 to 17 April 2016. The tabled 
budget was also placed on the City's website, as well as d'otnbuied to aU 
community libraries on 31 March 2016, for access by all stakeholders. The 
following venues were visited:

4.1 Written representations to the tabled 2016/17 MTREF, proposed tariffs and the 
proposed amendments to the approved Property Rates Policy and By-Law. 

4.1.1 Submissions to the tabled 2016/17 MTREF were received and are attached 
(Annexure K). Comments on service delivery issues are addressed in the I DP. 

The budget related issues are summarised and responded to, as follows: 

1 T ariff increases of double the inflation rate are unaffordable. 

Response: 

Factors determining tariffs are: 

• The impact of inflation and other cost increases. 

• Bulk purchases costs (Rand Water and Eskom). 

• Poor households must have access to at least basic services through 
direct or indirect methods of subsidisation (inclining block tariffs). 
Achievement of full cost recovery taking into account the affordability of 

services. , . . ,. , 

• The City’s rendering of basic services is bound by legislation and 

municipal costs may increase above inflation, ie Eskom (7,857 /o) and 
Rand Water (1 1 ,9%) tariffs. 

Tariff increases of above inflation are unavoidable as most of municipal costs 
o-., f ,v nr i p.'.po incrRpsps of commodities ."’.fid bulk purchases oi water and 
oleclnciiy are beyond [he cilys control. iviaiiiumiiMi,: mi t -un.l„i viabmly v,; ;;,c 
City is critical to the achievement of service delivery and economic objectives. 
Revenue generation is fundamental in strengthening the institutional 
environment for the delivery of municipal basic services and infrastructuie. 

2 The surplus of R980 million is mainly possible as a result of the unacceptable 
high increases in property rates and service charges proposed in the MTREF, 
as well as additional borrowing of R1 billion. The City is therefore not only 
charging tariffs to cover the operating costs of the municipality for the budget 
year but is taxing residents in advance of future costs. More concerning is that 
no indication is given as to the intended application of this suiplus. 
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Response: 

The surplus of R980 million, is only an operational surplus and is transferred to 
fund capital expenditure via reserve funds, resulting in a lessor amount 
needed to be borrowed for the capital programme of the financial year. The 
operational surplus is thus not applied for future operational costs. It became 
essential for the City to utilise more own funds in order to curb finance costs of 
long term debt. The City applies prudent financial management at all times, 
and considers the levels of expenditure to stay within the required norms. 

3. The budget for contracted services declined. No clarity is provided as to the 
nature and purpose of what does rebasing entail? Could the decrease in 
expenditure and rebasing of the budget, provided as a reason for this, possibly 
be linked to the PEU contract for the roll-out of smart pre-paid meters? Under 
which type of operating expenditure (or classification item) is provision made 
for the payment of the commission? 

Response: 

Rebasing of a budget means that the baseline allocations are reviewed to 
ensure effective and efficient ways of running the operations. More in-house 
expertise will be relied on, in order to have savings on contracted services. 
The rebasing of the budget is therefore not informed by the PEU contract. 

4. The 2015/16 MTREF does not provide information on the nature and purpose 
of the different contracted services nor is the amount budgeted for consultants 
disclosed. MBRR SA32 provides a consolidated list of external mechanisms 
utilized by the City. 

Response: 

The city comply to all budgetary regulations and reporting requirements of the 
MFMA and all other applicable legislation. 

5. In 2016 State of the Nation Address, cost containment measures were re- 
emphasised. It was highlighted that excessive and wasteful expenditure has 
to be reduced, and that increased action be taken to manage unnecessary 
expenditure. It is important that the accounting officer ensures that the content

relevant officials within Tshwane and the Tshwane Entities. 

Response: 

All legislation and Circulars are brought under the attention of the Municipal 
Council and officials by way of complying with legislations and memorandums. 
Circular 82 in particular is adhered to in order to ensure that reasonable steps 
are taken for public resources to be used effectively, efficiently, economically 
and in the best interests of the local community. 
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6. NT MFMA Circular that deals with the 2016/17 MTREF states the following: 
“Allocations to repairs and maintenance and the renewal . of existing 
infrastructure must be prioritized. Municipalities must provide detailed 
motivations in their budget documentation if allocations do not meet the 
required benchmarks set out in MFMA Circular 55 and 66. The municipality 
must provide a detailed explanation and assurance that the budgeted amount 
is adequate to secure the on-going health of the municipality s infrastructure 
supported by reference to its asset management plan:" 

Total amount provided for repairs and maintenance in the 2016/17 budget 
year is R'l 481 million and R1 513 million for 2015/16. The amount budgeted 
for repairs and maintenance only equates to 3,3% of Property, Plant and 
Equipment, less than 50% of the required benchmark set by NT. 


Response: 

It is the City’s strategy to increase Repairs and Maintenance over the MTREF 
the allocation for 2016/17 financial year is R1,5 billion and increase to R2 
billion in the 2018/19 financial year. 

7. The South African Local Government Bargaining Council recently entered into 
a tpi-eg.year Salary and Wage Collective Agreement for the period 01 July 
2015 to 30 June 2018. The agreement reached is as follows: 


2015/16 Financial Year -7% 

2016/17 Financial Year -average CPI (Feb 2015- Jan 2016) + 1 /o 
2017/18 Financial Year -average CPI (Feb 2016- Jan 2017) + 1% 


The employee related costs for 2015/16 is estimated at R6 750 million but was 
in actual fact R6 922 million - an increase of 3%. The shift from actual 
2015/2016 figures to budgeted 2016/2017 figures represents an increase of 
7 5% which is above the financial increase of 7% as stated abova Without 
any detailed information, the increase is not in line with the agreed CPI related 

figures. 


Response: 

The increase in budgeted employee costs is not equal to the percentage 
■ nf 1hR Salary and Wane Collective Agreement, owing to the 

lacfthaF'qrowfh^ In' the' city requires 

increases are exactly equal to the agreed CPI related figures as per the 
agreement. Employee costs amount to 26,8% for the 2016/17 rinancial year. 
This ratio is maintained within the National Treasury benchmark limit of oQ/o 


8 A total amount of R270 million is budgeted for employees in the offices of 
political office bearers in addition to employees involved in the day-to-day 
administration. This amount is, for example, more than the employee related 
costs of the Departments of City Planning and Development, Environmental 
Management and Health or Social Development, Communications, City 
Strategies and Performance and in fact is more than most of the other 
departmental employee costs in the city. 
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The question is again and as was asked in last year’s submissions- Why is it 
necessary to have such a large number of staff employed in the Offices of the 
Executive Mayor, the Speaker and the Chief Whip? The City has an 
administration under the leadership of the Municipal Manager and four deputy 
city managers to assist when necessary. 

What are missing from the MTREF 2016/2017 are completed and accurate 
figures on staffing in the City. There is therefore no indication on the vacancy 
levels in the city and which critical positions have not been filled. 

Response: 

The City of Tshwane is the largest city on the continent. Sound political 
management and administration requires ample competent staffing. However 
the City’s structure will be reviewed to ensure it is aligned to its strategy 
direction. Personnel numbers are made public in the MTREF in Table MBRR 
SA24 of the Budget Document. 

9. The Pre-Consultation Budget - 2016/17 Medium-term Revenue and 
Expenditure Framework recognizes that a high percentage of accounts billed 
for rates and services during the budget year 2016/17 will not be collected. By 
implication the deterioration in the collection rate results in an increase in the 
amount that has to be provided for debt impairment in the budget year 
2016/17. 

The low collection rate is unacceptable. A previous report refers to an 
Accelerated Revenue Collection programme that the City has embarked on 
and the establishment of a Joint Operating Committee that has been 
established to address collection rates. All these efforts do not appear to 
impact positively on the collection rates. According to the budgeted financial 
position, Consumer debtors will continue to increase year-on-year. 

The Department of Cooperative Governance and Traditional Affairs released a 
discussion document titled Back to Basics (B2B) during the Presidential Local 
Government Summit held during 2014. One of the reporting requirements 
listed in the document is the monthly reporting to Council on revenue 
collection and debtor management processes. This information will then be 
available for consideration by the elected representatives and communities. 


Economic conditions and many other factors force the collection rate of 
arrears to deteriorate. The council has a strict credit control policy and 
monthly reporting is in line with all applicable legislation. The City is doing ail it 
can to improve the collection rate including encouraging customers to pay for 
their services and an improvement was seen in the past years. 

10. No motivation or reasons were given for the decrease in the capital budget in 
important areas of service delivery such as Service Infrastructure, Housing 
and Human Settlement and Emergency Services. No detail of projects per 
area or extent of renovations is given. 
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Response: 

The level of the capital budget is based ori affordability. More own funds need 
to be utilized to curb borrowing, but cash-backing of reserves is also a priority. 
All capital projects are listed in the Budget Document (Annexure B). 


1 1 . The vacant land tariff is too high and all vacant land is levied at the same rate. 


Response: 

The implementation of the Municipal Property Rates Act, 2004 (Act 6 of 2004) 
(MPRA), necessitated different rates for residential and vacant land properties, 
owing to the fact that the total market value (land and improvements) applied 
in both instances, as opposed to only the land value, as prior to the 
implementation of the MPRA. This meant that the tariff for residential 
properties had to be significantly reduced, in order to generate the same 
revenue as prior to the said implementation of the Act. The total market value 
for vacant land, on the other hand, remained the same as prior to the 
implementation of the Act, and the tariff at the time was also calculated, based 
on generating the same revenue as from such vacant land, prior to the 
implementation of the Act. 

Vacant land owners, as well as owners of improved properties, thus pay the 
same on average for their properties as prior to the implementation of the Act, 
with annual tariff increases of the same percentage. For the 2013/14 financial 
year the tariff for vacant land was reduced by 3% more than the reduction of 
the other category’s tariffs. 

The Municipal Property Rates Act, 2004 (Act 6 of 2004) (MPRA) does not 
allow for different property rates tariffs to be charged within a category of 
property as well as prohibits a rebate within a category to be granted on 
individual basis (Section 19(1 a) of the MPRA). Therefore all vacant land must 
be charged the same tariff. 

4,1.2 Submissions to the tabled Property Rates Policy and By-Law were received from 
Rates Watch (Annexure K) and responded to, as follows:

Independent Schools, be removed from the Tariff Policy Documents, 
because the above mentioned property categories are no longer categories 
of rate-able properties in terms of Section 3.1.3 of the Rates Policy. 

Special nature reserve and National reserve are excluded from lates, but 
they are not provided for as categories of properties in the Rates Policy. 

Owners of Mineral rights and Land reform beneficiary properties cannot be 
excluded from rates. 

Liability for Rates: The rate that must be levied as result of supplementary 
made in terms of Section 78( 1) of the MPRA, must be with effect from the 
dates as contemplated in Section 78 ( 4) of the MPRA 
Response: 
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The inclusion of the tariffs on the above mentioned categories of properties 
do not have any effect on the tariff document, as no property will be billed 
and no changes should thus be effected. 

Exclusion of the Special nature reserve and National reserve is correct. 
Exclusion of rates on categories of owners of properties is correct. 

The changes have been effected to the Rates Policy as follows: 

“Where the rates levied on a particular property have been as a result of a 
supplementary valuation made in terms of Section 78 (1) of the MPRA, 
these rates be payable with effect from the dates as contemplated in 
Section 78( 4) of the MPRA” 

4.2 Recommendation to the written representations 

In view of the above submissions and the responses provided, the City note all the 
concerns and will continue to improve processes to address the concerns, however 
there are no material changes required and it is therefore recommended that the 
budget be adopted. 

5. 2016/17 MTREF POLICY STATEMENT AND GUIDELINES 

The Tshwane Vision 2055 and the I DP are the primary points of reference for 
preparation of the MTREF. 

According to Section 25 of the Local Government: Municipal Systems Act, 2000 
(Act 32 of 2000)(MSA), each municipal council must, after the start of its elected 
term, adopt a single, inclusive and strategic plan (Integrated Development 
Planj(IDP) for the development of the municipality which links, integrates and co- 
ordinates plans and takes into account proposals for the development of the 
municipality and which aligns the resources and capacity of the municipality with the 
implementation of the said plan. The IDP forms the policy framework and general 
basis on which the budget is based. 

The six IDP strategic objectives have directly informed the compilation of the 
budget, namely: 

• Provide sustainable services infrastructure and human settlement

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5.1 ALIGNMENT WITH NATIONAL DIRECTIVES 

In his budget speech on 24 February 2016, Finance Minister highlighted the 
following; 

* Growth in the South African economy is currently expected to be only 0,9% 
in 2016 after 1,3% in 2015, but to improve gradually over the medium term 
to 1,7% in 2017, reaching 2,4 per cent in 2018. This reflects both 
depressed global conditions and the impact of the drought. 

® There is an urgent need to restore confidence in fiscal sustainability, if not, 
deteriorating conditions can create a vicious cycle of lower growth, declining 
incomes, rising inflation, currency depreciation, rising interest rates and 
falling investment and consumption. 

• Local government faces tough fiscal choices; growth in transfers will slow 
while the cost of providing the services increases. 

® Municipalities are urged to improve own revenue collection, increasing 
efficiency and obtain greater value for money. 

The following parameters directly informed the 2016/17 Budget: 


Slowing down of expenditure and building reserves. 

Collection levels will be targeted at 96%. 

The levels of borrowing will be maintained at R1 billion to fund capital 
infrastructure. 

Creation of cash surpluses over the MTREF. 

Departments should critically review their current activities and do more with 
less. 


National Treasury issued MFMA Circular No 78 date 7 December 2015 and 
subsequently issued MFMA Circular No 79 on 7 March 2016, to guide the 
compilation of the 2016/17 MTREF. 


The key focus of Circular 79 is the impact of the date of the 2016 Local Government 
Elections on municipalities, affected by re-demarcations and the changes to the 
! nc.nl novemm' :, ni omM allocations. 


Chanqes to municipal boundaries will result in some significant changes to 
municipal allocations in 2016/17. To cushion the impact of these changes aH 
municipalities will receive at least 95% of the equitable share formula allocation 
indicatively allocated to them in 2016/17 in the 2015 Division of Revenue Act. 


POLICY AMENDMENTS 


BUDGET POLICY 

The budaet policy was reviewed and amendments were made to bring the policy in 
line with National Treasury directives and to strengthen the financial management 
controls. The policy is attached as Annexure I. 
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PROPERTY RATES POLICY AND BY-LAW 

Amendments to the pensioners and disabled rebates were effected in the Property 
Rates Policy. The policy is attached as Annexure J. 

7. DISCUSSION OF THE 2016/17 MTREF 
7.1 OPERATIONAL BUDGET 

The 2016/17 proposed operating revenue (excluding capital grants and 
contributions) amounts to R29,6 billion and escalates to R33.5 billion in 2018/19. 
The operating expenditure amounts to R27,6 billion, resulting in a surplus of 
R1 930,7 million for the 2016/17 financial year. Revenue presents an increase of 
10,6% and expenditure an increase of 6,1% against the 2015/16 Adjustments 
Budget. 

The table below indicates the Medium-term Revenue and Expenditure Budget for 
the 2016/17 to the 2018/19 financial year.

7.1.1 Revenue framework 

Maintaining financial viability of the City of Tshwane is critical to the achievement of 
service delivery and economic objectives. Revenue generation is fundamental in 
strengthening the institutional environment for the delivery of municipal basic 
services and infrastructure. The capacity of generating revenue is challenged by 
affordability and unemployment that is prevalent in the municipal area. 

The MFMA Circular 66 requires municipalities to continue to explore appropriate 
wavs of generating revenue required to fund the maintenance, renewal and 

expansion ui me n masci oceans requn *su w pwviuv-r,,«n,^-~-. ■ ■ - , 

must table a credible and funded budget, based on realistic estimates qt revenue 
that are consistent with their budgetary resources and collection history.

The revenue sources are discussed below: 


Property rates 

Increased by 10,1% compared to the 2015/16 Adjustments Budget. 


The property rates revenue expected for the 2015/16 financial yeat, 
including supplementary values, was utilised as basis for determining 
baseline revenue for the 2016/17 MTREF. For the 2016/17 MTREF, all 
category’s tariffs are proposed to increase with 10% from 1 July 2016. 


The first R75 000 value (R15 000 legally impermissible plus R60 000 
granted by the city) of residential properties is exempted and registered 


Amendments to the pensioners and disabled rebates were effected in the 
Property Rates Policy.

Electricity revenue 

The revenue increase is attributed to the average increase of 9,5% in 
tariffs (the average domestic tariff increases ranges from 8% to 12/o) for 
the 2016/17 financial year. The proposed tariff increase range between 
12% for commercial and 13% to 16% on bulk commercial and industrial 
TOU (time of use) scales, subject to load profiles and load factor 

percentage. 
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The percentage increase is based on the Eskorn tariff increase and 
guidelines from NERSA. The application is still subject to NERSA 
approval. 


The tariff structure with regard to households provides for inclining block 
tariffs. Registered indigents are granted 100 kWh free of charge. 

Water revenue 

Revenue increased by 12%, owing to the proposed 12% increase in tariffs, 
based on the 2015/16 adjustments budget revenue. 

The tariff structure consists of a rising block tariff with pro-poor lower block 
tariffs and pro-water conservation blocks for higher usage to encourage 
water savings. 

It should be noted that the tariff was increased to 12% in line with Rand 
Water guidelines and the bulk purchase was also amended accordingly. 
This is still subject to any increase in the bulk purchase tariff of electricity, 
still to be approved by NERSA at the end of June 2015, which may again 
impact on the proposed tariff for selling water to the City’s consumers. 

Registered indigents are granted 12 ktfree of charge. 

Sanitation revenue 

The increase in revenue amounts to 12%, in line with the 2016/17 tariff 
increase. 

Sanitation charges are calculated according to the percentage water 
discharged. A zero-based tariff is charged for registered indigents for the 

first 6 kt discharged. 

Refuse removal revenue 

Increased with 10%, in line with the 2016/17 tariff increase.

I fie mini mr refuse lemovm is 
based on the cost per m 3 (container capacity) of refuse removed per 
month and on the service provided in a specific area. The tariffs for city 
cleaning are levied on all premises irrespective of who removes the refuse 
generated on the premises. 

NT MFMA Circular 66 requires refuse removal tariffs to cover the cost of 
providing the service and appropriately structured cost reflective tariffs 
must be in place. The tariffs must also maintain a cash-backed reserve to 
cover the future costs of rehabilitating landfill sites. 

A tariff increase of 10% for 2016/17 is proposed to render a stable service 
to all areas. 
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More information regarding the tariff increases are contained in Annexure 
B (budget document) and details of the proposed tariff schedules are set 
out in Annexures C to G. 

7.2 GRANT FUNDING 

The National allocations in terms of the Division of Revenue Bill no. 2 of 2016 are 
set out as follows: 

• Operating Grants 

The operating grants increased by 9%, the increases are mainly on the 
EPVVP and ICDG. The equitable share and Fuel Levy increased by 13% 
and 3% respectively compared to the 2015/16 DoRA allocation. 

• Infrastructure Grants 

Infrastructure grants increased by 0,3% compared to the 2015/16 DoRA 
allocation, the increases are mainly on the USDG grant INEP.

Employee Related Costs 

The South African Local Government Bargaining Council entered into a three- 
year Salary and Wage Collective Agreement for the period 01 July 2015 to 
30 June 2018.

Remuneration of Councillors 

The cost associated with the remuneration of councillors is determined and 
informed directly by way of the Remuneration of Public Office Bearers Act, 1998 
(Act 20 of 1998). The determined upper limits of salaries, allowances and 
benefits of members of Council are gazetted annually in December/January. 
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Debt Impairment 

The Provision for Debt Impairment was determined based on an annual 
collection rate of 96%. For the 2016/17 financial year this amount equates to 
R849,5 million. 

Depreciation and Asset Impairment 

Provision for depreciation and asset impairment has been informed, by the 
municipality's asset management strategy (Asset Management Policy and 
Procedures). Budget appropriations in this regard amounts to R1,2 billion for the 
2016/17 financial year and equates to 4,5% of the total operating expenditure. 

Finance charges 

The finance charges provided in the MTREF amounts to R1 billion for each of the 
three medium term years. 

Bulk Purchases 

Compared to the 2015/16 Adjustments Budget, the bulk purchases group of 
expenditure (Rand Water and Eskom), has increased by 10,8% from R8,8 billion 
to R9,7 billion. The tariff increases with regard to Eskom (7,857%) and Rand 
Water (11,9%) have been provided for. A decline in electricity purchases and an 
increase in Water purchases are expected based on the 2015/16 trend, which 
was factored in. 

Other Materials 

This expenditure group amounts to R273 million, a decrease of R43,6 million. 
Other materials consist of stationery, cleaning material, coal, consumables, 
chemicals, etc. The decrease in other materials is attributed to the reduction of 
expenditure in line with cost containment measure the municipality is proposing 
to implement in the 2016/17 MTREF. 

Contracted Services 

This group of expenditure decreased with 6,6%, owing to the cutting of 
such as consultant fees. 

Other Expenditure 

This group of expenditure comprises of general related expenditure, it should be 
noted that in terms of NT regulations and formats, repairs and maintenance is 
divided between other materials, contracted services and other expenditure. This 
group of expenditure has increased by 0,5% when compared to the 2015/16 
Adjustments Budget. Subsistence and travelling fot Council officials has been 
centralised in the office of the City Manager in order to manage and monitor this 
expenditure and the City Manager must approve all travelling in line with 
submitted motivations.

The following with regard to conditional grants should be noted. 

Urban Settlements Development Grant (USDG) 

The purpose of the USDG is to assist metropolitan municipalities to improve urban 
land production to the benefit of poor households, by 

of metropolitan municipalities to: reduce the real average cost of urban land, 
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increase the supply of well-located land, enhance tenure security and quality of life 
in informal settlements, improve spatial densities and to subsidise the capital costs 
of acquiring land and providing basic services for poor households. The gazetted 
allocations amount to R1 ,5 billion, R1 ,6 billion and R1,7 billion for the 2016/17, 
2017/18 and 2018/19 financial years respectively. 


Public Transport, Infrastructure and Systems Grant 

The purpose of the grant is to provide for accelerated planning, construction and 
improvement of public and non-motorised transport infrastructure and services. 
The gazetted allocations amount to R750 million, R755 million and R760 million for 
the 2016/17, 2017/18 and 2018/19 financial years respectively. 


Neighbourhood Development Partnership Grant 

The purpose of this grant is to support neighbourhood development projects that 
provide community infrastructure and create the platform for other public and 
private sector development, towards improving the quality of life of residents in 
targeted underserviced neighbourhoods. R48.5 million, R44.7 million and R45,3 
million have been gazetted for the 2016/17, 2017/18 and 2018/19 financial years 

respectively. 

integrated National Electrification Programme 

The purpose of this grant is to implement the Integrated National Electrification 
Programme (INEP) by providing capital subsidies to municipalities to address the 
electrification backlog of occupied residential dwellings, clinics and the installation 
of bulk infrastructure and rehabilitation and refurbishment of electricity infrastructure 
in order to improve the quality of supply.

The borrowing strategy of the City is to access funding at the best and most 
competitive market conditions, including the longest available durations. Therefore, 
the City will utilize any of the funding mechanisms at its disposal or a combination 
thereof, to borrow funds as long as its funding strategy is satisfied. 

The City is in the process of implementing its loan optimization strategy with the aim 
of creating capacity for future borrowings, reducing the overall cost of borrowing, 
and to achieve an optimal loan portfolio.

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Part 1 - Annual Budget 

1.1 Mayor Report 


The 2016/17 Medium-term Revenue and Expenditure Framework is tabled at Council for approval. 

Over the past five years the City has significantly invested on the capital infrastructure and acceleration of 
various programmes around the City. Over R20 billion was spent on the capital infrastructure and the 
City’s capita spending over the past has been higher than the average for the metros. Investments in 
essential municipal infrastructure over the last five years include R6,5 billion in road transport; R3 billion 
in housing; R2,7 billion in electricity; R2 billion in water; and R1,5 billion in sanitation. 

In the 2016/17 MTREF the levels of spending will slow down to allow the City to rebuild its cash reserves. 
The City will continue to respond to service delivery demands and improving the quality of life of the 
residents and this will be done within prudent financial management. 

The 2016/17 MTREF proposes an operating budget of R28,3 billion and the total capital budget of R4,5 
billion. 

The details of the activities and projects to be implemented are included in the body of the document.

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1.2 Executive Summary 


Section 16(1) of the Municipal Finance Management Act (MFMA) stipulates that the Council of a 
municipality must for each financial year approve an annual budget for the municipality before the 
start of that financial year. Section 16(2) stipulates that in order to comply with subsection (1), the 
mayor of the municipality must table the annual budget at a council meeting at least 90 days before 
the start of the budget year. 

The 2016/17 Medium-term Revenue and Expenditure is tabled for approval by Council on 26 May 
201 6 after taking into account the inputs from the public consultation process. 

The budget is prepared amidst economic challenges, in his budget speech on 24 February 2016, 
Finance Minister highlighted that, the South African growth is expected to be only 0,9% in 2016 and 
improve gradually over the medium term to 1,7% in 2017, reaching 2,4 per cent in 2018. This 
reflects both depressed global conditions and the impact of the drought. 

There is an urgent need to restore confidence in fiscal sustainability, if not, deteriorating conditions 
can create a vicious cycle of lower growth, declining incomes, rising inflation, currency depreciation, 
rising interest rates and falling investment and consumption. 

Local government faces tough fiscal choices; growth in transfers will slow while the cost of providing 
the services increases. Municipalities are therefore urged to improve own revenue collection, 
increase efficiency and obtain greater value for money. 

The emphasis of the 201 6/1 7 MTREF is to ensure that the City is financially viable and sustainable. 
The City's resources are not adequate to address all programmes and projects and it therefore 
requires reviewing of the current spending levels within prudent financial limits. 

The budget is underpinned by the following parameters: 

• Slowing down of expenditure and building reserves. 

• Collection levels will be targeted at 96% 

• The levels of borrowing will be maintained at R1 billion 

• Creation of cash surpluses over the MTREF. 

• Critically reviewing their current activities and doing more with less.

The total operating revenue has grown by 10,6% for the 2016/17 financial year when compared to 
the 201 5/1 6 Adjustment Budget. 

Total operating expenditure for the 2016/17 financial year has been appropriated at R28,3 billion 
and results into a budgeted surplus of R1 ,9 billion. When compared to the 2015/16 Adjustment 
Budget, the operational expenditure has grown by 6,1% in the 2016/17 financial year and by 6,6% 
and 6,5% for each of the respective outer years of the MTREF. 

The operating surplus over the MTREF will ensure that the City build cash reserves to increase the 
capital expenditure and rely less on borrowing. 

The capital expenditure amounts to R4,5 billion, R3,7 billion and R4 billion over the medium term. 
R1 billion will be funded from borrowing per annum over the medium term. 

Borrowing contribute to 22,5%, 6,9%, 11,4% of capital expenditure respectively. Grant funding 
constitutes 53,2%, 66,1% and 63,5% over the medium-term. The balance will be funded from own 
funds (internally generated funds and Public Contributions and Donations).

1.3 Operating Revenue Framework (parent) 

Maintaining financial viability of the City of Tshwane is critical to the achievement of service delivery 
and economic objectives. Revenue generation is fundamental in strengthening the institutional 
environment for the delivery of municipal basic services and infrastructure. The capacity of 
generating revenue is challenged by poverty and unemployment that is prevalent in the municipal 
area. 

To address the collection challenge, the City embarked on an Accelerated Revenue Collection 
programme. A Joint Operating Committee (JOC) for Revenue was established to improve revenue 
collection and synergize revenue collection efforts across the city. 

In terms of the MFMA, a credible and funded budget must be tabled based on realistic estimates of 
revenue that are consistent with budgetary resources and collection history.

In line with the formats prescribed by the Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations, capital 
transfers and contributions are excluded from the operating statement; including these revenue 
sources would distort the calculation of the operating surplus and deficit. 

Revenue generated from rates and service charges forms a significant percentage of the revenue 
basket of the City of Tshwane. In the 2015/16 financial year (adjustments budget), revenue from 
rates and service charges totalled R21,1 billion (78,9%) of the total revenue, excluding capital 
transfers and contributions. This figure increases to R23,2 billion, R25,4 billion and R27,5 billion in 
the respective financial years of the 201 6/1 7 MTREF. 

Electricity is the main revenue source, contributing R11,4 billion or 38,4% of the total revenue, and 
escalates to R1 3,3 billion in 201 8/1 9. 

Property rates contributes the second largest revenue source, totalling 19,5% of the total revenue of 
R29, 6 billion, and will increase to R6,8 billion by 2018/19. The third-largest source is operating 
grants, followed by water revenue. 

The following table provides a breakdown of the operating grants and subsidies allocated to the 
Municipality over the medium term.

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Tariff-setting 

Municipalities derive their revenue from the provision of services, such as water, electricity, refuse 
removal. A considerable portion of revenue is also derived from property rates, a relative stable 
source, as it is not affected by seasonal trends or economic cycles. 

Tariff-setting plays a major role in ensuring desired levels of revenue. When rates, tariffs and other 
charges are revised, local economic conditions, input costs and the affordability of services are 
taken into account to ensure continuous service delivery. 

The challenge to manage this gap between cost drivers and tariffs levied, and any shortfall must be 
made up by either operational efficiency gains or service level reductions. 

The table below highlights the proposed percentage increase in tariffs per main service category.

The various tariff proposals are discussed per revenue stream below. 

1.3.1 Property rates 

A municipality levies rates on all rateable property in its area to fund the non-revenue generating 
services. The determination of tariffs takes into account the affordability as well as fairness the rate 
ratios between categories of properties. 

The property rates revenue expected for the 2015/16 financial year, including supplementary 
values, was utilised as basis for determining baseline revenue for the 201 6/17 MTREF. Compared 
to the approved 2015/16 Adjustment Budget, a 10% increase in revenue is expected for the 
2016/17 financial year, amounting to R5,8 billion. 

The residential tariff is the baseline tariff, which determines the ratios towards some of the other 
tariffs. The rate ratio of residential to agricultural and public benefit organisations is legislatively 
determined to be 1 :0,25.

Pensioners may receive a rebate as determined by the Council, subject to the following conditions: 

The applicants must be: 

(a) Be registered owners of the property; 

(b) Must be 60 years or more of age upon application; 

(c) The property concerned must consist of one dwelling and no part thereof is sub-let, be 
occupied only by the applicant and his/her spouse, if any, and dependants without income; 

(d) Must submit proof of his/her age and a valid identity document; 

(e) Must submit proof of monthly income from all sources (including the income of the spouse of 
the owner) and collectively should not exceed an amount of R 12 500.00 as determined by 
Council (not exceeding R 150 000.00 per annum); 

(f) The applicant's account must be paid in full, or if not, an arrangement to pay the debt should 
be in place; and 

(g) The property must be categorised as “residential”. 

(h) Not be in receipt of an indigent assessment rate rebate; 

Disability grantees and/or Medical boarded persons may receive a rebate as determined by the 

Council, subject to the following conditions: 

(a) Be registered owners of the property; 

(b) Provide medical proof of disability and/or certification by a medical Officer of Health; 

(c) The property concerned must consist of one dwelling and no part thereof is sub-let, be 
occupied only by the applicant and his/her spouse, if any, and dependants without income; 

(d) Must submit proof of his/her age and a valid identity document; 

(e) Must submit proof of monthly income from all sources (including the income of the spouse of 
the owner) and collectively should not exceed an amount of R 12 500.00 as determined by 
Council (not exceeding R 1 50 000.00 per annum); 

(f) The applicant's account must be paid in full, or if not, an arrangement to pay the debt should 
be in place; and 

(g) The property must be categorised as “residential”. 
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(h) Not be in receipt of an indigent assessment rate rebate; 

These rebates will lapse: 

(i) On death of applicant; 

(ii) On alienation of the property; 

(iii) When applicant ceases to reside permanently on the property; 

(iv) On 30 June of each year; 

The percentage rebates granted to different gross monthly household income levels will be 
determined according to the schedule below:

Furthermore, registered indigents pay no property rates, irrespective of the value of the property 
they own. 

The approved Property Rates Policy is proposed to be amended with effect from 1 July 2016. 

1.3.2 Sale of water and impact of tariff increases 
The level and structure of the water tariffs must ensure that - 

• water tariffs are fully cost-reflective, including the cost of maintenance and renewal of 
purification plants and water networks, and the cost of new infrastructure; 

• water tariffs are structured to protect basic levels of services; and 

• water tariffs are designed to encourage efficient and sustainable consumption (eg through 
increasing block tariffs). 

A tariff increase of 12,0% is proposed from 1 July 2016 based on the input costs with regard to 
Rand Water, Eskom and the required surplus on water services, etc. Electricity forms a large 
component of water distribution costs, in that water needs to be pumped to reservoirs and into its 
towers. 

The water tariff structure will remain unchanged as a rising block tariff with pro-poor lower block 
tariffs and pro-water conservation blocks for higher usage to encourage water savings. Cross 
subsidisation from high water users to low water users ensures that the full cost of all water 
expenditure is recovered. 

1 2 kl water per 30-day period will again be granted free of charge to registered indigent households. 
It should further be noted that free water is also supplied to informal areas by water tankers and 
standpipes. 
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The Rand Water bulk water tariff increase is 1 1 ,9% from 1 July 201 6. 

The proposed tariff increases with effect from 1 July 2016 for residential and non-residential 
consumers for the 201 6/1 7 financial year are summarised as follows:

1.3.3 Sanitation and impact of tariff increases 

A tariff increase of 1 2% is proposed from 1 July 201 6. This is based on the input cost as well as the 
additional interest and redemption required to finance the waste water treatment works upgrade 
and extension programme. 

Sanitation charges are calculated according to the percentage water discharged as indicated in the 
table below, which compares the current and proposed sanitation charges to the proposed tariff 
increases.

1 .3.4 Sale of electricity and impact of tariff increases 

Electricity revenue increased by 9,7% compared to the 2015/16 Adjustments Budget. The tariff 
increase for domestic customers ranges from 6,6% to 9,4% and 9,5% for commercial and industrial 
customers from 1 July 2016. 

In terms of the Multi-year Price Determination (MYPD), the National Energy Regulator of South 
Africa approved a 7,856% on Eskom’s municipal bulk electricity price increase from 1 July 2016. 
On 14 April 2016, NERSA approved a tariff increase guideline of 7,64% for municipalities. 

The tariff structure with regard to households provides for inclining block tariffs. Registered 
indigents are granted 100 kWh free of charge. 

The proposed sliding scale tariffs for the 2016/17 financial year that applies to households are as 
follows:

A tariff increase of 10,0% for 2016/17 is proposed to render a stable refuse removal service to all 
areas.

1.3.6 Other tariffs 

Factors such as inflation, economic variations and trends coupled with sustainability affects other 
tariffs (such as bus services, rental of community and cultural facilities, building plans, cemeteries, 
etc.). Tariff increases are inflation related, approximately in the order of 6,5% on average. Some of 
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the charges are above inflation (ranging from 6,5% to 7,5%) whereas the others remained the 
same. 

Some of the proposed changes are summarised below: 

Integrated Rapid Public Transport Network (IRPTN) 

The current A Re Yeng fare structure will be maintained without any adjustment. It is expected that 
the commuter number will increase with the implementation of line A1 to 10 000 commuters per day 
on average which will generate revenue amounting to R36,0 million in the 2016/17 financial year. 

Tshwane Bus Service (TBS) 

The CoT decided to adopt a single common fare mechanism for both A Re Yeng and Tshwane Bus 
Service. Fare integration will allow commuters to use both services within a single journey, with a 
transfer from one operate to another paying a single fare value for the entire journey. It is proposed 
that the current 201 5/1 6 approved fares be maintained without adjustment. 

Informal/Formal Trade Stalls 

The tariffs for formal and informal business licences are increased by 6,5% for the 2016/17 financial 
year. 

Cemeteries and Crematoria 

A 6,5% tariff increase for cemeteries and crematoria is proposed. 

Wonderboom National Airport 

All tariffs (except for vehicle parking tariffs) are increased by 6,5%. With the introduction of 
scheduled flights at Wonderboom Airport there is a greater demand for parking. The parking tariffs 
were benchmarked with the competing airports in Gauteng (OR Tambo International Airport and 
Lanseria). The vehicle parking tariffs were increased by more than the prescribed 6,5%.

The consolidated operating expenditure equates to R28,3 billion in the 2016/17 financial year and 
escalates to R32,1 billion in the 2018/19 financial year. Total operating expenditure for the 2016/17 
financial year has increased by 6,1% against the 2015/16 Adjustments Budget. The 6,1% increase 
in expenditure is mainly as a result of increases in bulk purchases and employee related cost.

The South African Local Government Bargaining Council recently entered into a three-year Salary 

and Wage Collective Agreement for the period 01 July 2015 to 30 June 2018. The agreement 

reached is as follows:

Remuneration of Councillors 

The cost associated with the remuneration of councillors is determined and informed directly by way 
of the Remuneration of Public Office Bearers Act, 1998 (Act 20 of 1998). The determined upper 
limits of salaries, allowances and benefits of members of Council are gazetted annually in 
December/January. The latest gazette was published on 21 December 2015 by the Department of 
Cooperative Governance. 

Debt Impairment 

The Provision for Debt Impairment was determined based on an annual collection rate of 96%. 
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Depreciation and Asset Impairment 

Provision for depreciation and asset impairment has been informed by the municipality's asset 
management strategy (Asset Management Policy and Procedures). Budget appropriations in this 
regard amounts to R1,3 billion for the 2016/17 financial year and equates to 4,4% of the total 
operating expenditure. 

Finance charges 

The increase in finance charges can be directly attributed to the level of external borrowings. The 
finance charges provided in the MTREF amounts to R1 billion, R1,1 billion and R1 billion 
respectively. 

Bulk Purchases 

Compared to the 2015/16 Adjustments Budget, the bulk purchases group of expenditure (Rand 
Water and Eskom), has increased by 10,9% from R9 billion to RIO billion. The tariff increases with 
regard to Eskom (7,857%) and Rand Water (1 1 ,9%) have been provided for. A decline in electricity 
purchases and an increase in Water purchases are expected based on the 2015/16 trend, which 
was factored in. 

Other Materials 

This expenditure group amounts to R283,9 million. Other materials consist of stationery, cleaning 
material, coal, consumables, chemicals, etc. 

Contracted Services 

This group of expenditure decreased with 6%, owing to the re-basing of the budget. 

Other Expenditure 

This group of expenditure comprises of general related expenditure. It should be noted that in 
terms of NT regulations and formats, repairs and maintenance is divided between other materials, 
contracted services and other expenditure.

In the 2016/17 financial year, 52,6% or R777,8 million of total repairs and maintenance (R1 477,2 
million) will be spent on infrastructure assets. Electricity has received a significant portion of this 
allocation, 24,7% (R365,5 million), followed by water at 14,1% (R207,8 million), road transport at 
8,9% (R131,3 million) and sanitation at 3,7% (R55,1 million). Community assets have been 
allocated R188,4 million of total repairs and maintenance, equating to 12,8%. 

In terms of the National Treasury MFMA Circular 55, only the primary cost related to repairs and 
maintenance was included in the 2016/17 MTREF. Repairs and maintenance increase from 
R1 477,2 million (2016/17) to R1 968,4 million in the 2018/19 financial year. Fund transfers from 
this group of expenditure are prohibited in terms of the Budget Policy. 
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Furthermore, repairs and maintenance as a percentage of property plant and equipment equate to 
4% over the medium-term. It should however be noted that the significant increase in property 
plant and equipment is owing to the provision made for Tshwane House. 
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1.5 Capital expenditure 


The total capital budget equates to R4,5 billion, R3,7 billion and R4 billion for the 2016/17, 2017/18 
and 2018/19 financial years respectively. 

The capital budget is funded from the following sources:

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Explanatory notes on MBRR A1 - Budget summary 

1 . MBRR A1 is a budget summary and provides a concise overview of the City’s budget from 
all of the major financial perspectives (operating, capital expenditure, financial position, 
cash flow, and MFMA funding compliance). 

2. The table provides an overview of the amounts for operating performance, resources 
deployed to capital expenditure, financial position, cash and funding compliance. 

3. Financial management reforms emphasise the importance of the municipal budget being 
funded. This requires the simultaneous assessment of the financial performance, financial 
position and cash flow budgets, along with the capital budget. The budget summary 
provides key information in this regard. 

4. The 2016/17 financial year indicates a surplus of R1 930,7 million, R1 546,5 million and 
R2 151,3 million for the indicated financial years excluding capital transfers. 

5. Capital expenditure is balanced by capital funding sources of which - 

• transfers recognised are reflected on the statement of financial performance; 

• borrowing is incorporated in the net cash from financing on the cash flow statement; 
and 

• internally-generated funds are financed from the accumulated surpluses. The 
amount is incorporated in the net cash from investing activities on the cash flow 
budget.

1. MBRR A2 provides an overview of the budgeted financial performance in relation to 
revenue and expenditure per standard classification. The modified GFS standard 
classification divides the municipal services into 15 functional areas. Municipal revenue, 
operating expenditure and capital expenditure are then classified in terms of each of these 
functional areas. 

2. It should be noted that the total revenue on this table includes capital revenues (transfers 
recognised - capital) and therefore does not balance with the operating revenue shown 
on MBRR Table A4.

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Explanatory notes on MBRR A4 - Budgeted financial performance (revenue and expenditure) 

1. Total revenue equates to R29,6 billion in 2016/17 and escalates to R33,6 billion by 
2018/19. This represents a year-on-year increase of 4,8% and 8,2% for the 2017/18 and 
the 2018/19 financial years respectively. 

2. Revenue to be generated from property rates represents R5,8 billion in the 2016/17 
financial year and increases to R6,8 billion by 2018/19. This represents 19,5% of the 
operating revenue base (2016/17) of the City and therefore remains a significant funding 
source for the Municipality. 

3. Service charges related to electricity, water, sanitation, refuse removal and other in total, 
constitute the biggest component of the City’s revenue basket. They total R17,5 billion for 
the 2016/17 financial year and increase to R20,7 billion by 2018/19. This growth can 
mainly be attributed to the increase in the bulk prices of electricity and water. For the 
2016/17 financial year, service charges amount to 59,1% of the total revenue base. 

4. Transfers recognised - operating includes equitable share, fuel levy and other operating 
grants from national and provincial government.

classification and funding source 

1. MBRR A5 is a breakdown of the capital programme in relation to capital expenditure by 
municipal vote (multi-year and single-year appropriations), capital expenditure by standard 
classification and the funding sources necessary to fund the capital budget, including 
information on capital transfers from national and provincial departments. 

2. The MFMA states that a municipality may approve multi-year or single-year capital budget 
appropriations. In relation to multi-year appropriations, for 2016/17, R3,5 billion has been 
allocated, which totals 78,4% of the total capital budget. 

3. Single-year capital expenditure has been appropriated at R963,2 million for the 2016/17 
financial year and relates to expenditure that will be incurred during the specific budget 
year. 

4. The capital programme is funded from national and provincial grants and transfers, public 
contributions and donations, borrowing and internally-generated funds. For 2016/17, 
capital transfers total R2,4 billion and escalate to R2,5 billion by 2018/19. Borrowing has 
been provided at R1 billion per annum over the medium-term, with internally-generated 
funding totalling R1,1 billion, for the 2016/17 financial year (public contributions and 
donations included).

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Explanatory notes on MBRR A6 - Budgeted financial position 

1. MBRR A6 is consistent with international standards of good financial management 
practice. 

2. This format of presenting the statement of financial position is aligned to GRAP1, which is 
generally aligned to the international version which presents assets less liabilities as 
“accounting” community wealth. The order of items within each group illustrates items in 
order of liquidity, ie assets readily converted to cash or liabilities immediately required to 
be met from cash appear first. 

3. This table is supported by an extensive table of notes (MBRR SA3) which provides a 
detailed analysis of the major components of a number of items, including - 

• call investment deposits; 

• consumer debtors; 

• property, plant and equipment; 

• trade and other payables; 

• non-current provisions; 

• changes in net assets; and 

• reserves. 

4. Included in the Borrowing and under Assets is the construction cost of Tshwane House as 
a result of the PPP agreement entered into. 

5. The municipal equivalent of equity is community wealth or equity. The justification is that 
ownership and the net assets of the Municipality belong to the community. 

6. Any movement on the budgeted financial performance or the capital budget will inevitably 
impact on the budgeted financial position. As an example, the collection rate assumption 
will impact on the cash position of the Municipality and subsequently inform the level of 
cash and cash equivalents at year end. Similarly, the collection rate assumption (96%) 
should inform the budget appropriation for debt impairment which in turn would impact on 
the provision for bad debt. These budget and planning assumptions form a critical link in 
determining the applicability and relevance of the budget as well as the determination of 
ratios and financial indicators. In addition, the funding compliance assessment is informed 
directly by forecasting the statement of financial position.

1. The budgeted cash flow statement is the first measurement to determine if the budget is 
funded. 

2. The cash flow statement shows the expected level of cash inflow versus cash outflow that 
is likely to result from the implementation of the budget. 

3. The 2016/17 MTREF provides for a net increase in cash of R 1 , 1 billion, resulting in an 
overall projected positive cash position of R3,1 billion at year end. 

4. The 2016/17 MTREF has been informed by the planning principle of ensuring adequate 
cash reserves over the medium term. 

5. Cash and cash equivalents total R3,1 billion at the end of the 2016/17 financial year and 
escalate to R7,1 billion by 2018/19. 

6. The repayment of borrowing to the amount of R701,8 million, R815,5 million and R815,5 
million for the 2016/17, 2017/18 and 2018/19 financial years respectively is based on the 
capital repayment due in that financial year calculated in terms of the loan agreement.

Explanatory notes on MBRR A8 - Cash-backed reserves or accumulated surplus 
reconciliation 

1. The cash-backed reserves or accumulated surplus reconciliation are aligned to the 
requirements of MFMA Circular 42 - Funding a Municipal Budget. 

2. In essence, the table evaluates the funding levels of the budget by firstly forecasting the 
cash and investments at year end and secondly reconciling the available funding to the 
liabilities or commitments that exist. 
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Explanatory notes on MBRR A9 - Asset management 

1. MBRR A9 provides an overview of the municipal capital allocations to building new 
assets, renewing existing assets, and spending on repairs and maintenance by asset 
class. 

2. In terms of the National Treasury MFMA Circulars 55 and 66, at least 40% of the capital 
budget must be allocated to the renewal of existing assets. Asset renewal equates to 
33%, 47% and 53% of the capital budget for the 2016/17, 2017/18 and 2018/19 financial 
years respectively. Repairs and maintenance as percentages of PPE equate to 4%, for 
the medium-term. In terms of the National Treasury’s MFMA Circular 55, only the primary 
cost related to repairs and maintenance has been included in the MTREF. The increase in 
property, plant and equipment includes the provision made for Tshwane House. 

3. Renewal and repairs and maintenance as percentages of PPE equate to 8% on average 
over the medium term (7% for 2016/17). It should however be noted that the significant 
increase in PPE, owing to the provision made for Tshwane House, impacts negatively on 
this percentage.

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Explanatory notes on MBRR A10 - Basic service delivery measurement 


1. MBRR A10 provides an overview of service delivery levels, including backlogs (below 
minimum service level), for each of the main services. 

2. The budget provides for 126 000 households to be registered as indigent in 2016/17. This 
target will increase with approximately 8 000 with 2 000 exiting the programme (therefore 
an increase of 6 000 indigent households) per annum. 

3. It is anticipated that these free basic services will cost (revenue cost) the Municipality 
R2 503,8 million in 2016/17, increasing to R3 259,2 million in 2018/19. This should be 
covered by the Municipality's equitable share allocation from national government. 

4. The number of households (formal and informal) in Tshwane increased from 606 025 
(census 2001) to 956 725 (2013 General Household Survey). This indicates a household 
growth rate of 4,5% per year. 

5. With reference to the 2013 General Household, it is estimated that 474 035 households 
receives a gross monthly income of less than R2 300. These households automatically 
qualify to be registered as indigents.

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Explanatory notes to MBRR A1 - Consolidated Budget summary 

1 . MBRR A1 is a budget summary and provides a concise overview of the City’s budget from 
all of the major financial perspectives (operating, capital expenditure, financial position, 
cash flow, and MFMA funding compliance). 

2. The table provides an overview of the amounts for operating performance, resources 
deployed to capital expenditure, financial position, cash and funding compliance. 

3. Financial management reforms emphasise the importance of the municipal budget being 
funded. This requires the simultaneous assessment of the financial performance, financial 
position and cash flow budgets, along with the capital budget. The budget summary 
provides key information in this regard. 

4. The 2016/17 financial year indicates a surplus of R1 927,9 million, R1 546 million and 
R2 153,7 million for the indicated financial years before the transfer of capital grants. 

5. Capital expenditure is balanced by capital funding sources of which - 

• transfers recognised are reflected on the statement of financial performance; 

• borrowing is incorporated in the net cash from financing on the cash flow statement; 
and 

• internally-generated funds are financed from the accumulated surpluses. The 
amount is incorporated in the net cash from investing activities on the cash flow 
budget.

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Explanatory notes to MBRR A4 - Consolidated budgeted financial performance (revenue and 

expenditure) 

1. Total revenue equates to R30,2 billion in 2016/17 and escalates to R34,3 billion by 
2018/19. This represents a year-on-year increase of 4,9% for the 2017/18 and the 2018/9 
financial years. 

2. Revenue to be generated from property rates equates to R5,8 billion in the 2016/17 
financial year and increases to R6,8 billion by 2018/19. This represents 19,1% of the 
operating revenue base (2016/17) of the City and therefore remains a significant funding 
source for the Municipality. 

3. Service charges related to electricity, water, sanitation, refuse removal and other in total, 
constitute the biggest component of the City’s revenue basket. They total R17,7 billion for 
the 2016/17 financial year and increase to R21 billion by 2018/19. This growth can mainly 
be attributed to the increase in the bulk prices of electricity and water. For the 2016/17 
financial year, service charges amount to 58,6% of the total revenue base. 

4. Transfers recognised - operating includes equitable share, fuel levy and other operating 
grants from national and provincial government.

1. MBRR A6 is consistent with international standards of good financial management 
practice. 

2. This format of presenting the statement of financial position is aligned to GRAP1 , which is 
generally aligned to the international version which presents assets less liabilities as 
“accounting” community wealth. The order of items within each group illustrates items in 
order of liquidity, ie assets readily converted to cash or liabilities immediately required to 
be met from cash appear first. 

3. This table is supported by an extensive table of notes (MBRR SA3) which provides a 
detailed analysis of the major components of a number of items, including - 

• call investment deposits; 

• consumer debtors; 

• property, plant and equipment; 

• trade and other payables; 

• non-current provisions; 

• changes in net assets; and 

• reserves. 

4. Included in the Borrowing and under Assets is the construction cost of Tshwane House as 
a result of the PPP agreement entered into. 

5. The municipal equivalent of equity is community wealth or equity. The justification is that 
ownership and the net assets of the Municipality belong to the community. 

6. Any movement on the budgeted financial performance or the capital budget will inevitably 
impact on the budgeted financial position. As an example, the collection rate assumption 
will impact on the cash position of the Municipality and subsequently inform the level of 
cash and cash equivalents at year end. Similarly, the collection rate assumption (96%) 
should inform the budget appropriation for debt impairment which in turn would impact on 
the provision for bad debt. These budget and planning assumptions form a critical link in 
determining the applicability and relevance of the budget as well as the determination of 
ratios and financial indicators. In addition, the funding compliance assessment is informed 
directly by forecasting the statement of financial position.

1. The cash-backed reserves or accumulated surplus reconciliation are aligned to the 
requirements of MFMA Circular 42 - Funding a Municipal Budget. 

2. In essence, the table evaluates the funding levels of the budget by firstly forecasting the 
cash and investments at year end and secondly reconciling the available funding to the 
liabilities or commitments that exist. 
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Explanatory notes to MBRR A9 - Consolidated asset management 

1. MBRR A9 provides an overview of the municipal capital allocations to building new 
assets, renewing existing assets, and spending on repairs and maintenance by asset 
class. 

2. In terms of the National Treasury MFMA Circulars 55 and 66, at least 40% of the capital 
budget must be allocated to the renewal of existing assets. Asset renewal equates to 
33%, 47% and 53% of the capital budget for the 2016/17, 2017/18 and 2018/19 financial 
years respectively. Repairs and maintenance as percentages of PPE equate to 4% over 
the medium-term. In terms of the National Treasury’s MFMA Circular 55, only the primary 
cost related to repairs and maintenance has been included in the MTREF. 

3. Renewal and repairs and maintenance as percentages of PPE equate to 8% on average 
over the medium term (7% for 2016/17). It should however be noted that the significant 
increase in PPE, owing to the provision made for Tshwane House, impacts negatively on 
this percentage.

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Explanatory notes to MBRR A10 - Consolidated basic service delivery measurement 

1. MBRR A10 provides an overview of service delivery levels, including backlogs (below 
minimum service level), for each of the main services. 

2. The budget provides for 126 000 (formal) households to be registered on the billing 
system as indigent in 2016/17. This target will increase with approximately 8 000 with 
2 000 exiting the programme (therefore an increase of 6 000 indigent households) per 
annum. 

3. It is anticipated that these free basic services will cost (revenue cost) the Municipality 
R2 503,83 million in 2016/17, increasing to R3 259,3 million in 2018/19. This should be 
covered by the Municipality's equitable share allocation from national government. 

4. The number of households (formal and informal) in Tshwane increased from 606 025 
(census 2001) to 956 725 (General Household Survey). This indicates a household 
growth rate of 4,5% per year. 

5. With reference to the 2013 General Household, it is estimated that 474 035 households 
receives a gross monthly income of less than R2 300. These households automatically 
qualify to be registered as indigents.

Part 2 - Supporting Documentation 

2.1 Overview of the annual budget process 


Section 16(1) of the Municipal Finance Management Act (MFMA) stipulates that the council of a 
municipality must for each financial year approve an annual budget for the municipality before the 
start of that financial year. Section 16(2) stipulates that in order to comply with subsection (1), the 
mayor of the municipality must table the annual budget at a council meeting at least 90 days before 
the start of the budget year. 

Section 53 of the MFMA requires the Executive Mayor of the Municipality to provide general political 
guidance in the budget process and to set priorities guiding budget preparation. In addition, 
Chapter 2 of the Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations states that the Executive Mayor must 
establish a budget steering committee to provide the Executive Mayor with technical assistance in 
discharging the responsibilities set out in section 53 of the Act. 

In preparation for the 2016/17 Medium-term Budget, Departments and Entities were invited to 
present their proposed business plan and budget to the Budget Steering Committee (BSC) chaired 
by the Leader of Council business. 

The purpose of the BSC hearings is to ensure the following: 

• That the proposals made by departments and municipal entities will assist in achieving the 
set commitments as contained in the 2011/1 6 approved IDP and City's priorities; and 

• To ensure that the available resources are allocated in line with the City’s priorities. 

The Tshwane Vision 2055 and the IDP remains the primary reference points for the preparation of 
the MTREF. 

2.1.1 Budget process overview 

In terms of section 21 of the MFMA, the Executive Mayor is required to table in Council, ten months 
before the start of the new financial year (August), a time schedule that sets out the process to 
revise the IDP and prepare the budget. 

The Executive Mayor tabled the required IDP and budget time schedule in Council on 27 August 
2015. Key dates that apply to the planning and budgeting process are the following:

2.1.2 Financial modelling and key planning drivers 

The Long-term Financial Model (LTFM) essentially informs the compilation of the MTREF with the 
emphasis on affordability and long-term sustainability. Although the LTFM is predominantly a 
financial planning tool to ensure long-term financial sustainability for the organisation, the financial 
planning process is aligned to the strategies and priorities of the City. 

The following parameters directly informed the 2016/17 Draft Budget: 

• Slowing down of expenditure and building reserves. 

• Collection levels will be targeted at 96% 

• The levels of borrowing will be maintained at R1 billion 

• Creation of cash surpluses over the MTREF. 

• Departments should critically review their current activities and do more with less. 

2.1.3 Community consultation 

The tabling of the draft budget in Council was followed by the publication of the budget 
documentation and consultative meetings in all the regions. The consultations took place during the 
month of April 201 6. 

In order to ensure effective participation and consultation: 

• The draft IDP and budget documents were placed on the council website for perusal and 
comments. 

• Copies were also available at all libraries and customer care centres. 

All documents in electronic and printed format were provided to the National Treasury and other 
national and provincial departments in accordance with the MFMA. 
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2.2 Overview of alignment of annual budget with IDP 


In terms of the Municipal Systems Act (MSA) and Municipal Finance Management Act (MFMA), the 
City has in line with legislation developed five year IDPs and their annual revised plans. The 
document is supported by the Service Delivery Budget and Implementation Plan, the Medium Term 
Budget and Revenue Framework for the 2016/17 to 2018/19 financial years, as well as 
departmental management plans which captures the core operations for departments and enables 
institutional performance monitoring. All of the plans presented in this review are premised on the 
principles and the outcomes of Tshwane Vision 2055. 

Tshwane Vision 2055 Outcomes were approved by Council in 201 3 as part of carving the long term 
vision for the city. The approved outcomes are as follows: 

• Outcome 1 : A resilient and resource efficient City 

• Outcome 2: A growing economy that is inclusive, diversified and competitive 

• Outcome 3: Quality infrastructure development that supports liveable communities 

• Outcome 4: An equitable City that supports happiness, social cohesion, safety and healthy 
citizens 

• Outcome 5: An African Capital City that promotes excellence and innovative governance 
solutions 

• Outcome 6: South Africa’s Capital with an activist citizenry that is engaging, aware of their 
rights and presents themselves as partners in tackling societal challenges 

To implement the Tshwane Vision 2055 within the current term of Council, the 2016/21 IDP aligned 
the strategic objectives as approved by Council are still relevant and these are used as building 
blocks for the development of the Service Delivery and Budget Implementation Plans for the term. 

1. Provide Sustainable Services Infrastructure and Human Settlements; 

2. Promote Shared Economic Growth; 

3. Ensure Sustainable, Safer Communities and integrated Social Development; 

4. Promote Good Governance and Active Citizenry 

5. Improve financial Sustainability; and

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2.3 Measurable performance objectives and indicators 


The Performance Management System is one of the mechanisms through which the City aims to 
improve organisational and individual performance to enhance service delivery. 

The Council-approved City of Tshwane Performance Management Framework (November 2014) 
focuses on the implementation of an outcomes-based approach to performance management in the 
City of Tshwane in order to ensure that the outcomes in Tshwane Vision 2055 are effectively 
planned for, monitored and reported on. 

The City of Tshwane applies the Framework of Managing Programme Performance Information 
issued by the National Treasury.

The City’s process of establishing and developing the performance management system ensures 
integration between strategic planning and performance management by linking the planned 
programmes to indicators and targets used to measure performance. In addition, the process 
promotes alignment between planned organisational performance, as reflected in the IDP and 
organisational scorecard and individual performance as contained in the individual scorecards. 

Various pieces of legislation exist to govern the performance management of local government. 
These include the following: 
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• Local Government: Municipal Systems Act, 2000 (Act 32 of 2000) 

• Municipal Planning and Performance Management Regulations, 2001 

• Local Government: Municipal Finance Management Act, 2003 (Act 56 of 2003) 

• Municipal Performance Regulations for Municipal Managers and Managers Directly 
Accountable to Municipal Managers, 2006 

As part of the reporting processes, in addition to quarterly reports, the City compiles midyear and 
annual reports on service delivery performance related to the achievement of targets and indicators. 
All the quarterly reports for the Service Delivery and Budget Implementation Plan are prepared and 
submitted to the provincial and national treasuries and the Department of Local Government and 
Housing. 

The City of Tshwane has established the necessary structures to manage and operationalise 
performance management in line with legislative requirements and good practice. The roles and 
responsibilities of the different structures are defined as follows: 

• Group Audit, Risk and Compliance (internal audit) 

• Audit and Performance Committee (APC) 

• Executive Mayor and members of the Mayoral Committee 

• Council and Section 79 Committees

2.3.1 .1 Borrowing management 

The borrowing strategy of the City is to access funding at the best and most competitive market 
conditions, including the longest available durations. Therefore, the City will utilize any of the 
funding mechanisms at its disposal or a combination thereof, to borrow funds as long as its funding 
strategy is satisfied. 

Borrowing of R1 billion per annum, over the medium term, is included in the draft 2016/17 MTREF. 

Provision has been made in the MTREF for the sinking fund investment aimed at ensuring that the 
City is able to repay its long term investment (bonds) on their maturity. 
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2.3.1 .2 Liquidity 

Current ratio is a measure of current assets divided by current liabilities. The current ratio is 
expected to improve over the MTREF. 

The 2016/17MTREF provides for a net increase in cash of R 1 ,1 billion, resulting in an overall 
projected positive cash position of R3 billion at year end. 

2.3.1 .3 Revenue management 

To address the collection challenge, the City embarked on an Accelerated Revenue Collection 
programme. A Joint Operating Committee (JOC) for Revenue was established to improve revenue 
collection and synergize revenue collection efforts across the city. 

2.3.1 .4 Creditors’ management 

The City has ensured that creditors with completed and approved documents are paid within the 
legislated 30 days of statement, while SMMEs are paid within 15 days. Although the liquidity ratio is 
of concern, the Municipality has ensured 100% compliance with this legislative obligation by 
applying daily cash flow management. 

2.3.1 .5 Other indicators 

• Electricity distribution losses remain a challenge, although management has established 
various forums to address this. Initiatives to ensure that these losses are managed down 
include, among others, pre-paid metering, managing illegal connections and electricity 
theft. 

• The City has embarked on a strategy to manage water distribution losses. This plan 
introduced monthly water loss meetings that deal with matters related to the rehabilitation 
of obsolete distribution networks, water leakage detection, and water pressure 
management. 

• Employee costs amount to 27% for the 2016/17 financial year. This ratio is maintained 
within a limit of 28,0%. Overtime is below 5% of employee costs which is the limit as 
indicated in MFMA Circular 66. 

• Repairs and maintenance as a percentage of operating revenue amounts to 5% in the 
201 6/1 7 financial year and it improves of the medium term period. 

2.3.2 Free basic services: Basic social services package (applicable to registered 
indigent households) 

The social package assists residents who have difficulty paying for services and are registered as 
indigent households in terms of the City’s Indigent Policy. 

The target is to register 126 000 indigent households for the greater Tshwane area by 2016/17. 
This target will increase with approximately 8 000 with 2 000 exiting the programme per annum (6 
000 additional indigent households). The basic social package available to registered indigent 
households, in terms of the Indigent Policy, includes a 100% rebate on property rates, 12 kf of 
water, 1 00 kWh of electricity, 6 k l of sanitation and 85 l of waste removed once a week. According 
to the 2013 General Household Survey, there are approximately 474 035 households within the City 
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with monthly income less than R2300, which are used in the calculation of the Equitable Share 
allocation for the City. The total cost of providing Free Basic Service in Table A10 is based on 
474 035 households (formal and informal settlements). 

MBRR A10 (Basic Service Delivery Measurement) contains further detail related to the number of 
households receiving free basic services, the cost and highest level of these services, and the 
revenue cost associated with them. 
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2.4 Overview of budqet-related-policies 


The City's budgeting process is guided and governed by relevant legislation, frameworks, strategies 
and related policies. 

2.4.1 Review of credit control and indigent-related procedures or policies 

The Credit Control and Debt Collection Policy was approved by Council on 30 August 2012. 

The approved policy is in line with section 97(1) of the Local Government: Municipal Systems Act, 
2000 (Act 32 of 2000) which requires that a credit control and debt collection policy must provide 
credit control procedures and instructions as well as debt control procedures and mechanisms. It 
must also make provision for indigent debt that is consistent with its rates and tariff policies and any 
national indigent policy. 

The City approved the Indigent Policy on 28 June 201 2. 

2.4.2 Municipal Property Rates Policy 

The property rates policy is reviewed annually during the tabling of the budget. 

Amendments to the pensioners and disabled rebates were effected in the 2016/17 Property Rates 
Policy. 

2.4.3 Asset Management, Infrastructure Investment and Funding Policy 

Long-term financial planning recognises the effect of long-lived assets (through proper maintenance 
and timely replacement) on financial sustainability. Section 78(1) of the MFMA requires that the 
assets and liabilities of the municipality must be managed effectively and that assets must be 
safeguarded and maintained to the extent necessary. The National Treasury's MFMA Circular 58 of 
14 December 2011 draws particular attention to underspending on repairs and maintenance, which 
can shorten the life of assets and increase long-term maintenance and refurbishment costs, 
resulting in the deterioration of service reliability. Provision for depreciation and asset impairment 
has been informed by the Municipality's Asset Management Strategy. 

2.4.4 Adjustment Budget Policy 

The Adjustment Budget Policy forms part of the Budget Policy. The adjustments budget process is 
governed by various provisions in the MFMA and aims to instil and establish an increased level of 
discipline, responsibility and accountability in the financial management practices of municipalities. 

2.4.5 Supply Chain Management Policy 

The Supply Chain Management Policy was amended and adopted by the Council on 31 July 201 3. 

2.4.6 Budget Policy 

The Budget Policy, which includes the Fund Transfer Policy, aims to empower senior managers 
with an efficient financial and budgetary amendment and control system to ensure optimum service 
delivery within the legislative framework of the MFMA and the City’s system of delegations. 
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The Budget Policy is reviewed on an annual basis and minor amendments will be considered by 
Council in May 2016. 

2.4.7 Cash Management and Investment Policy 

The City's strategy towards cash backing of the capital reserves, capital provisions and unspent 
conditional grants, as well as external borrowing, aims to ensure the City’s sustainability over the 
medium to longer term. The strategy is informed, amongst others, by the relevant GRAP accounting 
standards, sections 18 and 19 of the MFMA, and National Treasury Circular 48. 

2. 4.7.1 Cash back strategy 

The following cash flow management processes and systems are in place: 

• Monthly cash flow statements are compiled daily based on daily projected and actual 
committed cash revenue and payments on the SAP system. 

• Quarterly and annually projected cash flow statements are regularly prepared in advance. 

• The monthly cash flow status of the City, including the status on certain critical dates of 
the following calendar month, is submitted on a monthly basis to the MMC for Finance. 

• This information is also included in the monthly corporate financial report which is 
submitted to the Mayoral Committee and, at the end of each quarter, to the Council. 

2.4.8 Tariff policies 

The Local Government: Municipal Systems Act, 2000 (Act 32 of 2000) requires municipalities to 
adopt and implement a tariff policy. 

The City’s tariff policies provide a broad framework within which the Council can determine fair, 
transparent and affordable charges that also promote sustainable service delivery, and it allows for 
cross-subsidisation between consumer categories. 

2.4.9 Long-term Financial Model 

The Long-term Financial Model has directly informed the compilation of the 2016/17 MTREF with 
the emphasis on affordability and long-term sustainability. The model dictates the approach to 
longer-term financial modelling and the outcomes are filtered into the budget process. The Business 
Planning and Consolidation (BPC) (full implementation anticipated for June 2016) offers a strong 
multi-user platform that is fully integrated with Microsoft Excel. This tool consolidates the following 
Budget Office processes: 

• Long-term financial modelling and forecasting 

• Preparation and consolidation of the medium-term revenue and expenditure budget 

• Management reporting 

• Regulatory and statutory reporting requirements as contained in the MFMA and 
determined by the National Treasury

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2.5 Overview of budget assumptions 


2.5.1 External factors 

• Growth in the South African economy is currently expected to be only 0,9% in 2016, after 
1,3% in 2015, but to improve gradually over the medium term to 1,7% in 2017, reaching 
2,4 per cent in 2018. This reflects both depressed global conditions and the impact of the 
drought. 

• There is an urgent need to restore confidence in fiscal sustainability, if not, deteriorating 
conditions can create a vicious cycle of lower growth, declining incomes, rising inflation, 
currency depreciation, rising interested rates and falling investment and consumption. 

• Local government faces tough fiscal choices; growth in transfers will slow while the cost of 
providing the services increases. 

• Municipalities are therefore urged to improve own revenue collection, increase efficiency 
and obtain greater value for money 

• Tshwane unemployment rate is projected at 21,1% 

2.5.2 General inflation outlook and its impact on the municipal activities 

The Consumer price inflation forecast for 2016/17 financial year is at 6,6% and declines to 5,9% by 

2018/19. 

2.5.3 Credit rating outlook 

Following the annual credit review of the City's 2014/15 financial statements, Moody's assigned the 

following credit rating on the City of Tshwane on 1 1 March 201 6:

This newly assigned credit rating is unchanged from the City's previous year's credit rating profile in 
Moody’s opinion, although the current rating outlook is placed under review for possible downgrade 
due to the weakening of the South African sovereign credit profile. 

The A3.za is a third tier investment grade rating whose status presents above-average 
creditworthiness relative to peer Metros, whereas the rating of P-2.za represents an above-average 
ability to repay short term senior unsecured debt obligations relative to peer Metros. This means 
that the City of Tshwane has an above-average ability to clear its short term debt without straining 
its cash resources. 

Moody’s has, however, placed South Africa’s rating outlook under review, which may possibly result 
in the government’s credit rating being downgraded. 
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2.5.4 Interest rates for borrowing and investment of funds 

The City’s strategy is to access funds at competitive terms and conditions and on the longest 
available duration, with the objective of ensuring that the liability exposures taken up match the 
useful lives of the assets financed through these liabilities. 

The City has an existing DMTN Program through which it raises bonds, and the bond market 
remains an option for the City to access long term borrowing. Similarly, the bank loans’ market also 
remains an available option for the City. Therefore, the City has an opportunity to utilize any of the 
financing mechanism at its disposal, or a combination thereof, as long as such a mechanism 
supports its funding strategy. 

Borrowing of R1 billion per annum over the medium term is included in the 2016/17 MTREF. 

2.5.5 Collection rate for revenue services 

The rate of revenue collection is currently expressed as a percentage of annual billings. Cash flow 
is assumed to be 96% of billings, and arrear debt collected. 

2.5.6 Growth or decline in the tax base of the Municipality 

Debtors’ revenue is assumed to increase at a rate that is influenced by the consumer debtors’ 
collection rate, tariff or rate pricing, real growth rate of the City, household formation growth rate and 
the poor household change rate. 

Household formation is the key factor in measuring municipal revenue and expenditure growth, as 
servicing “households” is a greater municipal service factor than servicing individuals. Household 
formation rates are assumed to convert to household dwellings. In addition, the change in the 
number of poor households influences the net revenue benefit derived from household formation 
growth. 

2.5.7 Salary increases 

A salary and wage increase of 6,1% was provided for in the budget, in terms of the latest directive 
from SALGA. 

2.5.8 Impact of national, provincial and local policies 

Integration of service delivery between national, provincial and local government is critical to ensure 
focused service delivery, therefore various measures have been implemented to align IDPs as well 
as provincial and national strategies around priority spatial interventions. 

2.5.9 Ability of the Municipality to spend and deliver on the programmes 

With the compilation of the 2016/17 MTREF, current spending was assessed to determine whether 
the spending programme gives effect to the developmental objectives and priorities and to 
reprioritise funding towards accelerating basic service delivery. 
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2.6 Overview of budget funding 

2.6.1 Medium-term outlook: Operating revenue 

Tariff setting plays a major role in ensuring desired revenue levels. The City derives most of its 
operational revenue from providing goods and services such as water, electricity, sanitation and 
refuse removal. Property rates, operating and capital grants from organs of state and other minor 
charges (such as building plan fees, rentals, outdoor advertising, etc) also contribute to the City of 
Tshwane's coffers. 

The revenue strategy is a function of key components such as the following: 

• Growth and economic development in the city. 

• Revenue management and enhancement. 

• Annual collection rate for consumer revenue. 

• National Treasury guidelines. 

• Approval of electricity tariff increases by the National Electricity Regulator of South Africa. 

• Achievement of full cost recovery of specific user charges. 

• Determining the tariff escalation rate by establishing or calculating revenue requirements. 

• The Property Rates Policy in terms of the Municipal Property Rates Act, 2004 (Act 6 of 
2004). 

• The ability to extend new services and obtain cost recovery levels. 

The above principles guide the annual increase in the tariffs charged to consumers and ratepayers, 
aligned to the economic forecasts.

Revenue to be generated from property rates is R5,7 billion in the 2016/17 financial year, which 
represents 19,5% of the operating revenue base of the city, and increases to R6,3 billion by 
2017/18. 

Service charges related to electricity, water, sanitation, refuse removal and other in total constitute 
the biggest component of the City’s revenue basket, totalling R17,7 billion for the 2016/17 financial 
year and increasing to R20,6 billion by 2018/19. For the 2016/17 financial year, service charges 
amount to 61 ,7% of the total revenue base. 

Operational grants and subsidies amount to R4 billion, R4,1 billion and R4,4 billion for each of the 
respective financial years of the MTREF, or to 13,4%, 13,2% and 13,2% of operating revenue. 

The actual performance against the budget will be carefully monitored. Any variances in this regard 
will be addressed as part of the mid-year review and adjustment budget.

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2.6.3 Cash flow management 

Cash flow management and forecasting is a critical step in determining if the budget is funded over 
the medium term. Cash received from operating activities is used to provide working capital and to 
temporarily fund capital expenditure in advance of external borrowing. Operational cash flow deficits 
and surpluses are forecasted and managed on a daily basis within available cash resources and 
banking facilities. The table below is consistent with international standards of good financial 
management practice reporting. 

Some specific features include the following: 

• Clear separation of receipts and payments within each cash flow category. 

• Clear separation of capital and operating receipts from government, which also enables 
cash from “ratepayers and others” to be provided for as cash inflow based on actual 
performance - in other words, the actual collection rate of billed revenue. 

• Separation of borrowing and loan repayments (no set-off) assists with assessing 
compliance with the MFMA regarding the use of long-term borrowing (debt).

From the table above it is clear that the available cash and investments total R3,1 billion for the 
2016/17 financial year and increase to R7,1 billion by 2018/19, including the projected cash and 
cash equivalents as determined by the cash flow forecast. The application of this funding is broken 
down as follows: 

• Unspent conditional transfers (grants) are automatically assumed to be an obligation 
because the Municipality has received government transfers in advance of meeting the 
conditions. In terms of the Division of Revenue Act (DoRA), unless there are special 
circumstances, the Municipality is obligated to return unspent conditional grant funds to 
the national revenue fund at the end of the financial year. The Municipality is required to 
supply the relevant transferring authority with a detailed analysis of the unspent grants as 
well as an action plan for spending the grants. For the 2016/17 financial year, 
R23,7 million has been factored for unspent conditional grants. The City has received the 
necessary rollover approval from the relevant transferring authority, because the funding 
appropriation relating to the unspent conditional grants could be justified. 

• There is no unspent borrowing from the previous financial years because any reduction in 
spending on the capital programme will result in an adjusted funding mix with regard to 
own funding. 

• The main purpose of other working capital is to ensure that sufficient funds are available 
to meet obligations as they fall due. A key challenge is the mismatch in timing between 
receiving funds from debtors and payments due to employees and creditors. High levels 
of debtor non-payment and receipt delays will require more working capital, which could 
result in cash flow challenges. 

• Long-term investments consist primarily of sinking funds for the repayment of future 
borrowings. The sinking fund value is held within long-term investments and must be “held 
to maturity”. It is not to be utilised for any other purposes. 
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• Most reserve fund cash backing is discretionary in nature, but the reserve funds are not 

available to support a budget unless they are cash backed. Currently, the reserve funds 
are not fully cash backed. The level of cash backing is directly informed by the 
Municipality's Cash Backing Policy. 

The following graph shows an analysis of the trends related to cash and cash equivalents and the 
cashbacked reserves or accumulated funds reconciliation over a period of seven years.

The National Treasury requires that the Municipality assesses its financial sustainability against 14 
different measures that examine various aspects of the Municipality’s financial health. These 
measures are given in the table below. All the information comes directly from the annual budgeted 
statements for financial performance, financial position and cash flows. The table essentially 
measures the degree to which the proposed budget complies with the funding requirements of the 
MFMA.

2. 6.5.1 Cash or cash-equivalent position 

The City’s forecasted cash position was discussed as part of the budgeted cash flow statement. A 
“positive” cash position for each year of the MTREF would generally be a minimum requirement, 
subject to the planned application of these funds, such as cash backing of reserves and working 
capital requirements. The forecasted cash and cash equivalents at year end for the 2016/17 
MTREF indicate R3,1 billion, R4,9 billion and R7,1 billion for each respective financial year. 

2. 6.5.2 Cash plus investments less application of funds 

This measure indicates how the Municipality has applied the available cash and investments 
identified in the budgeted cash flow statement. The detailed reconciliation of the cash backed 
reserves or surpluses is contained in MBRR A8 above. 

2. 6.5.3 Cash receipts as a percentage of ratepayers and other revenue 

This factor is a macro-measure of the rate at which funds are “collected”. This measure analyses 
the underlying assumed collection rate for the MTREF to determine the relevance and credibility of 
the assumptions contained in the budget. It can be seen that the outcome is at 95% for the 
medium-term. 

2. 6.5.4 Debt impairment expense as a percentage of billable revenue 

This factor measures whether the provision for debt impairment is being adequately funded. It is 
based on the underlying assumption that the provision for debt impairment (doubtful and bad debts) 
has to be increased to offset under collection of billed revenues. The provision has been 
appropriated at 4%. 

2. 6.5.5 Capital payments as a percentage of capital expenditure 

This measure determines whether the timing of payments has been considered when forecasting 
the cash position. It can be seen that a 97% timing discount per year has been factored into the 
cash position forecasted over the MTREF. The Municipality aims to keep this at an achievable level 
(based on historic performance trends) through strict compliance with the legislative requirement 
that debtors should be paid within 30 days. 
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2. 6.5.6 Borrowing as a percentage of capital expenditure (excluding transfers, grants and 
contributions) 

This measurement determines the proportion of a municipality's “own-funded" capital expenditure 
budget that is being funded from borrowed funds to confirm MFMA compliance. Externally funded 
expenditure (by transfers, grants and contributions) has been excluded. It can be seen that 
borrowing equates to 28,6%, 27% and 25,1% of own-funded capital per annum over the medium- 
term. 

2. 6.5.7 Transfers or grants revenue as a percentage of government transfers or grants 
available 

This measurement mainly ensures that all available transfers from the national and provincial 
government have been budgeted for. A percentage of less than 100% could indicate that not all 
grants as contained in the Division of Revenue Act (DoRA) have been budgeted for. The City has 
budgeted for all transfers. 

2. 6.5.8 Consumer debtors change (Current and non-current) 

These measures ascertain whether budgeted reductions of outstanding debtors are realistic. There 
are two measures shown for this factor: the change in current debtors and the change in long-term 
receivables, both from the budgeted financial position. 

2. 6.5.9 Repairs and maintenance expenditure level 

This measure is important within the context of funding measures criteria. This is because a trend 
indicating that insufficient funds are being committed to asset repair could also indicate that the 
overall budget is not credible and/or sustainable in the medium to long term because the revenue 
budget is not being protected. Details of the City’s strategy pertaining to asset management and 
repairs and maintenance are contained in MBRR SA34c. 
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2.6.5.10 Asset renewal/rehabilitation expenditure level 

This measure has a similar objective to the previous objective relating to repairs and maintenance. 
A requirement of the detailed capital budget (since MFMA Circular 28, which was issued in 
December 2005) is to categorise each capital project as a new asset or a renewal or rehabilitation 
project. The objective is to summarise and understand the proportion of budgets being provided for 
new assets as well as asset sustainability. A declining or low level of renewal funding may indicate 
that a budget is not credible and/or sustainable and future revenue is not being protected, similar to 
the justification for “repairs and maintenance” budgets. Further details in this regard are contained 
in MBRR SA34b. The City is investing in the renewal of its assets, because an average of 44,4% for 
2016/17 (33,2%, 47,3% and 52,6% for the applicable three years respectively) is maintained over 
the medium term.

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2.13 Status of compliance with legislation 


Compliance with the MFMA implementation requirements has been adhered to through the 
following activities: 

In-year reporting 

Reporting to the National Treasury in electronic format is fully complied with on a monthly basis. 
Section 71 reporting to the Executive Mayor (within ten working days) includes monthly publishing 
on the City of Tshwane’s website. Furthermore, in compliance with the National Treasury regulation 
published in Government Gazette 32141, the monthly in-year financial reports are submitted to the 
Executive Mayor and on a quarterly basis to the Council. 

Internship programme 

With effect from 1 July 2014, the City employed 6 Financial Management Interns. On the 27 th 
November 2003, council approved an appointment of 8 Financial Management Interns. Currently 
the City is in the process to re-affirm its commitment to the Municipal Financial Management Intern 
Programme (MFMIP) as approved by Council on the 2 nd September 2015 to appoint additional 31 
interns. In total, the city will have 35 Financial Management interns.

All subsequent appointments 
as required to complete the minimum competency requirements were within a specified timeframe 
as part of their performance agreements. 

The Tshwane Leadership and Training Academy regularly reports to the National Treasury 
concerning this process and progress made in this regard.

EXCLUSION FROM RATES 

The City of Tshwane Metropolitan Municipality will not levy rates on the following: 

(a) Public Service Infrastructure; 

(b) Public Worship 

(c) Protected areas 

(d) State Trust Land 

(e) On those parts of a special nature reserve, national park or nature reserve within the 
meaning of the Protected Areas Act, or of a national botanical garden within the meaning of 
the National Environmental Management: Biodiversity Act, 2004, which are not developed 
or used for commercial, business, agricultural or residential purposes; 

(f) On mineral rights within the meaning of paragraph (ii) of the definition of “property” in 
section 1 of this rates policy; 

(g) On a property belonging to a land reform beneficiary or his or her heirs, provided that this 
exclusion lapses ten years from the date on which such beneficiary’s title was registered in 
the office of the Registrar of Deeds; 
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(h) On the first R15 000 of the market value of a property assigned in the valuation roll or 
supplementary valuation roll of a municipality to a category determined by the municipality- 

for residential properties; and 

for properties used for multiple purposes, only on the component of the property that 
is used for residential purposes 

(i) On a property registered in the name of and used primarily as a place of public worship by 
a religious community, including an official residence registered in the name of that 
community which is occupied by an office-bearer of that community who officiates at 
services at that place of worship; and 

(j) The property exclusively used and/or occupied by CoT. 

In an event of any change in use, ownership and/or status of any nature that may affect the 
exclusion of rates hereof during a financial year, the beneficiary in receipt of such exclusion from 
rates must notify the municipality and immediately becomes liable for any rates payable on the 
property, effective from the date such change may have occurred. 

EXEMPTIONS, REDUCTIONS AND REBATES: 

Exemptions, Reduction and Rebates will be given to the different categories of properties and 
owners as follows: 

Different categories of properties 

Residential Properties 

In addition to the impermissible rates as referred to in paragraph 4(v) above, a further 
R60 000 reduction on the market value of a property will be granted. 

Agricultural Properties 

The rate applicable on agricultural property, as prescribed by the Municipal Property Rates 
Regulations on the Rate Ratio between Residential and Non-Residential that took effect on 1 July 
2009, may not exceed the ratio to the rate on residential properties where: 

The ratio in relation to residential property is: 

Residential property 1 :1 Agricultural property 1 :0.25 

Public Benefit Organisation properties 

The rate applicable on public benefit organisation property, as prescribed by the Municipal 
Property Rates Regulations published in Government Notice No. R 195 of 12 March 2010 that took 
effect on 1 July 2010, may not exceed the ratio to the rate on residential properties where: 

The ratio in relation to residential property is: 

Residential property 1 :1 Public benefit organisation property 1 :0.25 

Whereas this rate ratio will be applicable to a property, only on the basis of an approved 
application in the prescribed format to the Financial Services Department. 

Multiple use properties 

Properties in this category will be granted a reduction, rebate and/or exemption applicable in 
accordance with the apportionment of the value in use in respect of such a property. 
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No exemptions, reductions or rebates may be granted on the following categories of property: 

• Business and Commercial property, excluding Independent schools 

• Industrial Property 

• Non-permitted Use 

• Vacant land irrespective of zoning, except agricultural property 

• State Owned Property (excluding government residential property) 

Independent Schools 

On the basis of an approved application to the Financial Services Department in the prescribed 
format, a 20% rebate may be granted to independent schools, and only in the event that the 
application does not meet the criteria for public benefit organisation property as defined. 

Municipal property (rateable) 

Properties in this category will be granted a reduction, rebate and/or exemption applicable only in 
accordance with the category of such a property. 

Multiple use properties 

Properties in this category will be granted a reduction, rebate and/or exemption applicable in 
accordance with the apportionment of the value in use in respect of such a property. 

Municipal property 

Properties in this category will be granted a reduction, rebate and/or exemption applicable only in 
accordance with the category of such a property. 

Different categories of owners 

The following owners of rateable property may be granted further rebates on rates as hereunder 
stipulated. 

Indigents 

100% rebate will be granted to registered indigents in terms of the Indigent Policy of the City of 
Tshwane Metropolitan Municipality. 

Pensioners (60 years of age), Disability grantees and/or Medical boarded persons 

(a) Be registered owners of the property; 

(b) Must be 60 years or more of age upon application and/or provide medical proof of disability 
and/or certification by a medical Officer of Health ; 

(c) The property concerned must consist of one dwelling and no part thereof is sub-let, be 
occupied only by the applicant and his/her spouse, if any, and dependants without income; 

(d) Must submit proof of his/her age and a valid identity document; 

(e) Must submit proof of monthly income from all sources (including the income of the spouse 
of the owner) and collectively should not exceed an amount of R150 000.00 per annum, as 
annually determined by Council; 

(f) The applicant’s account must be paid in full, or if not, an arrangement to pay the debt 
should be in place; and 

(g) The property must be categorised as “residential”. 

(h) Not be in receipt of an indigent assessment rate rebate; 
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These rebates will lapse: 

(i) On death of applicant; 

(ii) On alienation of the property; 

(iii) When applicant ceases to reside permanently on the property; 

(iv) On 30 June of each year;

Owners temporarily without income 

The indigent criterion may be applied temporarily on an approved application in terms of the 

Indigent Policy of City of Tshwane Metropolitan Municipality. 

Grants-in-aid 

The Municipality may award a 100% grant-in-aid on the assessment rates of rateable properties of 

the classes hereunder indicated, and after the owner of such property has applied to the Chief 

Financial Officer in the prescribed format for such grant and the application hereof approved. 

Should there arise dissatisfaction in respect of the evaluation result of the application, the matter 

may be referred to the City Manager of the Council for further review. 

The following classes of rateable properties are referred: 

(a) rateable property registered in the name of a welfare organisation registered in terms of the 
National Welfare Act, 1978 (Act 100 of 1978); 

(b) hospitals, clinics and institutions for mentally ill persons which are not operated with the 
intention to make profit; 

(c) rateable property registered in the name of an institution or organisation which, in the 
opinion of the local authority, performs charitable work; 

(d) cemeteries and crematoriums which are not registered in the names of private persons and 
which are used exclusively for burials and cremations, as the case may be; 

(e) museums, art galleries, libraries and botanical gardens which are not registered in the 
names of private persons and which are open to public, whether admission is charged or 
not; 

(f) rateable property registered in the name of a trustee or any organisation which is being 
maintained for the welfare of war veterans as defined in Section 1 of the Social Aid Act 
(House of Assembly), 1989 (Act 37 of 1989); 

(g) sports grounds used for the purposes of amateur sport and any social activities which are 
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connected with such sport; 

(h) rateable property registered in the name of the Boy Scouts, Girl Guides, Sea Scouts, 
Voortrekkers or any organization which is, in the opinion of the municipality, similar or any 
rateable property let by a municipality to any such organisation; 

(i) rateable property registered in the name of a declared institution as defined in Section 1 of 
the Cultural Institutions Act, 1969 (Act 29 of 1969), or the Cultural Institutions Act (House of 
Assembly), 1989 (Act 66 of 1989). 

A grant-in-aid granted in this regard shall not exceed the amount which may be levied as a rate in 
any financial year in respect of the rateable property concerned. 

All reductions and rebates are subject to application and approval for such rebates or reductions as 
the case may be. 

No exemptions, reductions or rebates may be granted on the following categories of property: 

Business and Commercial property (except independent schools) 

Industrial Property 

Vacant land irrespective of zoning 

State Owned Property (excluding government residential property) 

Non-permitted use 

LEVYING OF RATES: 

Period for which rates may be levied 

When levying rates, a municipality must levy the rate for a financial year, and this rate lapses at the 
end of the financial year for which it was levied. 

The levying of rates must form part of a municipality’s annual budget process, and at this time of its 
budget process review the amount in the Rand of its current rates in line with its annual budget for 
the next financial year. 

A rate levied for a financial year may be increased during a financial year only when required in 
terms of a financial recovery plan (Section 28(6) of the MFMA). 

A rate becomes payable as from the start of a financial year. 

Amount due for Rates 

The Municipality shall as part of each annual operating budget determine a rate in the rand for 
every category. 

Rates are levied in accordance with the MPRA as an amount in the Rand based on the market 
value of all rateable property as reflected in the valuation roll and any supplementary valuation roll. 

Liability for Rates 

A rate levied by the Municipality on a property must be paid by the owner of the property. 

Rates will be levied monthly. 

If an amount due for rates levied is unpaid by the owner of the property, the City of Tshwane 
Metropolitan Municipality may recover the amount from the tenant or occupier of the property. 

The amount due for rates may be recovered from the agent of the owner. 
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Where the rates levied on a particular property have been as a result of a supplementary valuation 
made in terms of Section 78(1) of the MPRA, these rates will be payable with effect from either of 
the dates as contemplated in section 78(4) (a), (b), (c) or (d) of the MPRA. 

Recovery of rates due will be in accordance with the City of Tshwane Metropolitan Municipality’s 
Debt Collection Policy (credit and debt control).

2. Quota charges 

2.1 General 

The scales of the tariff for the supply of electricity as detailed in the Schedule: Supply 
of Electricity Part I are based on the costs associated with the provision of the supply 
to the various groups of consumers in the normal electrically developed areas within 
the Tshwane electricity supply area. 


Where the supply needs to be provided to new premises or groups of premises or 
where an existing consumer applies for an increased supply, the cost of extending the 
distribution and reticulation networks within the Municipality that is not recovered from 
the tariff for the supply of electricity as set out in the Schedule: Supply of Electricity 
Part I must be paid by the developer/consumer as external engineering services. 


The developer of a township must provide for and install the full quota allocated per 
erf for which an application has been made in respect of the distribution and 
reticulation systems. If the distribution and reticulation systems are not fully installed, 
the developer must compensate the Municipality for the difference between the 
allocated quota and the set quota at the prevailing quota charge. This is deemed to be 
contributions for external engineering services. 

The existing quota of the property prior to the latest application for development is 
used as a credit in the calculation. This quota is calculated in the same way as 
mentioned above. 

The developer is refunded a pro rata portion of the low-voltage or medium-voltage 
system installed by him or her. 

2.2 Determining charges 

The quota charge is finally determined by the actual level at which the development 
connects to the supply system. The charge is calculated as follows: 

Q = [(Dn - De) C] X 

Where Q = Quota charge payable in rand 
Dn = Sum of new development property ADMDs in kVA 
De = Sum of existing development property ADMDs in kVA 
C = Area Factor as indicated in 1 .2 above

D. GLOSSARY AND INTERPRETATIONS 

1. Glossary 

(i) “after-diversity maximum demand’’ (ADMD) means the calculated kVA value, allowing for the time 

difference between the individual maximum demands of all the consumers fed from the same supply 
point. 

“authorized maximum demand” (AMD) means the kVA value allocated to the premises upon either 
township establishment, any scheme amendment and/or increase in the supply. 

(iii) “area factor” means the factor determined by the social standing and/or capability of the group of 
consumers to consume more or less power than the average, depending on the amount of funds 
available to pay for the purchase of electricity. This depicts the probability of higher/lower than average 
electricity consumption and has absolutely nothing to do with the diversity factor. 

(iv) “diversity factor” means the probability that all connected consumers will draw maximum current at the 
same time and is a figure between 0 and 1 . Zero (0) means that there is no such chance and 1 means 
that the chances are 100% that it would happen. 

“fixed charge” means any monthly amount calculated to cover the annual costs in respect of capital 
expenditure and the maintenance of equipment installed on the premises by the Municipality. 


(vi) “lifeline” means a largely subsidized single-phase first connection with prepaid metering up to a 
maximum of 20 ampere and is available for informal and low-cost housing only, provided that the 
current energy tariff set out in the Schedule: Supply of Electricity Part I is applicable. 

(vii) “low voltage”, in terms of Government Notice 2665 of 16 November 1990, means 230V nominal in the 
case of a single-phase supply or 230/400V nominal in the case of a three-phase supply. 
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(viii) “medium voltage” means more than 400V but not more than 1 1 000V. 

(ix) “metering point” means the point at which the consumer's consumption of electricity is metered and which 
may be at the point of supply or at any other point on the distribution system of the service authority or the 
electrical installation of the consumer, as specified by the Engineer, provided that it meters all of, and only, 
the consumer’s consumption of electricity. 

(x) “per month” means per month or part of a month. 

(xi) “potential dwelling-units” means the maximum permissible number of dwelling-units which may be erected 
on premises according to the Town-planning Scheme. 

(xii) “set of metering equipment” means the minimum number of meters necessary for measuring the supply 
under any one scale of the Tariff and on the basis of one connection to the premises. 

(xiii) “zoned maximum demand” (ZMD) means the kVA value allocated to the premises on township 
establishment. 

(xiv) “proclaimed premises” means a premises acknowledged as a town erf by the registrar of deeds or the 
Municipality and excludes agricultural holdings and farmland. 

2. Interpretations 

11 Any premises outside a township in respect of which the Municipality is, by reason of the location and 

extent of such premises and the purpose for which the premises are used, of the opinion that the premises 
should be deemed to be part of such township are deemed to be part of such township. 

(ii) Any piece of land divided into or laid out or developed as sited for residential or business purposes in 
respect of which the Municipality is, by reason of such division, lay-out or development, of the opinion that 
it should be deemed to be an approved township is deemed as such. 

(iii) The electricity consumption for a temporary builder's connection, single- or three- phase, except in cases 
where the size of the connection requires a low-voltage demand connection or 1 1 kV connection, is 
charged according to the applicable non-domestic tariff scales. 

(iv) After the consumer’s contractor has completed the SANS approved cable joint between the Municipality's 
cable and the consumer's cable, in cable-reticulated areas, the cable joint becomes the responsibility of 
the consumer. 

(v) Consumption measured by service metering under Domestic Bulk Supply, as set out in terms of PART I of 
the Tariff, does not qualify for free electricity.

Tshwane Bus Services (TBS) 

Fare Rate 

As indicated in the report to council, reason for fare prices is to introduce an 
integrated fare policy, including the fare structures and rules that will apply to both 
the TBS and A Re Yeng services. It also aims to eliminate the gaps and 
differences between the current fare dispensations for these operations as the 
same Automatic Fare Collection System (AFC) will be used as a common 
mechanism. 

The City’s decision to employ a single common fare mechanism for both services, 
i.e. the EMV AFC system, is for the introduction of a standard pricing profile (fare 
structure and fare rules) is a further opportunity for integration. 

Fare integration will allow passengers to use both bus services within a single 
journey, with a transfer from one to another operator, but paying a single fare value 
for the entire journey. It will also ensure a fair allocation of the collected fare value 
by the financial module of the AFC system to the TBS and A Re Yeng separate 
system accounts, and thereby satisfy the ring-fencing requirements. It is 
proposed that the current 2015/2016 fares approved by Council be maintained 
without adjustment as TBS is yet to implement the AFC system. 


Special Hire Rate 

It is proposed that Special Hire Rates remain unchange for the 2016/17 financial 
year. When benchmarked against other special hire service providers, TBS was 
found to be above average market rates. Therefore to reduce the rate disparity, 
TBS tariffs will remain the same.

Wonderboom National Airport 

Motivation for the change in tariffs and combination thereof 

1. General Increase 

All tariffs (except for vehicle parking tariffs) were increased by the prescribed 6.5% rounded off to the nearest 10c. 


2. Vehicle Parking Tariffs 

With the introduction of scheduled flights ar Wonderboom Airport there has been a greater demand for parking and an 
increase in over-night parking. When compared to parking tariffs at competing airports in Gauteng (OR Tambo 
International Airport and Lanseria) it was found that parking tariffs at Wonderboom Airport were considerably lower. With 
the introduction of scheduled services the CoT had to increase expenditure to upgrade facilities and to the comply with 
Civil Aviation Authority requirements. These increases need to to partly funded by increasing certain tariffs. The parking 
tariffs have been increased by more than the prescribed rate but are still far below similar tariffs charged at other airports.

The tariffs were increased with an inflation related percentage to ensure cost recovery. The 
increasing cost to replace essential specialised rescue equipment, hoses and foam has necessitated 
the increase of tariffs. The maintenance of rescue equipment and vehicles is also becoming more 
expensive each year and in order to ensure cost recovery it was necessary to increase the maximum 
restriction limit and include a tariff for additional vehicles which were previously not on the tariff 
schedule. Salaries of personnel also increase and although it is not reflected separately on the tariff 
structure, it has a direct influence on the tariffs. In order to ensure a continuous high level of service 
delivery to the community, it is necessary to increase tariffs. The tariffs for rendering of standby 
services at events was consolidated into one amount in order to eliminate incorrect billing. 

Disaster Management 
Services are free of charge. 

Emergency Medical and Ambulance Services 


The City of Tshwane renders an emergency medical and ambulance services on behalf of the 
Gauteng Provincial Government (GPG) in terms of a Memorandum of Agreement. The tariffs 
applicable to the emergency medical and ambulance services are gazetted by the GPG and are 
applied accordingly within Tshwane.

Environmental Management 

GENERAL OVERVIEW 

The Department adjusted the majority of its tariffs with the proposed 6.5%. When some of the lesser 
fees is however increased with this percentage and rounded off to ease the issuing of change, the 
fee stays the same. For example R4.00 + VAT (26c) rounds off to R4.00 again. 

During 2015 it came to our attention that no VAT is payable on the key and other damage deposits. 
These amounts were all reconsidered according to risk and previous experiences. 

The following exceptions on the 6.5% increase needs to be highligted: 

SWIMMING BATHS 

Hillcrest Swimming Bath 

* Winter couching fees is not increased to be in line with other swimming bath fees. 

* Facilities for example a hall, office space and kitchen, which can be leased by the public on a 
monthly basis, became available and a new tariff structure is implemented therefore. 

RESORTS 

A new tariff for the erecting of marquee tents is implemented. We expect that the Council's marque 
tents will be replaced and a tariff for the leasing thereof is re-introduced. 

Rooiwal Resort 

* Provision is made for an admission fee but seeing that there are currently no cashier’s facilities 
no admission fee is being charged. Payment for the shelters and grounds is being handled by 
Wonderboom Resort. 

Wonderboom Resort 

* The Admission fee structure had been changed to be in line with other resorts. 

* A new tariff structure is implemented for the hiring of light poles and electricity. 

* An hourly rate for occupying the lapa is introduced as many requests were received from the 
public. 

Ga-Mothakga Resort 

* The additional fee for persons visiting the lapa, when the maximum capacity is reached, is 
lowered as the applicant is already paying the lapa rental fee. 

Die Draai Resort 

* Alternative admission fee for large buses is increased by 7.5% to be in line with the admission 
fees. 

* Annual tickets for clubs are increased by 8.5% to be in line with the admission fee. 

NATURE RESERVES 

Provision is being made for free entrance to the nature reserves by Friends groups when 
implementing friends projects approved by the relevant nature reserve management team. 

All friends groups have to be affiliated with the Wildlife and Environmental Society of South Africa. 

Rietvlei Nature Reserve 

* Season tickets is not increased to encourage more sales 

* The additional fee for persons visiting the lapa, if the capacity is exceeded stays the same 
as the applicant is already paying the lapa fee and the lapa rental fee is already increased. 

Faerie Glen Reserve 

* Fees for the walking trail and guide is not increased to encourage the public to participate in 
this activity. 

* The tariff for professional film shoots is increased with 100% but it is still cost effective. 

* The tariff for film recordings is not increased as there were no sales the previous financial year. 
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Rietvlei Angling Area 

* Season tickets is not increased as it must be the same as that of the Reserve. 

Moreleta Kloof Nature Reserve 

* The fee for professional film shoots is increased by 100% but is still cost effective. 

REMOVAL OF TREES 

* The fee for the removal of branches from private property is scraped as we no longer rendering 
this service. 

PLANT AND DECORATION MATERIAL FOR HIRE 

* None of these tariffs is increase as our tariffs is currently exceeding those of the private sector.

The levying of contributions for engineering services is done according to a policy approved by 
Council in October 2004, and the matter of increase in contribution amounts is covered per 
resolution: 

■ That the unit rates set out in item 2 above be revised annually in May/June with the validity 
period of implementation being 1 July to 30 June. 

A further report of June 2005 approved that the revisions be done using the Contract Price 
Adjustment (CPA) method with the latest available month values. This is the method that has 
been used for adjustments in subsequent financial years, and is to be retained. The indicative 
value of 6.5 percent increase as suggested is not applicable. 

The proposal is to do the increase in contribution amounts using the CPA index values from the 
month of the last increase up to the most recent available at the time of submission of the report 
for approval. 

The base month will thus be October 2014, and the final month as September 2015 which 
results in a calculated increase of -3,81 percent. The dominant factor for the reduction was the 
decrease in fuel price (index) in the calculation period. 


It is however it is proposed to rather retain the previous tariff values.

Informal/Formal Business Compliance Regulation 

The Economic Development Department supports the 2016/17 projected tariff increases 
for formal and informal business trading licenses tariffs by 6,5 % to be effected during the 
2016/17 financial year. The rationale for this decision is because it is anticipated that 
revenue below the set target will be collected for the 2015/16 financial year; this is due to 
the fact that there was no increase in tariffs in the 2015/16 financial year and the existence 
and enforcement of a moratorium on the issuance of licenses and permits for the informal 
business sector in the City of Tshwane. 

Active moratorium on the issuance of informal business licenses 


During the 2014/15 financial year, the revenue target was R3 040 700. However, the 
Department managed to only collect 49% of the revenue target and experienced a shortfall 
of R1 550 344 as a result of the existing moratorium, which has been in effect since the 
2013/14 financial year. The moratorium is not yet lifted, as it is still active under this 
current financial year and it is highly unlikely that the Department will achieve its revenue 
target of R2 000 000 at the end of June 2016. The 2014/15 revenue target was reduced 
by 34% to the 2015/16 revenue target, due to the fact that the Department did not manage 
to collect the maximum amount, despite its effort to get the moratorium lifted and 
encouraging all existing traders to pay what is due to the City of Tshwane on time. The 
revenue collected under these financial years came from renewals and events licenses. 
Considering that the upliftment of the moratorium is not yet effected, it will be beneficial for 
the Department to increase the tariffs with a projected amount of 6,5% for existing informal 
and formal businesses; this will result in an increase of revenue to be collected in the 
2016/17 financial year, as all businesses will now pay 6,5% more, compared to the 
previous financial year. The Department will strive to provide the relevant trading 
infrastructure, improve existing trading conditions, motivate to effect the upliftment of the 
moratorium, fast track the implementation of the electronic system and further encourage 
all business sectors within the City of Tshwane to pay for their trading licenses and permits 
on time.

Integrated Rapid Public Transport Network (IRPTN) 

The A Re Yeng system started operating from 01 December 2014 with a 7.2 km lane from 
the Hatfield to the Pretoria CBD. This lane includes feeder routes to different locations in 
and around the City which feeds to the main Trunk lane. The system was launched with a 
temporary fare collection system called MiFare System, which is an inhouse system with 
limited functionality. 

The current 2015/16 fares approved by the Council, are depicted in the promulgation sheet 
annexure H21.1 Table 1 and distance based table and discounted per concessions as 
approved. Since inception of the system, revenue collected through fares amounted to 
R4, 230, 91 4.00 for the 2014/2015 financial year and R4, 554, 432 during the 2015/2016 
financial year for the period ending 30 January 201 6. 

A total number of trips generated since commencment of operations is 969,508 with a daily 
average number of commuters ranging between 3,600 and 4,100. 

The current fares charged by the City are high as compared to those charged by other 
Cities that operate the BRT. The current fares are about 10%- 15% lower than taxi fares 
and for subsidised bus fares it is considered fairly high. 

It is proposed that the current fare structure be mantained without any adjustment as to 
encourage paitriotism to the system and entice further users to the system. 

It is expected that the commuter numbers will increase with the implementation of line 1A 
to 10 000 comutters per day on average with an expected revenue of R36 million for the 
2016/2017 financial year.

Frequent Traveller Discounts based on the top-up value on EMV cards 

Discounts are allowed based on a TSV points system as follows: 

The system provides for a number of travel points that are awarded when a certain 
amount is loaded (deposited) onto the EMV Card by the Commuter. 

The higher the amount that is loaded, the more discount is awarded by means of 
allowing more travel points that are loaded onto the Card. 

Once a number of points are loaded on the Card, each of these points will 
represent R1 of the fare value for a trip as shown in the table above. 

For top-up amounts of R60,00 and less, no discount is allowed. For top-ups 
between R60,00 and below R350,00 travel points are awarded at a discount of 
16,7%; and above R350,00 the discount is 20,5%. 

The number of travel points for the various top-up values are shown in the table 
below and are retained for a period of 3 years since the date of purchase.

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BUDGET POLICY PREAMBLE 

To ensure sound and sustainable management of the financial affairs of municipalities and other institutions in 
the local sphere of government; to establish treasury norms and standards for the local sphere of government; 
and to provide for matters connected therewith, within the prescripts of legislation applicable to local 
government. 

WHEREAS Section 215 of the Constitution of the Republic of South Africa, 1996 requires the National, 
Provincial and Local sphere of government to draft budgets that promotes transparency, accountability and the 
effective financial management of the economy, debt and the public sector. The Constitution furthermore states 
that budgets in each sphere of government must contain estimates of revenue and expenditure, differentiating 
between capital and operating expenditure; proposals for financing any anticipated deficit for the period to 
which they apply; and an indication of intentions regarding borrowing and other forms of public liability that will 
increase public debt during the ensuing year. 

WHEREAS Section 16 of the Local Government: Municipal Finance Management Act, 2003 (Acts 56 of 2003) 
requires that a Municipality approves an annual budget before the start of the financial year, adopt, maintain 
and implement a Budget Policy. 

WHEREAS Section 56 of the Municipal Structures Act, 1998 (Act 117 of 1998) (MSA) prescribes the functions 
and powers of the Executive Mayor who must recommend to the municipality the Integrated Development Plan 
which carries the financial plan and budget projections to carry out service delivery. The Executive Mayor 
delegates this responsibility to the Accounting Officer to prepare the budget together with the Chief Financial 
Officer, senior managers and other officials. 

WHEREAS Section 26 of the Municipal Systems Act, 2000 (Act 32 of 2000) requires the municipality to have a 
Integrated Development Plan with a financial plan, which must include a budget projection for at least the next 
three financial years. 

And WHEREAS the Council has approved a five year programme which prescribes the management of the 
City's financial affairs through the determination of priorities and the planning and monitoring of the Medium- 
term Revenue and Expenditure Framework. 

Now THEREFORE, the Council of the City of Tshwane and all its entities adopts the Budget Policy as set out in 
this document. 
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1. PREFACE 

Council policies are simply action plans that describe how a municipality is going to achieve its 
vision. When councillors approve a policy, they set the broad framework within which the 
councillors and officials will take decisions and how they will be implemented. Efficient financial 
planning and management will ensure that funds are transparently planned for and will ensure 
sound and sustainable management of the fiscal and financial affairs of the city through the 
implementation of sound council policies. 

The formulation of a budget policy is essential to enable the City of Tshwane to attain its strategic 
objectives in line with the city's forward looking development strategy and to comply with the 
Municipal Finance Management Act, 2003 (Act 56 of 2003) (MFMA). It is envisaged that this policy 
may be amended from time to time, depending on legislative and/or institutional changes. 

The Budget Policy is prepared on guidelines, received from National Treasury (NT) pertaining to 
local government and details the process and format that departments are required to follow when 
preparing their budget. 

The policy must be read in conjunction with the relevant legislation and regulations.

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2. DEFINITIONS 

In this Policy, unless the context otherwise indicates, a word or expression to which a meaning has 
been assigned in the Act has the same meaning as in the Act, and - 

Accounting 

The essential process of keeping track of money, both of the revenues received, and the 
expenditure going out. 


Audit 

The inspection of accounting records and testing of systems of internal control. The two 
main types of audits are internal and external. 

Budget 

The local authority's financial plan of action for a multi financial cycle. The two types of 
budgets are operating and capital. The capital budget is the budget that deals with tangible 
assets or capital assets whilst the operating budget deals with recurrent and short-term 
expenditure, such as salaries, telephone costs, and fuel. 

Business Plans 

Narrative reports containing information on the objectives of the organisation or programme, 
how objectives intend to be achieved through action plans, target dates for implementation, 
resources required, people responsible for implementing plans, and how success in 
implementing action plans will be measured. 

Capital Assets 

Assets that are expected to be of continued use over a number of years such as bridges or 
buildings. The future economic benefit or potential service provision embodied in an asset is 
the potential to contribute, directly or indirectly, to the cash and the cash equivalent of the 
municipality as well as to the delivery of services. 

Deficit 

A deficit (shortfall or loss) occurs when more money is spent (expenditure) than the amount 
that was raised/levied (revenue). 

Expenditure 

Money spent on operating and capital expenditure. 

Financial Management 

A series of processes including budgeting funds; safeguarding revenue, capital and assets; 
monitoring performance; and financial reporting. 

Financial Statements 

A summary of the annual financial records of the local authority that provides a picture of the 
functioning of the local authority in monetary terms. 

Financial Year 

The financial year of local authorities runs from 1 July to 30 June of the following year. 

Fruitless and wasteful expenditure 

This is expenditure that was made in vain and would have been avoided had reasonable care 
been exercised. 
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Funds Management 

A program on the computer system, managed by the Financial Services Department, 
disabling the overspending on certain expenditure items. 

Grants 

Grants are amounts of money including subsidies given to local authorities by the national or 
provincial government to fund certain functions such as roads and stormwater, sanitation, 
health care or emergency services etc. Grants can also be received from members of the 
public or other institutions. There are conditional (where conditions are set against 
expenditure) and non-conditional grants. 

Incremental Budgeting 

A method of preparing the budgets in local authorities. The budget for the next financial 
year is based on the actual revenue and expenditure of the previous financial year adjusted 
for expected price increases. 

Inflation 

A persistent rise in the level of prices and wages throughout a country's economy thereby 
decreasing the value of the country's currency. If the inflation rate increases from one year 
to another, it means that consumers get less value for the same amount of money compared 
to previous years. 

Integrated Development Plan 

This is a plan that every local authority is required to prepare in terms of legislation. The 
plan should set out the economic and social development that is required in a local authority 
to develop and integrate communities. The plan should be based on community needs. 

Interest 

In the financial world, whenever someone borrows money, that person will have to repay 
more than they actually borrowed. This additional amount is called interest and is the profit 
that the lender makes from lending money to someone else. 

Interest Rate 

This is the amount of the interest that is charged on a loan (or received on a deposit) over a 
year, and it is expressed as a percentage. 

Internal Controls 

These are laid down internal rules, which set out the procedures which employees must 
comply with when executing their duties. 


Loan 

A loan is the sum of money that is lend to a borrower on conditions that it is repaid, either in 
instalments or all at once at a future date. The borrower usually has to pay the lender an 
agreed rate of interest. 

Official 

Any of the following: 

• An employee of a municipality. 

• A person contracted by the municipality to work as a member of staff otherwise than 
as an employee. 

• A person seconded to a municipality to work as a member of staff. 
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Overspending 

• Causing the operational or capital expenditure incurred by the municipality during a 
financial year to exceed the total amount appropriated in that year's budget for its 
operational or capital expenditure, as the case may be. 

• In relation to a vote, means causing expenditure under the vote to exceed the amount 
appropriated for that vote. 

Programme Budgeting 

Integrated activities performed by departments to ensure the programmes set objectives are 

achieved. 


Rates 

Taxes based on market values (land and buildings) of property. 

Rates Assessment 

Setting out the rates payable by each ratepayer and appear on the invoices. 

Rates Base 

All the individual property owners and businesses that are legally required to pay rates to the 
local authority. 

Rates Rebate 

The reduction in rates that is given to categories of ratepayers and categories of properties. 

Revenue 

The money raised by local authorities. 

Service Charges 

Charges made by local authorities to consumers for the provision and consumption of 
services such as electricity, water, solid waste removal and sanitation. 

Surplus 

A surplus occurs when the amount of revenue exceeds the amount of expenditure. 

Unauthorised expenditure 

Any expenditure incurred by a municipality otherwise than in accordance with section 11(3) 
or 15 of the MFMA, and includes overspending as defined in the definition overspending. 

Valuation Roll 

The valuator rolls record the value of the land and buildings (market value) of every property 
within the municipal area. These property values are used to determine the rates for each 
ratepayer. 

Virement 

Virement is a process whereby the unused budget of a specific line item of expenditure is 
used to finance another line item of expenditure which has insufficient budget. 


Vote 

A vote is one of the main segments into which a budget of a municipality is divided for the 
appropriation of money for the different departments or functional areas of the municipality 
and which specifies the total amount that is appropriated for the purposes of the department 
or functional area concerned (MFMA). A vote is thus a department as per approved 
structure. 
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Working Capital 

Debtors, creditors, inventory and cash in the bank available to use for payment of employees 
and suppliers and financing of municipal activities. 

Zero Based 

As opposed to incremental budgeting, zero-based budgeting means that each year's budget 
is drawn up independently from that of the previous year. This means that items are not 
included simply because they were in the previous budget. Each item has to be justified and 
motivated for and the purpose of each item is considered. All items in the capital budget are 
treated on a "zero basis". 
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3. INTRODUCTION 

Alignment of annual budget with the IDP 

According to the Local Government: Municipal Systems Act, 2003 (Act 32 of 2003) (MSA), 24(1-4), 
the planning of local government must at all times be integrated and aligned with the planning and 
strategies of the national and provincial government. In addition, any organ of state that initiates 
legislation at national or provincial level that affects planning at local government level must first 
consult with local government before the legislation can be duly affected. 

On 27 August 2013, the Council approved the Tshwane Vision 2055, a long-term strategic plan 
through which the City seeks to improve social and economic development and to manage the 
natural environment. The process of developing the Vision 2055 has been informed by the National 
Development Plan. The Tshwane Vision 2055 sets out the City's vision and long-term strategic 
agenda, and the IDP outlines the priorities and key programmes for the mayoral term. Through 
these strategic documents, we seek to address the challenges of urbanisation and migration, 
economic development and job creation, service delivery, poverty, urban renewal and regeneration, 
globalisation, the need for information technology and the bridging of the digital divide and other 
related challenges.

The City of Tshwane is committed to comply with applicable legislation as it pertains to budgeting 
and financial management and the following legislation are relevant: 

• The Constitution of the Republic of South Africa Act (Act 108 of 1996). 

• The Municipal Finance Management Act (Act 56 of 2003). 

• The Municipal Systems Act (Act 32 of 2000). 

• The Municipal Structures Act (Act 117 of 1998). 

• And other applicable by-laws, ordinance and legislation. 

4.2 NATIONAL TREASURY PRACTICES NOTES 

Cognisance must be taken of all National Treasury Circulars that may have an impact on the 
budgeting process and procedures and the financial management thereof. 
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OBJECTIVES OF THE MUNICIPAL FINANCE 
MANAGEMENT ACT (MFMA) 

Chapter 4 of the Local Government Municipal Finance Management Act which deals with the 
Municipal Budget came into effect on 1 July 2004. 

The objectives of the MFMA is to ensure sound and sustainable management of the fiscal and 
financial affairs of municipalities and municipal entities by establishing norms and standards and 
other requirements for 

(a) Ensuring transparency, accountability and appropriate lines of responsibility in the fiscal and 
financial affairs of municipalities and municipal entities. 

(b) The management of their revenues, expenditure, assets and liabilities and the handling of 
their financial dealings. 

(c) Budgetary and financial planning processes and the co-ordination of those processes with the 
processes of organs of state in other spheres of government. 

(d) Borrowing. 

(e) The handling of financial problems in municipalities. 

(f) Supply chain management. 

(g) Other financial matters. 
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6 IMPLEMENTATION OF THE BUDGET POLICY 

This policy applies to all Departments and all Entities in the implementation of the budget. 
The policy is effective from 1 July 2016. 
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7 OVERALL OBJECTIVES, PRINCIPLES & ROLES 

The goal of this Budget Policy is to provide all officials with guidelines with respect to the planning 
and the implementation of the budget. 

7.1 Objectives of the Budget Policy 

The objectives of the Budget Policy as contained in the MFMA is - 

(a) To give effect to the provisions of Section 215 of the Constitution of the Republic of South 
Africa, 1996. 

(b) To give effect to the provisions of the Local Government: Municipal Finance Management 
Act, (Act 56 of 2003). 

(c) To give effect to the Municipal Systems Act, (Act 32 of 2000). 

7.2 City of Tshwane Financial Management Strategic Objectives 

To ensure good governance, financial viability and optimal institutional transformation with capacity 
to execute its mandate. Key Performance Area: Promote sound governance and ensure financial 
sustainability is achieved when the following are present: 

• Participation. 

• Consensus orientation. 

• Strategic vision. 

• Effectiveness and efficiency. 

• Responsiveness. 

• Equity building. 

• Rule of law. 

• Transparency. 

• Accountability. 

7.3 Principles and Budget Policy Statement 

The following budget principles must be adhered to: 

(a) The budget must be balanced and funded in terms of the MFMA. 

(b) Special attention needs to be given to efficiency gains and the principle of value for money. 

(c) The Budget must be aligned specifically to the imperatives of the Integrated Development 
Plan, Vision 2055 and the broader targets and objectives of the City. 

(d) Tariff and Property Rate increases should be affordable and sustainable. 

(e) Municipal Cost Index (MCI) calculates the inputs and raw material costs relevant to 
municipalities which must also be considered when tariff increases are calculated. 

(f) In revising rates, tariffs and other charges: 

• Tariffs for electricity, water, sanitation and waste removal services should be cost 
reflective. 

• Increases above the upper boundary of the South African Reserve Bank's inflation target 
must be motivated as required by NT.

• Standard tariffs will be applicable to all residents within the boundaries of the City of 
Tshwane (except when services are rendered by another service provider such as 
Eskom). 

(g) Funding choices must ensure sustainability as determined in the funding compliance 
assessment and regulated by NT. 

(h) With regard to the compilation of the capital budget: 

• The outer years (year 2 and 3) as approved with the previous Medium-term Revenue 
and Expenditure Framework (MTREF) will be utilised as the departure point. 

• Contractually bound and on-ongoing projects will take preference. 

• Should any funding capacity be available after funding the above mentioned, new 
projects will be prioritised and funded in terms of priority, value for money, benefit to 
the City of Tshwane and strategic objectives. 

(i) With regard to multiple funded capital projects, external funds received must first be 
appropriated. 

(j) No budget will be allocated for capital projects unless the request is included in the IDP and 
is supported by a project plan. 

• Feasibility Studies must have indicated the financial viability of the project. 

• Total project costs (including projected future operational costs) must be indicated (also 
in terms of the MFMA). 

(k) No budget will be allocated for external funded projects unless it is gazetted or the request is 
supported by a written confirmation from the external source on the specific grant. 

(l) Departments must ensure that their projected cash flow is aligned to their operational and 
capital project plans to assist with the City of Tshwane cash flow management. 

(m) Salary increases will be based on the SALGA wage agreement. 

(n) Rates and increases must take into account the need to address infrastructure backlogs. 

(o) An analysis of performance trends in terms of operational and capital budget components are 
undertaken, to be prioritised for the funding of identified initiatives. 

(p) Repairs and Maintenance to be increased in real-terms. 

7.4 Roles and Responsibilities 

7.4.1 Role of the Executive Mayor 

The Council must maintain oversight over the implementation of the Budget Policy. For the purpose 
of such oversight, the Executive Mayor of a Municipality must - 

(a) Monitor, oversee the responsibilities assigned in terms of the MFMA to the Accounting Officer 
and the Chief Financial Officer, but may not interfere in the exercise of those responsibilities. 

(b) Take all reasonable steps to ensure that the municipality performs its constitutional statutory 
functions within the limits of the municipality's approved budget. 
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(c) The Executive Mayor must, within 30 days of the end of each quarter, submit a report to the 
council on the implementation of the budget and the financial state of affairs of the 
municipality. 

(d) Evaluate whether the municipality's approved budget is implemented in accordance with the 
service delivery and budget implementation plan. 

(e) Instruct the Accounting Officer to ensure that the budget is implemented in accordance with 
the service delivery and budget implementation plan and that spending of funds and revenue 
collection proceed in accordance with the budget. 

7.4.2 Role of the Accounting Officer 

The City Manager is the Accounting Officer and the administrative authority for the municipality. In 
the first instance the Accounting Officer is accountable to the Executive Mayor for the 
implementation of specific agreed outputs. 

In the second instance the Accounting Officer is accountable to the Council for the overall 
administration of the municipality. The Accounting Officer must be fully aware of the reforms 
required in order to provide the Executive Mayor, Councillors, senior officials and municipal entities 
with the appropriate guidance and advice on financial and budget issues. Whilst the Accounting 
Officer may delegate to the Chief Financial Officer or other senior officials, this must be done 
carefully to ensure that all tasks are completed appropriately. 

The Accounting Officer should - 

(a) Implement the municipality's approved budget, including taking all reasonable steps to 
ensure that the spending of funds is in accordance with the budget and is reduced as 
necessary when revenue is anticipated to be less than projected in the budget. 

(b) Ensure that revenue and expenditure are properly monitored. 

(c) When necessary, the Accounting Officer must prepare an adjustments budget and submit it 
to the Executive Mayor for consideration and tabling in the municipal council. 

(d) Report to the municipal council any shortfalls in the budget revenue, overspending and the 
necessary steps taken to prevent shortfalls or overspending. 

(e) Submit to the Executive Mayor actual revenue, borrowings, expenditure and where necessary 
report the variances on revenue projected and the budget. 

7.4.3 The role of the Chief Financial Officer (CFO) 

The Chief Financial Officer is the administrative head of the budget and treasury office. The Chief 
Financial Officer has an essential function in assisting the Accounting Officer to carry out his or her 
financial management responsibilities, in areas ranging from budget preparation to financial 
reporting and the development and maintenance of internal control procedures. The Chief 
Financial Officer plays a central role in implementing the financial reforms at the direction of the 
Accounting Officer with assistance of appropriately skilled staff. 
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7.4.4 The role of senior managers and other officials 

According to the MFMA, the following are the roles to be carried out by the senior managers and 
other officials: 

(a) That the system of financial management and internal control established for the municipality 
is carried out diligently. 

(b) Ensure that the resources of the municipality are utilised effectively, efficiently, economically 
and transparently. 

(c) Prevent unauthorised, irregular or fruitless and wasteful expenditure and other losses. 

(d) Collection of revenue. 

(e) Safeguarding, maintenance and management of assets. 

(f) Submission of information to the Accounting Officer for compliance with the Act.

8 FINANCIAL PLANNING 


8.1 Steps in the budget process 

8.1.1 According to Section 53 of the MFMA the budget process starts with the Executive Mayor. This 
section dictates that the Executive Mayor must provide general political guidance over the budget 
process and the priorities and must guide the preparation of the budget and co-ordinate the annual 
revision of the IDP. 

8.1.2 In addition, the Executive Mayor of a municipality must take all reasonable steps to ensure- 

• that the municipality approves its annual budget before the start of the budget year. 

• that the municipality's service delivery and budget implementation plan is approved by the 
Executive Mayor within 28 days after the approval of the budget. 

• that the annual performance agreements as required in terms of section 57(l)(b) of the 
Municipal Systems Act for the Accounting Officer and all senior managers comply with this 
Act in order to promote sound financial management; are linked to the measurable 
performance objectives approved with the budget and to the service delivery and budget 
implementation plan; and are concluded in accordance with section 57(2) of the Municipal 
Systems Act. 

8.1.3 The Executive Mayor must promptly report to the municipal council and the MEC for finance in the 
province any delay in the tabling of an annual budget, the approval of the service delivery and 
budget implementation plan or the signing of the annual performance agreements. 

8.2 Budget time schedule framework 

In terms of Section 21(b) of the MFMA, the Mayor of a municipality must table a time schedule in 
the municipal council outlining key deadlines for the preparations, tabling and approval of the 
budget, at least 10 months before the start of the budget year. 

This time schedule contains key deadlines impacting on the Corporate and Business Planning 
Process, Integrated Development Plan and Operational Performance in terms of the Municipal 
Systems Act. 

8.3 Community consultation process 

8.3.1 Immediately after an annual budget is tabled in a municipal council the Accounting Officer must 
make public the annual budget and documents; invite the local community to submit 
representations in connection with the budget; and submit the annual budget to the National 
Treasury and the relevant provincial treasury in printed and electronic formats. 

8.3.2 After considering all budget submissions, the Council must give the Executive Mayor an opportunity 
to respond to the submissions; and if necessary, to revise the budget and table amendments for 
consideration by the council. 

8.3.3 The tabling of the draft budget in Council will be followed by extensive publication of the budget 
documentation. The Ward Committees play a significant role in conducting various consultative 
meetings to receive submissions from stakeholder's formations. 

8.3.4 Other platforms of consultations is the Business week conferences and Imbizos as participants are 
drawn from the private sector and local and national government, regional business organisations, 
research institutions, etc. 
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9 FINANCIAL MODELLING 

9.1 Long-term Financial Model 

9.1.1 The City of Tshwane makes use of the Long-term Financial Model (LTFM) to inform the Medium- 
term Revenue and Expenditure Framework compilation. The model is updated and remodelled 
taking into consideration economic changes, guidelines from other National Departments, strategic 
and policy direction of the Municipality to ensure sustainability and goal orientated service delivery. 
The remodelling of the LTFM, in terms of the approved time schedule must be completed by the 
end of January each year. In the event that resource allocations change owing to the remodelling 
of the LTFM, departments have to realign their business planning within the affordability restriction. 

9.1.2 The LTFM is utilised to ensure financial affordability and sustainability over the medium to long 
term and is considered a key financial planning tool. A salient feature of the model is the 
attentiveness to ultimate sustainability, not only in a financial light but also relating to service 
delivery in line with the City Development Strategy imperatives/ priorities and the linkage to the 5- 
year Programme. 

9.1.3 The financial model recognises that the development and implementation of the various financial 
planning reforms (eg MFMA, GRAP and National Treasury Financial Reforms) have fundamentally 
changed the approach adopted in terms of financial planning. The need for an integrated approach 
when appropriating resources has become essential for sustainable outcomes especially taking into 
consideration the size and diverse challenges of the Municipality. 

9.1.4 Medium-term budgeting is based on a set of core principles that relate to: 

• Guidelines. 

• Fiscal policy and budget framework. 

• Policy priorities. 

• Political oversight of the budget process. 

• Budgeting for improved service delivery. 

9.1.5 The adoption of a long-term financial model is based on various factors and financial variables 
which ultimately influence the budget to be adopted by Council. The following are the major 
factors that are taken into consideration, and which will primarily determine the financial approach: 
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9.1.6 The following are to be considered before embarking on the formulation of the LTFM: 

• The first is the economic situation in the country (macro-economic framework). 

• The second is the balance between existing revenues and demands for expenditure under 
existing legislation and policy (revenue and expenditure estimates). 

• The third are the policies and programs the local government wishes to pursue through 
budget expenditures (local government policies and priorities). 

• The effect of accepted accounting guidelines. 

• Asset management principles. 

9.2 The macro-economic framework 

9.2.1 A macro-economic forecast has to be evaluated based on the following components: 

• An analysis of the economy, by sector. 

• Demographic trends related to employment and other factors. 

• Trade projections and current account balances. 

• Money supply and other monetary considerations. 

• Government influences on the economy. 

• Inflation, both general and by sector. 

• Savings and investment trends. 

• Government indebtedness. 

• Major events influencing the economy. 

9.2.2 The macro-economic framework is guided by the following principles: 

• The early and careful attention to economic trends as an important foundation for budget 
formulation. The flexibility in design and management of a budget formulation process does 
not remain static. 

• Each year, it must take into consideration how economic trends will affect revenues and the 
policy goals of the local government. 

• An understanding of the types and extent of likely revenues is needed to guide preliminary 
decisions about the Municipality's spending and about revenue policy. 

• Demographic trends have a direct and significant effect on any local government revenues 
and expenditures and also on local government policy. 

• Develop sound budget proposals based on good understanding of both the Municipality's 
policy directions and existing legal requirements. 

9.3 Funding of the Budget 

Funding of the budget must be based on realistic revenue forecasts. The capital budget is funded 
from internally generated revenue, grant funding and borrowing. Long Term borrowing may only 
be utilised to fund capital expenditure. 

9.4 Local government policies and priorities 

Another area of major importance early in the LTFM formulation process is the establishment of 
local government policies and priorities. Four guiding principles are indicated below: 

• The strengthening of information, analysis, and decision-making in a budget process to 
express specific goals and objectives.

• Local government policies must be clearly documented if they are to be understood and 
applied in budget formulation. 

• Priorities are needed to guide the allocation of funds among departments and programs at 
the start of the budget process, and also to ensure that departments submit proposals 
consistent with the priorities of the local government. 

Generally Recognised Accounting Practice (GRAP) 

The key aspects of GRAP implementation to the Model include capitalisation and depreciation 
requirements and the necessity to budget for profit or loss on asset disposal. The budget process 
requirements will therefore have to consider the further refinement of these accounting standards 
and policies. 

Asset management (infrastructure investment and funding) 

Preserving the investment in existing infrastructure is a key Model. The Long-term Financial Model 
(LTFM) must be updated annually to provide for an updating of the impact of various asset renewal 
strategies eg Asset renewal. 

The LTFM must be constructed to allow for a 'what-if' analysis to illustrate the impact of any 
variation in renewal levels, and use a 90% target, in line with the National Treasury benchmark, of 
average annual depreciation as the funding requirement of asset renewal, as well as a guide to the 
selection and prioritisation of individual capital projects.

BUDGET COMPILATION 


OPERATING BUDGET 
Operating Revenue 

The City derives its revenue from the following major sources (Debtor Revenue): Property Rates, 
Electricity, Water, Sanitation, Solid Waste Removal, Operating and Capital grants (from 
government) and the balance through minor other charges such as building plan fees (direct 
income). 

Trading undertakings and economic services such as water and electricity are supposed to be self- 
supporting or yield a surplus respectively and therefore constitute an important part of the revenue 
of a local authority. Service charges are levied to generate the necessary revenue from the 
services to render these services effectively. Subsidised and community services are mostly 
financed from property rates and limited subsidisation by other tiers of government. 

Revenue Items 

The budgeting and accounting system makes provision for a considerable number of revenue 
items, also known as general ledger accounts. The structure of the list is managed by the 
Accounting Section of the Financial Reporting and Assets Division of the Financial Services 
Department. Requests for the addition of new items must be motivated and directed to the Budget 
Office for approval and then to the Accounting Section for implementation. 

Revenue groups 

Revenue items are categorised in terms of NT Regulations and Reforms in the following groups: 

• Property Rates 

• Service charges 

• Rental of facilities and equipment 

• Interest earned - external investments 

• Interest earned - outstanding debtors 

• Fines 

• Licences and permits 

• Transfers recognised - Operational. 

• Other own revenue. 

Property Rates 

Two factors determine the amount that a property owner must pay to the municipality: first, the 
assessed value of the property and second, the effective assessment rate. The total proceeds from 
rates must therefore cover the shortfall on the provision of general services. 

Section 3(1) of the Local Government Municipal Property Rates Act, 2004 (Act 6 of 2004) (MPRA) 
and section 62(l)(f) of the MFMA determines that a municipality must adopt and implement a rates 
policy on the levying of rates on rateable properties. 

Council adopted the Property Rates Policy on 17 February 2006 following the public participation 
process. It must be noted that the Property Rates Policy is not a static document and has to be 
reviewed annually by Council during the budget process. The requirement of section 3(e) of the 
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MPRA is to identify and quantify the cost to the municipality and any benefit to the local 
community, can only be determined during the budget process after the new General Valuation has 
been compiled.

Tariffs 

Tariff charges are affected by a variety of external factors such as inflation, government directives 
and policies, as well as the employment and affordability demographics of the resident population. 
The growth parameters are set by National Treasury, consistent with the target range of the 
inflation band, to ensure that all spheres of government support the national macro economic 
policies and targets, unless it can be shown that external factors impact otherwise. 

The tariff setting process of the City of Tshwane should be guided by the various tariff policies and 
methodologies which provide a framework for implementing fair, transparent and affordable 
charges for the provision of services. 

The following principles and guidelines should be considered in tariff setting: 

• The ability of the community to pay for services received. 

• The average effect on consumer accounts. 

• Realistic revenue estimates through a conservative, objective and analytical process based on 
realistically expected revenue, taking into consideration available actual revenue and 
estimated growth percentages. 

• The impact of inflation, the municipal cost index and other cost increases. 

• An aggressive policy of collecting revenue. 

• The requirements of the various tariff policies. 

• Guidelines with regard to main services accounts. 

• Credible collection rates and collection improvement targets. 

• The ability to extend new services and the recovering of costs. 

Tariffs for the main services will be compiled taking the revenue and tariff setting Model as well as 
budgeting principles and guidelines into consideration. 

The tariffs for main services, property rates and all other tariffs (eg building plan fees, swimming 
baths etc) are increased annually during the budget process and are effective from 1 July. 

In order to have the tariffs ready for inclusion in the draft budget report and documentation for 
community consultation purposes during April, the following should be adhered to: 

• Amended tariff structures and/or calculations for other services have to be submitted to the 
Financial Services Department by not later than the end of November of the previous 
financial year. 

• Value Added Tax (VAT), where applicable, should be included in the tariffs for other services. 

• Tariffs for the main services (excluding VAT) and property rates have to be submitted to the 
Financial Services Department by the relevant departments (Water and Sanitation, Electricity 
and Waste removal) by not later than the end of January of each year as all tariffs are to be 
revised annually. 

• All the tariff schedules should be in the format used for promulgation. 

• Any changes emanating since the approval of the draft budget for community consultation 
purposes will be included in the budget report and documentation to be considered by 
Council during May. 

• For promulgation purposes tariffs have to be approved by Council at least 30 days prior to 
commencement of the new financial year.

Basic Social Package in the Indigent Policy 

The City of Tshwane is committed to the provision of basic services to the poor. 

The social package assists the Municipality in meeting its constitutional obligations as it comes to 
progressively realise the social and economic rights of its indigent residents. 

The City of Tshwane makes use of the equitable share to prioritise its budget towards the poor 
households. 

Unfunded and under-funded mandates 

Services are to be rendered to the extent of the funding provided by the sphere of government 
concerned. The devolution of certain national and provincial government competencies to local 
authorities and the funding thereof should be viewed within the context of the complex and 
evolving nature of inter-governmental fiscal relations and co-operative government principles 
contained in the constitution. 

The understanding and definitions in financial terms of funded, under-funded and unfunded 
mandates is as follows: 

• Funded mandate - The revenue (the grant in particular) totally covers the related 
expenditure of rendering the service. 

• Under-funded/ co-funded mandate - The revenue (grant) only partially covers the 
expenditure and the deficit is subsequently financed (funded) by the Municipality. 

• Unfunded mandate - the total expenditure of the related mandate is financed by the 
Municipality on behalf of other spheres of Government. 

Operating expenditure 

Expenditure items 

The budgeting and accounting system makes provision for a considerable number of expenditure 
items also known as general ledger accounts. Requests for the addition or renaming of items must 
be motivated and directed to the Budget Office for approval and then to the Accounting Services 
Section of the Treasury and Asset Office for implementation. 

Expenditure groups 

Expenditure items are categorised in terms of GFS in the following groups which correlate with the 
groups used in the Statement of Financial Performance (Statfinper): 

• Employee related costs (manageable within the group) 

• Remuneration of Councillors (non-manageable) 

• Debt Impairment (non-manageable) 

• Depreciation and Asset Impairment (non-manageable) 

• Finance Charges (non-manageable) 

• Bulk Purchases (manageable) 

• Other Materials (manageable) 

• Contracted services (partially manageable) 

• Transfers and Grants (non-manageable) 

• Other expenditure (manageable)

CAPITAL BUDGET 
Conditions of capitalisation 

According to GRAP 17 property, plant and equipment are items that: 

• are held in use in the production or supply of goods or services, for rental to others, or for 
administrative purposes. 

• are expected to be used during more than one reporting period. 

Control, and not ownership, determines whether an item must be recognised as an asset in the 
Municipality's asset register (although control usually coincides with the transfer of ownership). In 
some cases control may possibly already have been established before actual ownership has taken 
effect. Due consideration must be given to ascertain whether control over the asset is certain and 
indeed exercised by the City of Tshwane, e.g. cross-boundary assets. Subsequent cost against an 
item of property, plant and equipment not under the control of the City of Tshwane may also not 
be approved and should therefore not be included in the capital budget. 

The definition refers to tangible (physical) property, plant and equipment. Certain intangible assets 
that are directly attributable to the realisation of tangible property, plant and equipment (PPE) are 
also recognised. This includes all development costs related to the creation of an asset, but not 
feasibility studies, basic planning costs, multi-option designs, etc, as it must be certain at the time 
the costs are incurred that the Oeventual asset will indeed realise. 

Assets with a useful life of more than one year must be purchased and capitalised on the capital 
budget with regard to assets. Whereas items with a useful life of less than one year must be 
purchased against the operating budget and will be regarded as inventory. 

All finance leases must be capitalised and the resulting assets registered in the City of Tshwane's 
asset register. A lease is classified as a finance lease, other than an operating lease, when it 
transfers substantially all the risks and rewards incident to ownership of the asset from the lessor to 
the lessee, in return for a payment or series of payments by the lessee to the lessor. 

Budgeting for assets 

All assets (including insurance replacements) are to be acquired through capital projects registered 
on SAP, from where the assets will be identified and placed on the asset register once the 
Municipality has taken control of the assets. 

Only assets approved by the IDP process will be considered for inclusion in the capital budget. 

All draft capital projects must be in line with this Policy and submitted to Council for approval 
whereupon the Budget Office will put procedures in place to ensure that the capital projects 
provided for in the budget are captured in the approved system per Work Breakdown Structure. 

Excess budget available on capital projects may not be used for purposes other than what the 
project was initially intended for. For example, excess budget available on a capital project for the 
building of a road (owing to savings for instance) may not be used to purchase computers on the 
same project. 

Also refer to the Fund Transfers paragraph 11.2 of this document. 
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10.2.3 Recognition of the costs 

10.2.3.1 The cost of an item of property, plant and equipment shall be recognised as an asset if, and only if: 

• It is probable that future economic benefits or service potential associated with the item will 
flow to the entity. 

• The cost or fair value of the item can be measured reliably. 

10.2.3.2 Costs will only be recognised as assets if it is probable that future economic benefits or service 
potential will flow to the Municipality. It must therefore be expected that the items may in future 
be held in use, either for the production or supply of goods or services, for rental to others or for 
administrative purposes (expected usefulness). Current technology, the use of similar items, etc 
can be used to determine the expected usefulness. 

10.2.3.3 Items of which the cost or fair value cannot be measured reliably may not be capitalised. In most 
cases the cost will be readily identifiable as being the total construction cost or purchase cost of the 
asset. However, in some cases it might be necessary to measure the cost by making use of 
estimations, independent valuations, industry standards, etc. 

10.2.3.4 A capital project that appears on the capital budget is only partial evidence that the expenditure 
may need to be capitalised on incurrence thereof. Projects that have a capital appearance and 
nature (and have therefore been budgeted as capital) but which may not be capitalised, either 
partially or in full, will be adjusted to ensure that only costs that comply with this policy are 
capitalised. The adjustment will therefore be transferred to the operating account. 

10.2.4 Recognition of property, plant and equipment 

10.2.4.1 The expected use of the PPE must extend over more than one reporting period (a financial year). 
It therefore follows that the assets must each have a useful life of more than one year. Property 
held for the purpose of resale within a financial year, for example, is consequently recognised as 
current assets held for sale. 

10.2.4.2 Capital projects started during a financial year but not yet completed at the end of the financial 
year will be treated as assets under construction in the financial statements. 

10.2.4.3 Project systems (capital projects), through which assets are acquired/constructed and the resulting 
costs incurred must be broken down (componentised) in such a way that the individual assets, 
together with their respective costs and originating funding sources, are easily identifiable. This will 
ensure that the assets are correctly recognised and componentised on the asset register. The 
budgeted amount may not be released against a project unless it has been properly broken down 
(componentised in term of GRAP 17). 

10.2.4.4 It is imperative that the profit centre owners/project managers notify the Asset Compliance and 
Control Unit immediately when their projects have been completed and the assets are ready for use 
as defined in terms of GRAP17 in order to ensure the timely capitalisation of these assets on the 
asset register. When certain capital projects will result in more than one asset being realised and 
during the life cycle of a project (ie before completion of the entire project) the Municipality has 
taken over control of some of the individual assets, the Asset Compliance and Control Unit must be 
duly informed to similarly ensure capitalisation of these assets. 

10.2.4.5 The process whereby the Asset Compliance and Control Unit is informed of the completion of a 
project is the marking of the project as "technically complete" by the project manager/profit centre 
owner. 

10.2.4.6 The process whereby physical assets are donated to the Municipality is an exception to the 
capitalisation of assets through projects. However, profit centre owners remain responsible to 
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notify the Asset Compliance and Control Unit of these donations, by making use of the appropriate 
asset management form, to ensure recognition of the donated assets on the asset register, and 
disclosure on the financial statements. 

10.2.4.7 Enhancement/Rehabilitation is an improvement or augmentation of an existing asset (including 
separately depreciable parts) beyond its originally recognised service potential for example, 
remaining useful life, capacity, quality, and functionality. These costs incurred must be capitalised 
whereas, maintenance/refurbishment to an asset will restore or maintain the originally 
assessed future economic benefits or service potential that an entity can expect from an asset and 
is necessary for the planned life to be achieved, and therefore must not be capitalised as part of 
the cost of an asset. 

10.2.5 Depreciation 

10.2.5.1 Depreciation is according to GRAP 17, the systematic allocation of the depreciable amount of an 
asset over its useful life. Depreciable amount is the cost of an asset, or other amount substituted 
for cost, less its residual value. Depreciation forms part of the cost charged to the profit centre 
where the asset is used and must be included in the operating budget likewise. 

10.2.5.2 Assets capitalised will be depreciated except land and in certain instances also heritage assets 
because it does not depreciate and during preparation of the budget, depreciation will be 
considered with the help of the Accounting Policy. 

10.2.5.3 An asset is depreciated over its useful life. The useful life refers to the asset's expected use to the 
Municipality and is an estimation based on accounting and municipal infrastructure guidelines. The 
useful lives are assigned to the asset classes to which the assets belong. The Municipality applies 
the straight-line method in the calculation of depreciation. 

10.2.5.4 The depreciation charge for each period is recognised as an expense in the operating budget as 
well as the statement of financial performance.

BUDGET MONITORING AND REVIEW 

MONITORING 

Monitoring Financial Performance 

It is important to monitor and review the actual and planned revenue received and expenditure 
incurred to ensure accountability, transparency and control in the financial affairs of all 
departments/votes in the City of Tshwane. 

The public have a right to know what money is being spent on, and what decisions their elected 
representatives make on their behalf. It is only with this knowledge that elected officials can be held 
accountable for their budget planning, allocations and implementation. 

Monitoring budgets is also conducive to better decision-making. It provides a forum for purposeful 
and concrete engagement between the executive, the legislatures and civil society around critical 
choices and outcomes. 

In the City of Tshwane the approved budget is categorised into Operating and Capital budgets and 
therefore the monitoring thereof will be done accordingly. As a general rule, current operating 
revenue needs to be sufficient to support current operating expenditures. 

Budget performance will be monitored and reported on throughout the year, as legislatively 
stipulated and in alignment with National Treasury circulars/guidelines. The Head of Department's 
are an integral part of the budget control process and will be responsible for their individual 
department's financial performance. 

Revenue and Expenditure Groups are categorised in terms of GRAP and is aligned to the approved 
MTREF. Different rules will be applicable to manageable and non-manageable groups of revenue 
and expenditure in so far as budget monitoring and control are concerned. 

Section 71 of the MFMA requires the accounting officer to submit monthly budget statements to the 
mayor. 

Funds management was implemented in the SAP financial system to assist with internal control in 
order to prevent over expenditure on cost elements (GL's). However in exceptional circumstances 
when service delivery can be hampered, the GCFO may, on motivation submitted by the relevant 
department, approve and implement the necessary measures to ensure continuous service delivery, 
such as the temporary lifting of the funds management tool (whilst savings are identified) in order 
that the required payments may be effected. This practise is not supported and should be limited to 
exceptional cases. 

Exemption of this requirement (Accounting Officer approval) is granted for purposes of preparation 
of the Annual Financial Statements, where the lifting of funds management is required to process the 
necessary corrective year-end transactions. 

Departments should, however, ensure that corresponding savings are identified to offset these 
excess expenditures and process the required fund transfers in line with the approved fund transfer 
policy or by way of the annual Adjustments Budget in terms of Section 28 of the MFMA. 

Overspending on Budget 

Processes to authorise unauthorised expenditures 
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In terms of section 32 of the MFMA, 'unauthorised expenditure' may only be authorised (condoned) 
by the municipal council in an adjustments budget. In this regard, regulation 23(6) of the Municipal 
Budget and Reporting Regulations provides that: 

(6) An adjustments budget contemplated in section 28(2)(g) of the Act may only authorise 
unauthorised expenditure as anticipated in section 32(2)(a)(i) of the Act, and must be - 

(a) dealt with, as part of the adjustments budget contemplated in sub-regulation (1); and 

(b) a special adjustments budget tabled in the municipal council when the mayor tables 
the annual report in terms of section 127(2) of the Act, which may only deal with 
unauthorised expenditure from the previous financial year which the council is being 
requested to authorise in terms of section 32(2)(a)(i) of the Act. 

In practice this means: 

• Unauthorised expenditure that occurs in the first half of a municipal financial year may be 
authorised by the council in the main adjustments budget that must be tabled in council 
before 28 February (see regulation 23(1) of the Municipal Budget and Reporting 
Regulations). 

• Unauthorised expenditure that occurs in the second half of the financial year, or that 
occurred in the first half of the year but was not authorised in the main adjustment budget 
(above), has to be reported in the annual financial statements. Savings needs to be identified 
to cover the over expenditure through a special adjustment budget in terms of section 
127(2). 

• If the council decides not to authorise an unauthorised expenditure, then it must be 
recovered from the person liable for that expenditure unless the council certifies that the 
amount is irrecoverable and it is written off by the council. 

This power to authorise unauthorised expenditure and certify unauthorised, irregular or fruitless 
and wasteful expenditure as irrecoverable may not be delegated to a council committee or to any 
administrative committee or official. It is a core competency and function of the council. 

In this regard, regulation 74 of the Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations provides that: 

(1) A council committee contemplated in section 32(2)(a)(ii) of the Act to investigate the 
recoverability of any unauthorised, irregular or fruitless and wasteful expenditure must 
consider - 

(a) the measures already taken to recover such expenditure; 

(b) the cost of the measures already taken to recover such expenditure; 

(c) the estimated cost and likely benefit of further measures that can be taken to recover 
such expenditure; and 

(d) submit a motivation explaining its recommendation to the municipal council for final 
decision. 

11.1.2 Cash-flow Planning 

11.1.2.1 Monitoring the financial viability of council, particularly transactions affecting Cash Flows is essential, 
as it has a direct impact on Council pursuing its activities as set out in its Strategic plan. Cash flow 
management is critical due to the requirements of the MFMA. Section 45 of this act severely limits 
the municipality's ability to use short term debt.

During the budget compilation process departments are required to do periodic planning of all 
revenue and expenditure for both operating and capital budgets for the following reasons: 

«■ For monitoring of performance; 

For proper cash flow planning, (eg. If the Group Financial Services Department is forced to 
arrange for additional loans to bridge the gap caused by a deviation from the periodic 
planning. 

Periodic planning for operating revenue and expenditure differ from the planning for capital budget 
expenditure in that: 

Planning for the operating budget is done per line item; and 
Planning for the capital budget is done per project. 

Previous revenue and expenditure patterns will assist profit centre managers in setting the timing of 
the cash flows, but they may also be led by other factors. 

Deviation Reporting: Operating and Capital Budget 

The purpose of deviation reporting is to provide reasons for the deviations from the MTREF and to 
give details of corrective measures that will be taken. 

It will be considered that a deviation of operating revenue and expenditure occurred when evidence 
indicates the following circumstances: 

Revenue realised less than or in excess of the amount budgeted for; 

^ Cumulative revenue realised less than or in excess of the cumulative amount stated in the 
periodic planning; 

Expenditure realised less than or in excess of the amount budgeted for; 

Cumulative expenditure realised less than or in excess of the cumulative amount stated in 

the periodic planning; and 

Unallocated expenditure on distribution accounts. 

Based on the definition of a "Vote" in terms of the MFMA, each strategic unit/department within the 
Municipality is considered a "Vote" and aligned to the approved MTREF, in terms of both the capital 
and the operating budgets. 

All revenue groups, with the exception of "Interest Earned - External Investments" (which is 
managed and controlled by the Group Financial Services), are manageable by the respective 
Departments to the extent that is the responsibility and accountability of each Flead of Department to 
ensure that all revenue budgeted for should be collected or billed. 

Furthermore, in terms of Section 28 of the MFMA, all Fleads of Department will have to inform the 
City Manager as Accounting Officer as soon as they have become aware that any revenue budgeted 
for in their respective departments, will not fully materialise or be collected/recovered, and ensure 
that both the revenue and expenditure levels be adjusted downwards accordingly by means of an 
Adjustments Budget in terms of the Mid-term Performance Review and Adjustments Budget Process 
as approved by the Council. 

The individual head of strategic unit/department is accountable to report to the City Manager and the 
Chief Financial Officer on a monthly, quarterly and annual basis on deviations in all revenue. 

Monitoring of variances for capital projects is the comparison of actual expenditure against 
expenditure targets set in the Service Delivery and Budget Implementation Plan (SDBIP) as well as 
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the indicated milestones for the project. The project numbers are as reflected in the approved 
budget. 

11.1.3.7 Internal reporting mechanism 

«■ Each profit/cost centre owner is accountable to ensure that their respective profit/ cost centre 
reconciliations are done, and furthermore, that corrective measures are implemented to 
ensure line-item expenditure does not exceed line-item budget. 

Each month end, every profit centre owner will submit a variance report on deviated line 
items to their Executive Director and their Department's Financial Support Services; 

«■ Each month end every project owner will submit a variance report on project variances to 
their respective Executive Director and their Department's Financial Support Services; 

This report will then be submitted to the relevant Head of the department. 

11.1.3.8 Management reporting 

Each month end, the Departmental Head will report on the reasons for the variances and the 
envisaged corrective action to be taken utilising the information supplied by the profit centre 
owners/executive directors/managers/head of department, and submit it to the Group 
Financial Services Department, Financial Performance Management Section, using the 
standard format report supplied by this section. 

A monthly report must be submitted to the Mayoral Committee (MC) and to Council setting 
out the financial position and the financial results for the period under review. 

The in-year report will be submitted monthly to the Mayoral Committee and Council. 

11.1.3.9 Legislative reporting 

The Accounting Officer in terms of Section 71(1) of the MFMA must submit to the Executive 
Mayor, National- and Provincial Treasuries by no later than 10 working days after the end of 
each month, a statement in the prescribed format with regard to the outcome of the 
municipality's monthly performance, inclusive of the cumulative actual outcome to the end of 
the reporting month. 

The Mayor of the municipality must within 30 days of the end of each quarter, submit the 
"In-year" report to the municipal Council on the implementation of the budget and the 
financial state of the municipality, in the prescribed format in terms of Section 52(d) of the 
MFMA. 

Further, Section 31(1) requires that the mayor's quarterly "In-year" report on the 
implementation of the budget and financial state of affairs of the municipality as required by 
Section 52(d) of the MFMA must be - 

in the format specified in Schedule C and include all the required tables, charts and 
explanatory information, taking into account any guidelines issued by the Minister in terms of 
Section 168(1) of the MFMA; and 

«■ consistent with the monthly budget statement for September, December, March and June as 
applicable; and submitted to the National Treasury and the relevant Provincial Treasury 
within five (5) days of tabling of the report in the council. 

The Accounting Officer must by 25 January of each year submit the mid-year review and 
performance assessment in the prescribed format to the Mayor of the municipality, National 
Treasury and the relevant Provincial Treasury, assessing the performance of the municipality 
during the first half of the financial year, and as part of the review, make recommendations 
as to whether an adjustments budget is necessary.

FUND TRANSFERS 

Operating Budget Fund Transfers 

This policy aims at empowering the respective heads of departments to manage their respective 
operational budgets within the stipulations of the MFMA and to create an environment of 
accountability within each respective department. 

A prerequisite will however be that all operating budget fund transfers must be authorised by the 
respective departmental head. In the absence of the strategic executive director/head, he/she may 
delegate the authority in this regard to a person acting on his/her behalf. 

This policy and all subsequent transfers will be carefully monitored by the Group Chief Financial 
Officer to ensure that all the intended transfers are within the stipulations of the proposed policy. 

The Group Chief Financial Officer must report monthly to the Mayoral Committee on all fund 
transfers for that month. 

In order for a "vote" (Department) to transfer funds from one expenditure item to another 
expenditure item, a saving has to be identified within the limitations of the approved item 
allocations on the respective departmental budget. The Vote (Department) concerned must ensure 
that the intended transfer amount is available against the item and must clearly indicate to which 
item it will be transferred. Any deviation will have to be reported to the municipal Council in terms 
of sections 1, 15, 29, 32 and 70 of the MFMA. 

All votes will have to ensure that the implications of the intended transfers are known and that 
these implications have been taken into consideration, bearing in mind their service delivery 
objectives and outcomes in terms of their strategic operational plans and service delivery 
implementation plans. 

Transfers to and from the following items will be allowed only on approval of the Accounting 
Officer. A report should be submitted by the relevant department in which sufficient motivation for 
such transfers is provided. 

• Reimbursements 

• Refreshments to External Visitors 

• Subsistence, travelling and conference fees (national and international) 

• Insurance premiums 

• Compensation Commissioner 

Some of the expenditure groups/accounts are primarily controlled by the Group Financial Services 
Department owing to their nature and are therefore considered to be non-manageable by the 
respective departments. The Group Chief Financial Officer will authorise fund transfers with regard 
to the following expenditure groups: 

• Debt Impairment 

• Depreciation and Asset impairment 

• Finance Cost 

• Transfers and Grants 

• Municipal Rates and Services 

• Post-employment provisions 

Other expenditure groups/accounts can be fully managed by heads of department within the limits 
of the respective group allocations. Fund transfers can therefore take place between these groups 
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within the "vote" (department), provided that the total budget allocation for the combined groups is 
not exceeded, except for the following two expenditure groups: 

• Repairs and Maintenance (General Ledger accounts starting with 415) where funds may be 
moved to by heads of department but no funds may be moved from, without approval of the 
Accounting Officer. A report should be submitted by the relevant department in which 
sufficient motivation for such transfers is provided. 

• Employee Related Costs, where no funds may be moved from or to, without approval of the 
Accounting Officer. A report should be submitted by the relevant department in which 
sufficient motivation for such transfers is provided. 

• Bulk Purchases 

• Subsidies to Municipal Entities 

11.2.1.10 No fund transfers will be allowed to and from any Distribution Accounts (ie Labour, Transport and 
Machinery & Equipment), owing to the fact that these accounts are charged out by means of hourly 
tariff rates or kilometres usage tariff. 

11.2.1.11 Departments must utilise internal services to prevent double costing of goods and services available 
in the organisation even if the internal cost of the service is more expensive. Examples in this 
regard are the use of external vehicle workshops while the internal workshop has capacity to 
undertake the work and the hiring of equipment/vehicles while similar equipment/vehicles are not 
utilised fully in the same or another department. Should this process not be followed it will result in 
fruitless and wasteful expenditure as the resources of the City of Tshwane is then under-utilised. 

11.2.1.12 Transfers between expenditure items, within a specific distribution account within a specific profit 
centre, may be allowed by the Group Financial Services Department under special circumstances (ie 
to correct errors in the budget or to provide for unforeseen/unavoidable expenses for which 
insufficient budget was approved), provided that valid reasons/motivations for the transfer is 
provided, sufficient savings are identified on other line items within the same specific distribution 
account and profit centre, and the further proviso that the bottom-line budget allocation for the 
specific distribution account is not amended (increased or reduced). 

11.2.1.13 Any amendment to the approved total budget allocation of a distribution account, or the transfer of 
funds between distribution accounts and profit centres, shall constitute an adjustment and be 
required to be included in the Municipal Adjustments Budget as prescribed by Section 28 of the 
MFMA. 

11.2.1.14 Fund transfers between the operational and capital budget is not allowed. 

11.2.1.15 If a journal is processed to the effect that not enough funds are available, the journal will be 
reversed by the Budget Office/ Accounting Services. 

11.2.1.16 No fund transfers from Remuneration of Councillors is allowed. 

11.2.1.17 Transfers between expenditure items, within a specific vote, may be allowed by the Group Financial 
Services Department under special circumstances (ie to correct errors in the budget or to provide 
for unforeseen/unavoidable expenses for which insufficient budget was approved), provided that 
valid reasons/motivations for the transfer is provided, sufficient savings are identified on other line 
items within the same specific vote, and the further proviso that the bottom-line budget allocation 
for the specific vote is not amended (increased or reduced). 

11.2.1.18 No fund transfers will be allowed from the "Municipal Entities", conditional grant fund and those 
items listed in point 5 of MFMA Circular 51. 

11.2.1.19 No fund transfers of less than R1 000,00 will be accommodated.

Fund transfers in excess of R5,0 million against a line-item (GL) will only be allowed upon approval 
of the Director: Performance Management and in excess of R10,0 million, the Executive Director: 
Budget Office. 

Capital Budget Fund Transfers 

Although all individual Capital Projects of the relevant Department (Vote) form the Capital 
Programme for that particular Vote, the transfer of funds between projects within a Vote will only 
be allowed within the following stipulations: 

For a transfer to take place from one project to another a saving needs to be identified. 

The relevant Department must ensure that the intended transfer amount is available against the 
WBS element and not committed for other purposes and clearly indicate to which project the 
funding will be transferred. 

Fund transfers will be done in the prescribed format (formal report) between individual projects 
(WBS Level 2), within the approved Capital Programme (Vote), within the approved funding source 
to enable Departments to effectively implement and fast track the delivery of services. 

The Department must ensure that the implications of the intended transfer are taken into 
consideration bearing in mind the service delivery objectives. 

The Strategic Executive Director must ensure that any proposed transfer is considered within the 
context of the City Scorecard and SDBIP targets. The proposed fund transfer needs to be 
consulted with the respective MMC. 

The relevant MMC must approve the transfer of funds by signing the relevant documentation 
(report) and give careful consideration to the implications of such a transfer on service delivery. 

Comments of the City Strategies and Performance Management Department must be requested on 
the proposed fund transfer taking into consideration the imperatives of the 5-year strategic plan. 

The Mayoral Committee must consider the proposed fund transfer for approval once the transfer 
document (report) has been signed by the Strategic Executive Director, Accounting Officer and the 
relevant MMC and the City Strategies and Performance Management Department comments have 
been included. 

Cognizance needs to be taken of the introduction of a programme budgeting approach with regards 
to the Urban Settlements Development Grant (USDG) and the Expanded Public Works Programme 
(EPWP) wherein: 

Transfers between projects in this specific programme will be allowed with the proviso indicated in 
11.2.2.1.8 above to take place cross-cutting between Votes in exceptional circumstances which 
can/will consequently result in the bottom-line (total budget) of the Departments affected to be 
amended/altered owing to the transfer. 

The creation of a WBS element(s) (Level 2) where it does not exist against an approved project will 
be allowed in order to ensure the approved transfer takes place. 

It should be declared in the final Corporate Deviations Report for the year ended 30 June, to be 
submitted to the Municipal Council within 60 days after the end of the financial year. 
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11.2.2.3 Fund transfers between the operating and capital budget is only allowed during the Adjustments 
Budget process. 

11.2.2.4 No fund transfers will be allowed to and from capital funded from operating projects to any other 
capital projects. 

11.2.2.5 Fund transfers will be reviewed by the Financial Performance Management Division in order to 
ensure that all intended transfers are within the stipulations of the Budget Policy. 

11.3 ADJUSTMENTS BUDGET 

11.3.1 A municipality has to revise an approved annual budget through an adjustments budget. The 
adjustments budget must adjust the revenue and expenditure estimates downwards if there is 
material under-collection of revenue. It may also appropriate additional revenues that have 
become available, or it may authorise certain other adjustments elucidated in the Act. Only the 
mayor may table an adjustments budget in the municipal council. The adjustment budget must be 
submitted simultaneously with the mid-year review on or before 25 January each year. 

11.3.2 The Executive Mayor may within 60 days after unforeseeable and unavoidable expenditure was 
incurred for the purpose of an emergency or other exceptional circumstance and for which no 
provision was made in an approved budget, table an adjustments budget. 

11.3.3 In terms of the MFMA, essentially three conditions can be defined necessitating an adjustment 
budget, namely: 

• Under-collection of revenue. 

• Emergency or other exceptional circumstances. 

• Mid-term budget review. 

11.3.3.1 Under-collection of Revenue 

11.3.3.1.1 The Accounting Officer, or the Fleads of Department, must ensure that the spending of funds is in 
accordance with the budget. 

11.3.3.1.2 Should a material under-collection of revenue become apparent, it will be necessary for the 
relevant department to revise the budgeted revenue levels to a realistic forecast. It is also 
necessary to revise the expenditure levels associated with this revenue downwards in proportion to 
the revenue budgeted. This could be undertaken with the mid-term budget review which could 
result in an adjustment budget. 

11.3.3.1.3 Should the under-collection however be considered to be material of nature, it will be necessary for 
the strategic unit/relevant department to report such under-collection to the Accounting Officer as a 
matter of urgency to consider implementing corrective measures. Materiality is normally considered 
to be 10% or more of an individual item measured against the periodic planning for that item. In 
some cases the magnitude of the amount concerned may suggest a deviation of less than 10%. 

11.3.3.2 Emergency or other exceptional circumstances 

11.3.3.2.1 The Executive Mayor may in case of an emergency or other exceptional circumstances authorise 
unforeseeable and unavoidable expenditure for which no provision was made in the annual 
approved budget of the municipality in compliance with the provisions of Section 29 of the MFMA. 

11.3.3.2.2 Section 29(3) states that if such adjustments budget is not passed within 60 days after the 
expenditure was incurred, the expenditure is unauthorised and Section 32 of the MFMA applies. 
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11.3.3.3 Mid- term Budget Review 

11.3.3.3.1 Municipalities are required to assess their performance during the first half of the financial year 
based on their respective services delivery targets, their performance indicators and financial 
performance. The assessment has to take place on or before 25th January each year according to 
Section 72 of the MFMA. 

11.3.3.3.2 The assessment outcomes may or may not necessitate budget adjustments. In instances where an 
adjustments budget is necessitated, an adjustments budget has to be prepared and submitted to 
the Mayoral Committee, for consideration and tabling in the Municipal Council as well as 
recommend revised projections for revenue and expenditure to the extent that may be necessary 
(Section 69 of 72). It is in this vein that the two processes run in tandem and require finality on the 
date instructed by the Act, on or before 25th January each year. 

11.3.3.3.3 In the event of adjustments to the distribution accounts during the Adjustments Budget process, 
the department concerned must indicate the corresponding effect that the adjustments will have on 
the secondary costs in the Repairs and Maintenance group of expenditure. 

11.3.3.4 Procedural application 

11.3.3.4.1 The following administrative procedure will have to be adhered to in terms of the three 
classifications as defined and explained under the adjustment (section 11.3.3). In the event of an 
emergency or exceptional circumstance occurring during the first four months of the financial year 
(July to October), the following procedure shall be adhered to: 

11.3.3.4.2 When the relevant or affected senior management becomes aware of an emergency or exceptional 
circumstances occurring, he or she should: 

11.3.3.4.2.1 Immediately inform the Member of Mayoral Committee (MMC) and the Accounting 
Officer/Accounting Officer of the emergency or exceptional circumstances that occurred. 

11.3.3.4.2.2 Together with the Member of Mayoral Committee; the Accounting Officer and the Chief Financial 
Officer must convene an urgent meeting to determine: 

• The extent of the emergency or exceptional circumstances. 

• The financial implications thereof. 

• Savings to be identified. 

• The urgency and consequences of actions to be taken. 

• Whether or not the emergency or exceptional circumstances can be accommodated within 
the allocations of the approved budget vote. 

• Whether or not the emergency or exceptional circumstances would necessitate an 
amendment to the approved budget. 

• Whether or not the emergency or exceptional circumstances may be dealt with during the 
mid-term budget and performance review. 

11.3.3.4.3 The relevant or affected senior management must ascertain and conclude that the emergency or 
exceptional circumstances cannot be managed or accommodated within allocated budget 
allocations by way of known savings, reprioritisation of expenditure, operational gains or existing 
delegations eg Fund Transfer Policy. 

11.3.3.4.4 Should this be the case, the relevant senior management must compile a report, in a the prescribed 
format, and subsequently submit the report to the Member of the Mayoral Committee Accounting 
Officer for evaluation in consultation with the Chief Financial Officer to determine whether a 
exceptional Adjustment Budget is necessary.

If not, the issue must be held in abeyance until the mid-term budget and performance review to be 
undertaken in November, December and January which could result in an Adjustments Budget 
being tabled during January/ February of that particular financial year. 

Should the issue (emergency or exceptional circumstance) necessitate the tabling of an exceptional 
Adjustment Budget, as to be determined by the Accounting Officer in consultation with the Chief 
Financial Officer, the Accounting Officer must advise the Executive Mayor as a matter of urgency. 

After considering the relevant facts, the Executive Mayor can authorise the related expenditure in 
terms of Section 29 of the MFMA. The Executive Mayor must however table the proposed 
adjustment at the next Council Meeting, and should the Adjustments Budget not be passed within 
60 days of the incurred expenditure, the expenditure can be considered unauthorised and Section 
32 of the MFMA applies. If expenditure is deemed to be unauthorized, as a result of non- 
acceptance by the Council, Section 32 applies where there is a potential for political office bearers, 
the Accounting Officer or other officials being held liable for the expenditure. 

In the event of an emergency or exceptional circumstance occurring during the months of 
November, December or January of a particular financial year the following procedure shall be 
adhered to: 

• The issue shall be raised during the mid-term budget and performance review of that 
particular department. 

• Subsequently be included in the Adjustment Budget. 

In the event of an emergency or exceptional circumstance occurring after the mid-term review and 
adjustments budget was finalized, the same procedure as stated for the first four months of the 
financial year, shall apply. 

During the adjustments budget process, no fund transfers are allowed as a stable budget is 
required. Flowever, the Budget Office will approve spending, without funding, during this process in 
exceptional cases, until approval of the adjustments budget, where-after the situation will be 
rectified by way of fund transfers. 

No fund transfers will be allowed between expenditure categories after the Adjustments Budget.

ANNEXURE J 


To provide for By-laws to give effect to the rates policy of the municipality in terms of section 6 of the Local 
Government: Municipal Property Rates Act, 2004 (Act 6 of 2004), and to provide for any matters incidental 
thereto. 


PREAMBLE 

WHEREAS the Constitution of the Republic of South Africa, 1996, entitles municipalities to impose rates on 
property in their areas, subject to regulation in terms of national legislation; 

AND WHEREAS the Constitution enjoins local government to be developmental in nature, in addressing the 
service delivery priorities of our country and promoting the economic and financial viability of our 
municipalities; 

AND WHEREAS there is a need to provide local government with access to a sufficient and buoyant source 
of revenue necessary to fulfil its developmental responsibilities; 

AND WHEREAS income derived from property rates is a critical source of revenue for municipalities to 
achieve their constitutional objectives, especially in areas that have been neglected in the past due to racially 
discriminatory laws; 

AND WHEREAS it is essential that municipalities exercise their power to impose rates within a statutory 
framework that not only enhances certainty, uniformity and simplicity across the nation, but also takes into 
account historical imbalances and the rates burden on the poor; 

AND WHEREAS the Constitution and other legislation confers on the Municipality the power to regulate the 
exercise by municipalities of their fiscal powers; and 

AND WHEREAS the Local Government: Municipal Property Rates Act, 2004 (Act No. 6 of 2004) came into 
effect on 2 July 2005. 

BE IT THEREFORE ENACTED by the City of Tshwane Metropolitan Municipality, as follows: 

CHAPTER 1 


Definitions 

In these by-laws, any word or expression to which a meaning has been assigned in the Local Government: 
Municipal Property Rates Act, 2004, bears that meaning, and unless the context indicates otherwise - 

1. “Act” means the Local Government: Municipal Property Rates Act, 2004 (Act No. 6 of 2004) and 
“MPRA, 2004” shall have the same meaning; 

2. “Agricultural property”: in terms of the Municipal Property Rates Regulations, means property 
envisaged in section 8(2)(d)(i), (e), and (f)(i) of the MPRA, wherein: 

(a) Section 8(2)(d)(i) refers to farm properties used for agricultural purposes; 

(b) Section 8(2)(e) refers to farm properties not used for any purpose; and 

(c) Section 8(2)(f)(i) refers to smallholdings used for agricultural purposes; 

in relation to the levying of rates, and with reference to the definition as contained in the 
Municipal Property Rates Regulations on the Rate Ratio between Residential and Non- 
residential properties, means any farm property or smallholding not used for any purpose, or 
primarily used for bona fide farming and agricultural activity, meaning farm property or 
smallholding that is used for gain for purposes of the cultivation of soils, for purposes of planting 
and gathering of crops, forestry in the context of planting or growing of trees in a managed and 
structured fashion, the rearing of livestock and game, or the propagation and harvesting of fish, 
and this excludes , the use of a property primarily for residential, other business and 
commercial or industrial purposes, including the use of a property for the purpose of eco- 
tourism, any portion that is used for the accommodation of members of the public for gain, in 
respect of property on which game is reared, traded or hunted, and on which other animal is 
kept for sporting, recreational, domestic, or any purpose other than aforementioned”; 
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3. “business/commercial” means a property used for the activity of buying, selling or trade in 
commodities or services and includes any office or other accommodation on the same erf, the 
use of which is incidental to such business, with the exclusion of the business of agricultural, 
farming or inter alia, any other business consisting of the cultivation of soils, the gathering in of 
crop or the rearing of livestock or consisting of the propagation and harvesting of fish or other 
aquatic organisms and shall include (properties of a township developer registered in a township 
title)commercial property as the case may be; 

4. “Chief Financial Officer” means the Chief Financial Officer of the Municipality 

5. “Constitution of the Republic of South Africa” means the Constitution of the Republic of South 
Africa, 1996 (Act 108 of 1996); 

6. “Municipality” means the City of Tshwane Metropolitan Municipality established by General 
Notice 6770 in Provincial Gazette Extraordinary 141 of 1 October 2000 in terms of the Local 
Government: Municipal Structures Act, 1998 (Act No. 117 of 1998), and subsequent 
proclamations and amendments thereof and the acronym; “CoT” shall have the same meaning; 

7. “council” means the Council of the Municipality ; 

8. “category” 

(a) In relating to property means a category of properties determined in terms of section 8 

(b) In relation to owners of properties , means a category of owners determined in section 

15(2) 

9. Educational institutions” as a property category for the levying of different rates, means 
properties registered as such as per applicable legislation, and this includes Private or Public 
primary and secondary schools, Universities, Colleges and Creche's (regardless of whether 
subsidized or not), that are not registered for TAX exemption in terms of the Income Tax Act; 

10. “grant-in-aid” means an additional grant awarded to persons who are in receipt of an old age 
grant, disability grant or war veteran’s grant, and are unable to care for themselves; 

1 1 . “government property” or “state-owned property” means property owned and exclusively used by 
an organ of state, excluding farm properties used for residential or agricultural purposes or not in 
use and properties owned by parastatals or public entities; 

12. “permitted use” in relation to property means limited purposes for which the property may be 
used in terms of 

(a) any restrictions imposed by- 

(i) a condition of title 

(ii) a provision of a town planning or land use scheme 

(iii) any legislation applicable to any specific property or properties 

(b) any alleviation of any such restrictions; 

13. “improvement” means any building or structure on or under a property excluding- 

(i) A structure constructed solely for the purpose of rendering the property suitable for the 

erection of any immovable structure thereon; and 

(ii) Buildings, structures and equipment or machinery referred to in Section 46(3) of the Act; 

14. “independent school” means a private school being a public benefit organisation of the kind 
referred to in items 4(a) of Part I and 3(a) Part II of the Ninth Schedule of the Income Tax Act, 
1962; 

15. “Income Tax Act, 1962” means the Income Tax Act. 1962 ( Act No 58 of 1962); 

16. “indigent” means any household that is legally resident in the Country and reside in the City of 
Tshwane’s jurisdictional area, who due to a number of economic and social factors are unable to 
pay Municipal basic services as per the City of Tshwane Indigent Policy; 

17. “Industrial” means a branch of trade or manufacturing, production, assembling or processing of 
finished or practically finished products from raw materials or fabricated parts, on so large scale 
that capital and labour are significantly involved. This includes factories and any office or other 
accommodation on the same property, the use of which is incidental to the use of such factory; 
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18. “land reform beneficiary” in relation to a property, means a person who 

(a) acquired the property through 

(i) the Provision of Land and Assistance Act, 1993, or 

(ii) the Restitution of Land Rights Act, 1 994, or 

(b) holds the property subject to the Communal Property Association Act, 1 996; 

(c) holds or acquires the property in terms of such other land tenure reform legislation as 
may pursuant to section 25(6) and (7) of the Constitution be enacted fter this Act has 
taken effect. 

19. “land tenure right” means land tenure as defined in section 1 of upgrading of Land Tenure 
Rights Act 1 991 ( Act 1 1 2 of 1 991 ); 

20. “mining” means any operation or activity for the purpose of extracting any mineral on, in or under 
the earth, water or any mineral residue deposit, whether by underground or open working or 
otherwise and includes any operation or activity incidental thereto; 

21. “MPRA” means the Local Government: Municipal Property Rates Act, 2004 (Act No. 6 of 2004); 
“new order right” means a tenure or other right in communal or other land which has been 
confirmed, converted, conferred or validated by the Minister in terms of section 1 8 of MPRA; 

22. “old order right” means a tenure or other right in or to communal land which- 

(a) Is formal or informal; 

(b) Is registered or unregistered; 

(c) Derives from or is recognised by law, including customary law, practice or usage; and 

(d) Exists immediately prior to a determination by the Minister in terms of section 18 of MPRA, 
but does not include- 

(i) Any right or interest of a tenant, labour tenant, sharecropper or employee if such 
right or interest is purely of a contractual nature; and 

(ii) Any right or interest based purely on temporary permission granted by the owner of 
lawful occupier of the land in question, on the basis that such permission may at any 
time be withdrawn by such owner or lawful occupier; 

23. “market value” in relation to a property, in relation to a property means the value of the property 
determined in accordance with section 46.; 

24. “multiple purpose” in relation to a property means the use of a property for more than one 
purpose subject section 9 ; 

25. “municipal property” means any property owned by the Municipality; 

26. “occupier” means a person in actual occupation of a property, whether or not that person has a 
right to occupy the property; 

27. “pensioner” for purposes of the rates policy and eligibility for old age rebate, pensioner means 
any owner of rateable property who has reached the age of 60 years or more who receives a 
pension as main income during the Municipality’s financial year; 

28. “non- permitted use” as property category for the levying of different means any use 

of property that is inconsistent with or in contravention with the permitted use of that property in 
which event, and without condoning the non-permitted use thereof, the property shall be valued 
as if it were used for such non-permitted purpose only. 

29. “Person” includes organ of state, a natural and a juristic entity as the case may be; 

30. “Disability grantees and/or Medical boarded persons” means a person who, owing to physical or 
mental disability, is unfit to obtain by virtue of any service, employment or profession the means 
needed to enable him or her to provide for his or her maintenance. (Social Assistance Act, No. 6 
of 2004); 

31 . “property” means - 

(a) immovable property registered in the name of a person, including, in the case of sectional 
title scheme, a sectional title unit registered in the name of a person; 
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(b) a right registered against immovable property in the name of a person, excluding a mortgage 

bond registered against the property; 

(c) a land tenure right registered in the name of a person or granted to a person in terms of 

legislation; or 

(d) public service infrastructure; 

32. “owner” - 

(i) in relation to a property referred to in paragraph (a) of the dentition of “property” means 
a person in whose name ownership of the property is registered; 

(ii) in relation to a right referred to in paragraph (b) of the definition of “property” means a 
person in whose name the right is registered; 

(iii) in relation to a land tenure right referred to in paragraph (c) of the definition of “property" 
means a person in whose name the right is registered or to whom it was granted in 
terms of legislation; or 

(iv) in relation to public service infrastructure referred to in paragraph (d) of the definition of 
“property” means the organ of state which owns or controls that public service 
infrastructure as envisaged in the definition of “publicly controlled”; 

(v) In relation to a time sharing interest contemplated in the Property Time -sharing Control 
Act, 1983 ( Act No. 75 of 1983) , means the management association contemplated in the 
regulations made in terms of section 12 of the Property Time -sharing Control Act 
,1983, and published in government Notice R 327 of 24 February 1984. 

(vi) In relation to a share block company m the share block company as defined in the 
Share Block Control Act, 1980 Act No. 59 of 1980) 

(vii) In relation to buildings , other immovable structures and infrastructure referred to in 
section 1 7(1 )(f) , means the holder of the mining right or the mining permit 

33. “public service” purposes in relation to the use of a property , means property owned and used 
by an organ of state as- 

(a) Hospital and clinics 

(b) Schools, pre-schools, early childhood development centres of further education and 
training colleges 

(c) National and provincial libraries and archives 

(d) Police stations 

(e) Correctional facilities 

(f) Courts of law 

But excludes property contemplated in the definition of “Public service infrastructure” 

34. “protected area” means an area that is or has to be listed in the register referred to in section 10 
of the National Environmental Management: Protected Areas Act, 2003; 

35. “public benefit organisation property” as a property category for the levying of different rates in 
accordance with the regulations on the rate- ratio between residential and non-residential 
properties, means property owned by public benefit organisations and used for any specified 
public benefit activity listed in item 1 (welfare and humanitarian), item 2 (health care), and item 4 
(education and development) of part 1 of the Ninth Schedule to the Income Tax Act, 1962, and 
must be registered and in possession of a Tax exemption certificate by SARS in terms of the 
Income Tax Act, 1962, because of activities; 

36. “public service infrastructure” means publicly controlled infrastructure as defined by the MPRA; 

37. “public worship” means property registered in the name of and used primarily as a place of 
public worship by a religious community, including an official residence registered in the name of 
that community which is occupied by an office-bearer of that community who officiated at 
services at that place of worship. Property used primarily as an office of a religious community or 
property used as parking facilities, camping sites not operated for gain and cemeteries for that 
religious community 
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38. “rate” means the cent in the Rand on the market value of a rateable property that may be levied 
on the ratepayer as may be determined by the Council from time to time during the Municipality's 
budget process; 

39. “rateable property” means property on which a municipality may in terms of section 2 levy a rate 
excluding property fully excluded from the levying of rates in terms of Section 17 of the MPRA; 

40. “rate ratio” means a prescribed ratio to the rate as referred to in section 19(1 )(b) of the MPRA; 

41 . “rebate” in relation to a rate payable on a property, means a discount granted in terms of Section 
1 5 of the MPRA, on the amount of the rate payable on the property; 

42. “reduction” in relation to a rate payable on a property, means the lowering in terms of Section 15 
of the MPRA, of the amount for which the property was valued and the rating of the property at 
that lower amount; 

43. “residential property” means a dwelling which form a living unit that is exclusively used for 
human habitation purposes only, or a multiple number of such units on a property, including old- 
age homes, retirement villages and life right schemes. But for purposes of this rates policy, this 
definition excludes hostels, communes, boarding and lodging undertakings, places of instruction, 
hotels, guesthouses, and any vacant land irrespective of its zoning or intended usage; 

44. “section title unit” means a section of a building together with its undivided share in the common 
property apportioned in accordance with the participation quota of the section; 

45. “state trust land” means land owned by the state - 

(i) in trust for persons communally inhabiting the land in terms of a traditional system of land 
tenure; 

(ii) over which land tenure rights were registered or granted; or 

(iii) which is earmarked for disposal in terms of the Restitution Land Rights Act, 1994 (Act No. 22 
of 1994); 

46. “vacant land” as a property for the levying of different rates, means any land, other than farm 
property and/or smallholding, where no immovable improvements have been erected, where 
immovable improvements according to the City’s Town Planning Scheme, Land Use Rights and 
By-Laws, is interpreted as permanent structures on a property, that have been erected in 
accordance with approved plans and the issuance of a Certificate of Occupancy in terms of the 
City’s Building Regulations”. 

47. “Newly rateable property” means any rateable property on which property rates were not levied 
before the end of the financial year preceding the date on which the MPRA took effect, 
excluding:- 

(a) a property which was incorrectly omitted from a valuation roll and for that reason 
was not rated before that date, and 

(b) a property identified by the Minister by the notice in the Gazette where the phasing 
in of a rate is not justified; or 

(c) property that is the result of sub-division or consolidation of land or new township 
establishment. 

48. “Property register” means a register of properties referred to in section 23 of MPRA 

CHAPTER 2 


Categories 

1 . Contents of the Rates Policy 

The municipality must in terms of section 3(3) of the Act, determine or provide criteria for the 
determination of categories of properties for the purpose of levying different rates and categories of 
owners of properties, or categories of properties, for the purpose of granting exemptions, rebates 
and reductions. 
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Categories of rateable property may be determined according to the 

(a) actual use of the property, , 

(b) the permitted use 

(c) Combination of (a) and (b) , 

A municipal council may annually review, and if necessary, amend its rates policy, and any 
amendments to a rates policy must accompany the municipality's annual budget when it is tabled in 
the council in terms of section 16(2) of the Municipal Finance Management Act. 

2. Categories of properties: 

a) Residential properties 

b) Business and commercial properties 

c) Educational Institutions 

d) Industrial properties 

e) Mining properties 

f) Municipal properties 

g) State-owned properties 

h) Public Service Infrastructure 

i) Agricultural Properties 

j) Non-permitted use 

k) Protected Areas 

l) Public Worship Properties 

m) Vacant land 

n) State Trust land 

o) Public benefit organisation properties 

3. Exemption of owners of properties: 

A municipality may in terms of the criteria as set out in its rates policy:- 

(a) exempt a specific category of owners of properties, or the owners of a specific category of 
properties, from payment of a rate levied on their property; or 

(b) grant to a specific category of owners of properties, or the owners of a specific category of 
properties, a rebate on or a reduction in the rates payable in respect of their properties. 

4. Categories of owners of properties: 

The City of Tshwane has determined in its rates policy, the following categories of owners of 
property: 

(a) Indigents; 

(b) Pensioners, Disability grantees and/or Medical boarded persons; 

(c) Owners temporarily without income; 

(d) Owners of residential properties; 

(e) Land Reform beneficiaries; 

(f) Sporting Bodies; 

(g) Public Benefit Organisations 

(h) Owners of Land Alienated by the Municipality after January 201 5 

(i) Owners of Catalytic Investment Properties 

CHAPTER 3 


Liability for Rates 

(a) The levying of rates on property will be effected in terms of the Municipality's Rates Policy as 
amended from time to time. 

(b) The Municipality will, as part of each annual operating budget process, determine a rate in 
the rand to be levied on the market value of the property in every category of properties. 

(c) Rates will be recovered monthly. 
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(d) If an amount due for rates on a property is unpaid by the owner of the property, the 
municipality may recover the amount from the tenant, occupier of the property or the agent 
of the owner. 

(e) Where the rates levied on a property are based on a supplementary valuation made in terms 
of section 78(1) of the Municipal Property Rates Act, 2004, such rate will be payable from 
the date contemplated in section 78(4) of the Municipal Property Rates Act, 2004. 

(f) Recovery of rates due will be in accordance with the Municipality's Credit Control and Debt 
Collection policy read together with the Credit Control and Debt Collection by-laws. 

CHAPTER 4 


General valuation 

(a) The municipality will undertake a general valuation of all rateable properties in its area of 
jurisdiction and a valuation roll be compiled with validity as prescribed by the Act; 

(b) The municipality will undertake supplementary valuations on an ongoing basis and prepare a 
supplementary valuation roll once during each financial year; 

(c) The municipality will in accordance with section 79 of the MPRA, make amendments regularly 
to the particulars on the valuation roll. Only the electronic copy of the valuation roll is updated 
to incorporate such amendments, except those changes to the roll in circumstances where 
section 78 applies, which may only be effected through a supplementary valuation in 
accordance with that section. 


CHAPTER 5 

Short Title and repeal of previous by-law 

(a) These By-Laws will be known as the City of Tshwane: Property Rates Policy By-Laws; 


(b) The City of Tshwane: Property Rates By-laws promulgated under Local Authority Notice No. 
1494 on 25 June 2008 is hereby repealed and substituted by these By-laws. 
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PREAMBLE 

WHEREAS the Constitution of the Republic of South Africa, entitles municipalities to impose rates 
on property in their areas, subject to regulation in terms of national legislation; 

AND WHEREAS the Constitution enjoins local government to be developmental in nature, in 
addressing the service delivery priorities of our country and promoting the economic and financial 
viability of our municipalities and in general to meet its’ obligation in terms of section 152 of the 
Constitution of the Republic of South Africa, 1996; 

AND WHEREAS there is a need to provide local government with access to a sufficient and buoyant 
source of revenue necessary to fulfil its development responsibilities; 

AND WHEREAS income derived from property rate is a critical source of revenue for municipalities 
to achieve their constitutional objectives, especially in areas that have been neglected in the past 
due to racially discriminatory, inadequate or inappropriate legislation and regulation; 

AND WHEREAS, it is essential that municipalities exercise their power to impose rates within a 
statutory framework that not only enhances certainty, uniformity and simplicity across the nation, but 
also accounts for historical imbalances and the rates burden on the poor; 

AND WHEREAS the Constitution of the Republic of South Africa confers on Parliament the power to 
regulate the exercise by municipalities of their fiscal powers; 

Now THEREFORE, the Council of the City of Tshwane Municipality and all its entities adopt the 
PROPERTY RATES POLICY as set out in this document. 
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1. DEFINITIONS 

In this policy, any word or expression to which a meaning has been assigned in the Act, bears that 
meaning unless the context indicates otherwise, and any expression which denotes any gender, 
includes the other gender or the singular only, also includes the plural and vice versa. 

1.1 “the Act” means the Local Government: Municipal Property Rates Act, 2004 (Act No. 6 of 2004) 
and “MPRA, 2004” shall have the same meaning; 

1.2 “Agricultural property” in terms of the Municipal Property Rates Regulations, means property 
envisaged in section 8(2)(d)(i), (e), and (f)(i) of the MPRA, wherein: 

(a) Section 8(2)(d)(i) refers to farm properties used for agricultural purposes; 

(b) Section 8(2)(e) refers to farm properties not used for any purpose; and 

(c) Section 8(2)(f)(i) refers to smallholdings used for agricultural purposes; 

in relation to the levying of rates, and with reference to the definition of agricultural property as 
contained in the Amended Municipal Property Rates Regulations on the Rate Ratios between 
Residential and Non-residential properties, means any farm property, or smallholding not used for 
any purpose; or used for bona fide farming and/or agricultural activity, meaning farm property, or 
smallholding that is used primarily for gain for purposes of the cultivation of soils; for purposes of 
planting and gathering of crops, forestry in the context of planting or growing of trees in a managed 
and structured fashion; the rearing of livestock and game, or the propagation and harvesting of fish; 
and this excludes , the use of a property for purposes of eco-tourism or for the accommodation of 
members of the public for gain, or any portion that is used for the accommodation of visitors for gain; 
the use of a property primarily for residential, other business and commercial or industrial purposes; 
in respect of property on which game is reared, traded or hunted; or property on which game or other 
animal is kept for sporting, domestic, or other recreational purposes”; 

1.3 “business and commercial” as a property category for the levying of different rates means a 
property used for the activity of buying, selling or trade in commodities or services and includes any 
office or other accommodation on the same erf, the use of which is incidental to such business and 
properties registered in township Title 

1.4 “category” 

(i) in relation to property, means a category of properties determined in terms of section 8 
of the MPRA; 

(ii) in relation to owners of properties means a category of owners determined in section 
15(2); 

1.5 “Chief Financial Officer” means the Chief Financial Officer of the Municipality 

1.6 “Constitution of the Republic of South Africa” means the Constitution of the Republic of South 
Africa, 1996 (Act 108 of 1996); 

1.7 “Council” means the Council of the City of Tshwane; 

1.8 “Educational institutions” as a property category for the levying of different rates, means 
properties registered as such as per applicable legislation, and this includes Private or Public 
primary and secondary schools, Universities, Colleges and Creche's (regardless of whether 
subsidized or not), that are not registered for TAX exemption in terms of the Income Tax Act; 

1.9 “grant-in-aid” means an additional grant awarded to persons who are in receipt of an old age 
grant, disability grant or war veteran’s grant, and are unable to care for themselves; 

1.10 “improvement” means any building or structure on or under a property excluding- 

(iii) A structure constructed solely for the purpose of rendering the property suitable for the 
erection of any immovable structure thereon; and 

(iv) Buildings, structures and equipment or machinery referred to in Section 46(3) of the Act; 

1.11 “Income Tax Act, 1962” means the Income Tax Act, 1962 ( Act No. 58 of 1962); 

1.12 “indigent” as a category of owner of property for the purpose of granting exemptions, rebates and 
reductions, means any household that is legally resident in the RSA and resides in the City of 
Tshwane’s juristic area, who due to a number of economic and social factors are unable to pay 
Municipal basic services as per the City’s Indigent Policy; 

1.13 “Industrial” means a branch of trade or manufacturing, production, assembling or processing of 
finished or practically finished products from raw materials or fabricated parts, on so large scale that 
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capital and labour are significantly involved. This includes factories and any office or other 
accommodation on the same property, the use of which is incidental to the use of such factory; 

1.14 “land reform beneficiary” in relation to a property, means a person who- 

(a) acquired the property through 

(i) the Provision of Land and Assistance Act, 1993 (Act No. 126 of 1993); 

(ii) the Restitution of Land Rights Act, 1994 (Act No. 22 of 1994); or 

(b) holds the property subject to the Communal Property Association Act, 1996 (Act No. 28 of 
1996); 

(c) Holds or acquires the property in terms of such other land tenure reform legislation as may 
pursuant to section 26(6) and (7) of the Constitution be enacted after this Act has taken 
effect; 

1.15 “land tenure right” means a land tenure right as defined in section 1 of upgrading the Land 
Tenure Rights Act, 1 991 (Act No. 1 12 of 1991); 

1.16 “market value” in relation to a property, means the value of the property determined in accordance 
with section 46.; 

1.17 “mining” means any operation or activity for the purpose of extracting any mineral on, in or under 
the earth, water or any mineral residue deposit, whether by underground or open working or 
otherwise and includes any operation or activity incidental thereto; 

1.18 “MPRA” means the Local Government: Municipal Property Rates Act, 2004 (Act No. 6 of 2004); 

1.19 “multiple purpose” in relation to a property means the use of a property for more than one 
purpose subject to section 9 

1.20 “municipal property” means any rateable or non-rateable property owned by the City; 

1.21 “Municipality” means the City of Tshwane Metropolitan Municipality established by General 
Notice 6770 in Provincial Gazette Extraordinary 141 of 1 October 2000 in terms of the Local 
Government: Municipal Structures Act, 1998 (Act No. 117 of 1998), and subsequent proclamations 
and amendments thereof and the City shall have the same meaning; 

1 .22 “Newly rateable property” means any rateable property on which property rates were not levied 
before the end of the financial year receding the date on which this Act took effect, excluding:- 

(a) a property which was incorrectly omitted from a valuation roll and that reason 
was not rated before that date, and 

(b) a property identified by the Minister by the notice in the Gazette where the 
phasing in of a rate is not justified or 

(c) property that is the result of sub-division or consolidation of land or new 
township establishment. 

1 .23 “non-permitted use” as a property category for the levying of different rates, means any use of 
property that is inconsistent with or in contravention with the permitted use of that property in which 
event, and without condoning the non-permitted use thereof, the property shall be valued as if it 
were used for such non-permitted purpose only; 

1.24 “occupier” means a person in actual occupation of a property, whether or not that person has a 
right to occupy the property; 

1.25 “owner”: 

(i) in relation to a property referred to in paragraph (a) of the dentition of “property” means a 
person in whose name ownership of the property is registered. 

(ii) in relation to a right referred to in paragraph (b) of the definition of “property” means a 
person in whose name the right is registered. 

(v) in relation to a land tenure right referred to in paragraph (c) of the definition of “property”, 
means a person in whose name the right is registered or to whom it was granted in terms of 
legislation; or 

(vi) in relation to public service infrastructure referred to in paragraph (d) of the definition of 

(vii) “property” means the organ of state which owns or controls that public service infrastructure 
as envisaged in the definition of “Public Controlled” 

1.26 “pensioner” as a category of owner of property for the purpose of granting exemptions, rebates 
and reductions, for purposes of the rates policy and eligibility for old age rebate, pensioner means 
any owner of rateable property who has reached the age of 60 years or more, who receives a State 
pension as the main income during the Municipality's financial year; 
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1.27 “permitted use” in relation to a property, means the limited purposes for which the property may 
be used in terms of- 

(a) Any restrictions imposed by- 

(i) A condition of title; 

(ii) A provision of the City’s applicable Town Planning or Land Use Scheme as amended from 

time to time; 

(iii) Any legislation applicable to any specific property or properties; or 

(b) Any alleviation of any such restriction; 

1.28 “Person” includes state organ, a natural and a juristic entity as the case may be; 

1.29 “physically or mentally disabled” as a category of owner of property for the purpose of granting 
exemptions, rebates and reductions, means a person who, owing to physical or mental disability, is 
unfit to obtain by virtue of any service, employment or profession the means needed to enable him 
or her to provide for his or her maintenance. (Social Assistance Act, No. 6 of 2004); 

1 .30 “property” means - 

(a) immovable property registered in the name of a person, including, in the case of sectional 

title scheme, a sectional title unit registered in the name of a person; 

(b) a right registered against immovable property in the name of a person, excluding a 
mortgage bond registered against the property; 

(c) a land tenure right registered in the name of a person or granted to a person in terms 
of legislation; or 

(d) public service infrastructure; 

1 .31 “protected area” as a property category for the levying of different rates, means an area that is or 
has to be listed in the register referred to in section 10 of the National Environmental Management: 
Protected Areas Act, 2003; 

1.32 “public benefit organisation (PBO)” as a property category for the levying of different rates in 
accordance with the regulations on the rate- ratio between residential and non-residential 
properties, means property owned by public benefit organisations and used for any specified public 
benefit activity listed in item 1 (welfare and humanitarian), item 2 (health care), and item 4 
(education and development) of part 1 of the Ninth Schedule to the Income Tax Act, 1962, and 
must be registered and in possession of a Tax exemption certificate by SARS in terms of the 
Income Tax Act, 1962, because of activities; 

1.33 “public service infrastructure” as a property category for the levying of different rates, means 
publicly controlled infrastructure as defined by the MPRA; 

1.34 “place of public worship” means property used primarily for purpose of congregation, excluding 
a structure that is primarily used for educational instruction in which secular or religious education is 
the primary instructive medium: provided that the property is: residence 

(a) registered in the name of a religious community 

(b) registered in the name of a trust established for the sole benefit of a religious community 

(c) subject to a Land tenure right. 

1.35 “rate” means the cent in the Rand on the market value of a rateable property that may be levied 
on the ratepayer as may be determined by the Council from time to time during the City budget 
process; 

1.36 “rateable property” means property on which a municipality may in terms of section 2 levy a rate 
excluding property fully excluded from the levying of rates in terms of Section 17 of the MPRA; 

1 .37 “rate ratio” means a prescribed ratio to the rate as referred to in section 1 9(1 )(b) of the MPRA; 

1.38 “rebate” in relation to a rate payable on a property, means a discount granted in terms of Section 
1 5 of the MPRA, on the amount of the rate payable on the property; 

1.39 “reduction” in relation to a rate payable on a property, means the lowering in terms of Section 15 
of the MPRA, of the amount for which the property was valued and the rating of the property at that 
lower amount; 

1.40 “residential property” as a property category for the levying of different rates, means a dwelling 
which form a living unit that is exclusively used for human habitation purposes only, or a multiple 
number of such units on a property, including old-age homes, retirement villages and life right 
schemes. But for purposes of this rates policy, this definition excludes hostels, communes, 
boarding and lodging undertakings, places of instruction, hotels, guesthouses, and any vacant land 
irrespective of its zoning or intended usage; 
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1.41 “section title unit” means a section of a building together with its undivided share in the common 
property apportioned in accordance with the participation quota of the section; 

1.42 “Special rating area” means a special rating area approved by the Council in accordance with the 
provisions of section 22 of the Property Rates Act. 

1 .43 “State-owned properties” as a property category for the levying of different rates, means property 
owned and exclusively used by an organ of state, excluding farm properties used for residential or 
agricultural purposes or not in use and properties owned by parastatals or public entities; 

1 .44 “state trust land” means land owned by the state - 

(iv) in trust for persons communally inhabiting the land in terms of a traditional system of land 

tenure; 

(v) over which land tenure rights were registered or granted; or 

(vi) which is earmarked for disposal in terms of the Restitution Land Rights Act, 1994 (Act No. 

22 of 1994); 

1 .45 “vacant land” as a property category for the levying of different rates, means any land, other than 
farm property and / or smallholding, where no immovable improvements have been erected, and 
whereas immovable improvements according to the City’s Town Planning Scheme, the Land Use 
Rights and By-Laws, means permanent structures on a property, that have been erected in 
accordance with approved plans by the local authority and the issuance of a Certificate of 
Occupancy in terms of the City’s Building Regulations”. 

2. GUIDING PRINCIPLES 

This Property Rates Policy is guided by the following principles: 

(a) Equity, i.e. that all categories of property and categories of owners be treated equitable in 
relation to each other 

(b) Affordability for the taxpayer, i.e. that the rate policy should take into account issues of 
affordability across categories of owners 

(c) Poverty Alleviation, i.e. that the rate policy should facilitate poverty alleviation within the context 
of the mechanism at its disposal 

(d) Social and Economic Development, i.e. that the rate policy should be cost efficient and should 
enhance the financial sustainability of the municipality 

(e) Financial sustainability, i.e. that the rate policy should utilize the mechanism at its disposal to 
encourage the development of property in line with the socio-economic development needs and 
goals of the municipality. 

(f) Cost efficiency, i.e. That the administrative cost related to rate policy is minimal taken into 
consideration amounts required to finance exemptions, rebates, reductions and phase -in of 
rates as approved by the municipality. 

(g) Community Participation, i.e. that municipality will in amending this policy commits itself to a 
process of community participation and will engage interested parties and structures such as 
ratepayers’ organisations and ward committees. 

(h) Encourage development of property in the City, that the rate policy does not discourage 
improvements of properties within jurisdiction area of the municipality 

(i) Access to collective municipal goods and services such as but not limited to; roads, medical 
clinics, traffic infrastructure, fire fighting facilities, libraries, parks, recreational and sports 
facilities. 

(j) Access to basic and other municipal services such as but not limited to; water, sewerage, 
electricity, waste removal. 

3. DETERMINATION OF THE CRITERIA FOR THE LEVYING OF DIFFERENT RATES 

3.1 Different categories of rateable properties 

3.1.1 In this rates policy, the determination of property categories of rateable property for the 
purpose of levying different rates, was determined according to the following criteria: 

(a) Use of the property 

(b) Permitted use of the property 
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(c) A combination of (a) and (b) 

3.1 .2 The municipal valuer of the City will be responsible for the categorising of rateable properties 
in accordance with this policy and the maintenance thereof, and any change in the actual 
use of the property, may result in a change of categories. 

3.1.3 Categories of rateable property for purposes of levying differential rates as informed by the 
criteria are determined as follows: 

p) Residential properties 

q) Business and commercial properties 

r) Educational Institutions 

s) Industrial properties 

t) Mining properties 

u) Municipal properties 

v) State-owned properties 

w) Public Service Infrastructure 

x) Agricultural properties 

y) Non-permitted use 

z) Protected Areas 
aa) Public Worship 
bb) Vacant land 

cc) State Trust land 

dd) Public Benefit Organisation 

3.2 Levying of rates 

3.2.1 Period for which rates may be levied 

When levying rates, a municipality must levy the rate for a financial year, and this rate lapses 
at the end of the financial year for which it was levied. 

(a) The levying of rates must form part of a municipality's annual budget process; and a 
municipality must annually at the time of its budget process review the amount in the 
Rand of its current rates in line with its annual budget for the next financial year. 

(b) A rate levied for a financial year may be increased during a financial year only as 
provided for in Section 28(6) of the Municipal Finance Management Act. 

(c) A rate becomes payable as from the start of a financial year. 

3.2.2 Amount due for Rates 

The Municipality shall as part of its annual operating budget, determine a tariff (cent in the 
Rand) for every category of rateable property. 

Rates are levied in accordance with the MPRA as an amount in the Rand on the market 
value of all rateable property as reflected in the valuation roll and any supplementary 
valuation roll. 

3.2.3 Liability for Rates 

(i) A rates levied by the Municipality on a property must be paid by the owner of the property. 

(ii) Rates will be levied monthly. 

(iii) If an amount due for rates levied is unpaid by the owner of the property, the City may 

recover the amount from the tenant of occupier of the property. 

(iv) The amount due for rates may be recovered from the agent of the owner. 

(v) Where the rates levied on a particular property have been as a result of a supplementary 

valuation made in terms of Section 78(1) of the MPRA, these rates will be payable with 
effect from the dates as contemplated in section 78(4) of the MPRA. 
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(vi) Recovery of rates due will be in accordance with the City's Collection Policy (credit and debt 
control). 

3.2.4 Properties eligible to Rate Ratios 

3.2.4. 1 Agricultural Properties 

The rate applicable on agricultural property as contained in the definition of farm 
property, and as prescribed by the Municipal Property Rates Regulations which took 
effect from 1 July 2009: 

The ratio in relation to residential property is: 

Residential property 1 :1 Agricultural property 1 :0.25 

3. 2.4.2 Public Benefit Organisation properties 

The rate applicable on property registered as Public Benefit Organisation, as 
prescribed by the Municipal Property Rates Regulations published in Government 
Notice No. 33016 of 12 March 2010 that took effect on 1 July 2010, may not exceed 
the ratio to the rate on residential properties where: 

The ratio in relation to residential property is: 

Residential property 1 :1 Public Benefit Organisation property 1 :0.25 

4 EXCLUSION FROM RATES 

The City will not levy rates on the following: 

(i) Public Service Infrastructure 

(ii) On those parts of a special nature reserve, national park or nature reserve within the 
meaning of the Protected Areas Act, or of a national botanical garden within the meaning of 
the Protected Areas Act, or of a national Environmental Management: Biodiversity Act, 2004, 
which are not developed or used for commercial, business, agricultural or residential 
purposes; 

(iii) On mineral rights within the meaning of paragraph (ii) of the definition of “property” in section 
1 of this rates policy; 

(iv) On a property belonging to a land reform beneficiary or his or her heirs, provided that this 
exclusion lapses ten years from the date on which such beneficiary's title was registered in 
the office of the Registrar of Deeds; 

(v) On the first R15 000 of the market value of a property assigned in the valuation roll or 
supplementary valuation roll of a municipality to a category determined by the municipality 
For residential properties; and for properties used for multiple purposes, only on the 
component of the property that is used for residential purposes. 

(vi) On a property registered in the name of and used primarily as a place of public worship by a 
religious community, including an official residence registered in the name of that community 
which is occupied by an office-bearer of that community who officiates at services at that 
place of worship; and 

(vii) The property exclusively used and/or occupied by the City. 

In an event of any change in use, ownership and/or status of any nature that may affects the 
exclusion of rates hereof during a financial year, the beneficiary in receipt of such exclusion 
from rates must notify the municipality and immediately becomes liable for any rates payable 
on the property, effective from the date such change may have occurred. 


5. 


EXEMPTIONS, REDUCTIONS AND REBATES 
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Exemptions, Reductions and Rebates will apply to specific categories of properties and specific 
categories of owners of properties in the following manner: 

5.1 Different categories of rateable properties 

5.1.1 Residential Properties 

(i) In addition to the impermissible rate on the first R15 000 of the market value of specific 
categories of a property as referred to in paragraph 4(v) above, a further 
R60 000 reduction on the market value of a property will be applicable; 

(ii) Residential property shall include smallholdings unless the owner can provide sufficient 
proof to the Chief Financial Officer that he/she/it is conducting bona fide and sustainable 
farming activities on such property; provided that the keeping of animals or plants for sports 
and / or recreational activities shall not be deemed to be bona fide use for agricultural 
purposes; provided further any such activities that are merely incidental to the primary use of 
the property shall not be taken into account. In its exercising as to whether proof is provided 
the Chief Financial Officer shall inter alia take the following into account in exercising its’ 
discretion: 

a) Income and expenditure statements 

b) The actual primary use of the property 

c) Provision of an income Tax Clearance Certificate issued by the South African 
Receiver of Revenue in respect of such agricultural activities. 

5.1.2 Multiple use properties 

Properties used for multiple purposes will be granted a reduction, rebate and/or exemption 
applicable in accordance with the apportionment of the value in use in respect of such a property. 

5.1.3 Categories of properties not eligible to exemptions, reductions or rebates 

(a) Business and Commercial property 

(b) Educational Institutions not registered as PBO’s 

(c) Industrial Property 

(d) Non-permitted Use 

(e) Vacant land irrespective of zoning, except agricultural property, land alienated by the 

Municipality after January 2015 and catalytic investment properties. 

(f) State owned property (excluding government residential property) 

5.1.4 Municipal property - Rateable 

Properties in this category will be granted a reduction, rebate and/or exemption applicable only in 
accordance with the use of such a property. 

5.2 Different categories of owners of rateable properties 

The following owners of rateable property may be granted further rebates on rates as 
hereunder stipulated 

5.2.1 Indigent households 

Indigent as defined in the Municipality’s indigent policy, 100% rebate will be granted to registered 
indigents in terms of the Indigent Policy of the City. 

5.2.2 Pensioners, Disability grantees and/or Medical boarded persons 
5.2.2. 1 Pensioners 

Pensioners may receive a rebate as determined by the Council, subject to the following conditions: 
The applicants must be:

(a) Be registered owners of the property; 

(b) Must be 60 years or more of age upon application; 

(c) The property concerned must consist of one dwelling and no part thereof is sub-let, be 
occupied only by the applicant and his/her spouse, if any, and dependants without income; 

(d) Must submit proof of his/her age and a valid identity document; 

(e) Must submit proof of monthly income from all sources (including the income of the spouse of 
the owner) and collectively should not exceed an amount of R 12 500.00 as determined by 
Council (not exceeding R 150 000.00 per annum); 

(f) The applicant’s account must be paid in full, or if not, an arrangement to pay the debt should 
be in place; and 

(g) The property must be categorised as “residential”. 

(h) Not be in receipt of an indigent assessment rate rebate; 

5.2.2.2 Disability grantees and/or Medical boarded persons; 

Disability grantees and/or Medical boarded persons may receive a rebate as determined by the 

Council, subject to the following conditions: 

(a) Be registered owners of the property; 

(b) Provide medical proof of disability and/or certification by a medical Officer of Health; 

(c) The property concerned must consist of one dwelling and no part thereof is sub-let, be 
occupied only by the applicant and his/her spouse, if any, and dependants without income; 

(d) Must submit proof of his/her age and a valid identity document; 

(e) Must submit proof of monthly income from all sources (including the income of the spouse of 
the owner) and collectively should not exceed an amount of R 12 500.00 as determined by 
Council (not exceeding R 150 000.00 per annum); 

(f) The applicant’s account must be paid in full, or if not, an arrangement to pay the debt should 
be in place; and 

(g) The property must be categorised as “residential”. 

(h) Not be in receipt of an indigent assessment rate rebate; 

These rebates will lapse: 

(i) On death of applicant; 

(ii) On alienation of the property; 

(iii) When applicant ceases to reside permanently on the property; 

(iv) On 30 June of each year; 

The percentage rebates granted to different gross monthly household income levels will be 

determined according to the schedule below:

5.2.3 Owners temporarily without income 

The Indigent criteria may be applied temporarily on an approved application in terms of the 
Indigent Policy of the City of Tshwane. 

5.2.4 Grants-in-Aid 

The Municipality may award a 100% grant-in-aid on the assessment rates of rateable properties of 
the classes hereunder indicated, and after the owner of such property has applied to the Chief 
Financial Officer in the prescribed format for such grant and the application hereof approved. 
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Owners or such, who fail to apply for rebates for the year by 31 August, will not be entitled for that 
rebate for that financial year. 

These rebates are not applicable to any Vacant Land irrespective of its zoning or intended usage 
unless stated otherwise in the policy. 

Assessment to determine the ability to pay by: 

i. Analysing the audited annual financial statements in terms of the income and overall 
resources; 

ii. Examining the credibility of the year on year expenditure; 

iii. Ensuring that profits or surpluses are calculated by excluding transfers to reserves and 
excessive writing off or depreciation of assets; 

iv. Comparing the total annual turnover to the rates billed to determine whether the rates 
exceed 5% of the total turnover; 

v. Accumulated reserves for specific purposes would not be taken into account with this 
assessment; 

Note: Funds raised from external sources (such as grants, subsidies and donations) must be 
excluded when determining the ability to pay. 

These rebates are intended to assist organisations that would be liable for the payment of the rates 
and that have limited resources and not for those who have the ability to pay as determined from 
their audited financial statements by the CFO or his\her nominee in terms of the criteria. 

Should there arise dissatisfaction in respect of the evaluation result of the application, the 
matter may be referred to the City Manager of the Council for further review. 

The following classes of rateable properties are referred: 

(a) rateable property registered in the name of an institution or organisation in terms of the Non- 
profit Organisations Act, 1997 (Act No. 71 of 1997); 

(b) hospitals, clinics and institutions for mentally ill persons which are not operated with the 
intention to make profit; 

(c) cemeteries and crematoriums which are registered in the names of private persons and 
which are used exclusively for burials and cremations, as the case may be; 

(d) museums, art galleries, libraries and botanical gardens which are registered in the names of 
private persons and which are open to public, whether admission is charged or not; 

(e) rateable property registered in the name of a trustee or any organisation which is being 
maintained for the welfare of war veterans as defined in Section 1 of the Social Aid Act 
(House of Assembly), 1 989 (Act No. 37 of 1 989), 

(f) sports grounds used for the purposes of amateur sport and any social activities which are 
connected with such sport; 

(g) rateable property registered in the name of the Boy Scouts, Girl Guides, Sea Scouts, 
Voortrekkers or any organization which is, in the opinion of the municipality, similar or any 
rateable property let by a municipality to any such organisation; 

(h) rateable property registered in the name of a declared institution as defined in Section 1 of 
the Cultural Institutions Act, 1969 (Act No. 29 of 1969), or the Cultural Institutions Act 
(House of Assembly), 1 989 (Act No. 66 of 1 989. 

A grant-in-aid granted in this regard shall not exceed the amount which may be levied as a rate in 
any financial year in respect of the rateable property concerned. 

All reductions and rebates are subject to application and approval for such rebates or reductions as 
the case may be. 

5.2.5 OWNERS OF LAND ALIENATED BY THE MUNICIPALITY AFTER JANUARY 2015 

Defined Owners of land alienated by the Municipality will be granted rebates in terms of the 
Development Investment Incentives Policy of the City. 
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5.2.6 OWNERS OF CATALYTIC INVESTMENT PROPERTIES 

Owners of Catalytic Investment Properties will be granted rebates in terms of the Development 
Investment Incentives Policy of the City. 

6. INSPECTIONS OF AND OBJECTIONS TO THE VALUATION ROLL 

(a) Once the Council has given notice that the valuation roll is open for public inspection, any 
person may within the period as stated in the notice, inspect the roll and lodge an objection 
with the Municipal Manager against any matter reflected in, or omitted from the roll. 

(b) An objection must be in relation to a specific individual property and not against the valuation 
roll as such. 

(c) The lodging of an objection does not defer liability for payment of rates beyond the date 
determined for payment. 

7. DATE OF IMPLEMENTATION 

This rates policy takes effect from 1 July 201 6 and will be reviewed annually. 

8. DISCLAIMER 

A rate cannot be challenged on the basis of non-compliance with the rates policy and must be paid 
in accordance with the required payment provisions. 

Where a ratepayer believes that the Council has failed to properly apply the provisions of the rates 
policy, he/she may raise the matter with the Municipal Manager of the City. 

9. DELEGATION OF POWER 

Safe as otherwise provided for in this Property Rates Policy, the Chief Financial Officer shall be 
empowered to apply and administer all powers pursuant thereto.

CONTRACTED SERVICES 

The Operating Expenditure Framework depicted in paragraph 5.1 on page 206 of the Pre-Community Consultation 
Budget -Draft 2016/17 

Medium-term Revenue and Expenditure Framework for the City of Tshwane (MTREF) indicates that the 
expenditure on contracted services 

decreases with R194 million or 6,7% from R2,863 million in the Adjusted Budget to R2.669 million in the Budget 
year 201 6/1 7 


The explanation given is that "This group of expenditure decreases with 6,8% owing to the rebasing of the 
budget..." No further clarity is 

provided as to the nature and purpose of this “rebasing” What does this “rebasing" entail? 

According to recent media reports, the City has contracted with a company, PEU, for the roll-out of smart pre-paid 
meters. In accordance 

with the agreement between the City and the contractor, commission of 19.5c out of every R1 of electricity revenue 
collected through this 

platform is paid to the contractor. During February 2015 the commission paid was on average R4.6 million per day. 

Could the decrease in expenditure and the so-called "rebasing of the budget” provided as a reason for this, possibly 
be linked to this contract? 

If so, under which type of operating expenditure (or classification item) is provision made for the payment of the 
commission. 


The 2015/16 MTREF also does not provide information on the nature and purpose of the different contracted 
services nor is the amount 
budgeted for consultants disclosed. 


i 
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MBRR SA32 provides a consolidated list of external mechanisms utilized by the City. No reference to the 
outsourcing of the roll-out of the 

smart meters to PEU or any other external mechanism could be found in this table. 

In 2016 State of the Nation Address , cost containment measures were re-emphasised .It was highlighted that 
excessive and wasteful 

expenditure has to be reduced, and that increased action be taken to manage unnecessary expenditure. 

It is important that the accounting officer ensures that the content of Circular 82 is brought to the attention of the 
Municipal Council 

and ail other relevant officials within Tshwane and the Tshwane Entities. 

THEREFORE THE FOLLOWING RECOMMENDATIONS ARE PROPOSED: 

® Clarity be provided on what the “re-alignment of the budget” for item contracted services entails

budgeted expenditure

® Tshwane adopt the MFMA Circular no 82 together with the annual budget 2016/2017 MTREF 
• Tshwane are advised to review other finance related policies to ensure consistency with this Circular 82

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PUBLIC COMMENT ON 2016/17 MTREF 
REPAIRS AND MAINTENANCE 

It has been reported by National Treasury (NT} that serious repairs and maintenance and renewal 
backlogs exist in relation to municipal infrastructure, particularly electricity, water reticulation, 
sewerage, storm water and road systems. It was noted that these backlogs are impacting negatively on 
the financial sustainability of municipalities and on the reliability and quality of municipal serviced as 
well as a municipality's contribution to supporting economic growth. 

NT MFMA Circular that deals with the 2016/17 MTREF states the following with regard to the renewal 
and repairs and maintenance of existing assets: “Allocations to repairs and maintenance and the 
renewal of existing infrastructure must be prioritized. Municipalities must provide detailed motivations 
in their budget documentation if allocations do not meet the required benchmarks set out in MFMA 
Circular 55 and 66. 

In terms of these NT Circulars the following is, inter alia, required: 

"Where the budgeted amounts for repair and maintenance .... are less that 8 percent of the asset value 

(write down value) of the Municipality's Plant and Equipment (PPE) the municipality must provide a 

detailed explanation and assurance that the budgeted amount is adequate to secure the ongoing health 
of the municipality's infrastructure supported by reference to its asset management plan:" 

The following information can be obtained from Table 54: Repairs and maintenance per asset class in 
the Pre-Community Consultation Budget - Draft 2016/17 Medium-term Revenue and Expenditure 
Framework forthe City of Tshwane: 

® Total amount provided for repairs and maintenance in the 2016/17 budget year is R1 481 
million. This amount is lower than the R1 513 million budgeted for in the 2015/16 budget. If 
historical capital spending on the renewal of assets is taken into account, the cost of repairs and 
maintenance should increase annually, not decrease. 

9 The amount budgeted for repairs and maintenance only equates to 3.3% of Property, Plant and 
Equipment - this is less than 50% of the required benchmark set by NT. 

Contrary to what is required as indicated in NT MFMA Circular, no explanation is given forthe reason 
why it does not provide any assurance that the amount is adequate to secure the ongoing health of the 
municipality's infrastructure supported by reference to its asset management plan. 

In particular, the infrastructure assets are deteriorating because insufficient repairs and maintenance 
are undertaken. The lack of maintenance manifests itself in the continuous disruption in water supply 
as a result of, for example, faulty valves at reservoirs and the disruption of electricity distribution as a 
result of broken cables or non-functional transformers experienced by communities. Street lights are 
not being repaired and response times to complaints are slow and below standard. 

This has, and will continue, to result in unacceptably high technical losses and the subsequent loss of 
revenue - something the municipality can ill afford. 


RECOMMENDATION: 



® That a detailed explanation be given on why insufficient resources are being allocated to the 
repair and maintenance of assets compared to the benchmark set by National Treasury 
® That particular reference is made in the detailed explanation referred to above to infrastructure 
assets. 

® That an assurance be given as to whether the amounts budgeted for is adequate to secure the 
ongoing health of the municipality's infrastructure supported by reference to its asset 
management plan.

Despite the status of “agricultural holdings” attributed to our area, Shere properties 
have been reclassified as “residential” and rates have been levied in accordance with 
the structures attributable to neighboring residential areas. 

After review of the 2016/7 Budget and IDP presentation, noting the objectives 
highlighted and with consideration of the above, Shere Landgoed/Estate would like to 
place the following issues on record, and for such issues to be addressed by the City: 

1. Dust as a result of the roads around the primary school is a major concern in 
Shere. The excessive dust is mostly caused by the large volumes of traffic 
generated by the school. Not only is the dust a traffic safety risk in terms of 
poor visibility (yes it is that bad), but it poses a severe health risk for all in the 
areas - including the young children at school. This issue has been raised 
with the city health and roads departments, also through our ward councilor 
many times. 

2. Road maintenance is inadequate. The extremely busy Catherine Street (a dirt 
road) experiences massive traffic volumes of hundreds of cars daily and ,in 
addition to the dust mentioned above, presents a safety risk to motorists 
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pedestrians and residents due to potholes, illegal speed humps, irrigation 
system for dust control and the lack of pavements. 

3. Despite the number of schools (including a major primary school) in the area, 
there is no traffic rule enforcement in the area nor are there sufficient traffic 
management or calming systems in place. 

4. There is no storm Water provision and given the hardstand created through 
continued commercial development in the area, not only are resident’s 
properties frequently damaged by excessive storm water, but the roads are 
further eroded and strewn with rocks and other objects displaced by 
uncontrolled storm water. The poorly limited and inferior tarred small sections 
of road are breaking up and are full of potholes. 

5. There is a complete lack of water borne, or piped sewage in Shere - this 
despite the primary school with well over 1000 pupils attending each day, the 
huge Tshwane Municipal offices, along with nursery schools and many 
businesses in Shere. The ground water is surely being polluted with the 
amount of sewage being relayed underground. Again - a serious health and 
environmental risk and not becoming of a “residential area” that is paying top 
rates. 

The above are just some of the major concerns of the residents and we trust that 
we can rely on the City to pay attention to these concerns. 

it will be of little use protesting against the proposed increases, but we do in any 
event due to the poor service delivery in our area - all we ask is for the City to 
spend some of our Taxpayers money addressing the above issues in our area 
and that not all funds are applied in Cross subsidisation

Please note my comments on the DRAFT IDP 2016/21 

The presentation received from the office of the Speaker of Tshwane contains the 2016/17 Budget and IDP 
presentation. This presentation was only distributed at ward level on 08/04/2016 with an instruction that 
comments MUST be submitted/received by 21 April 2016 . This is an unreasonable time frame in which to 
submit comments on the Draft IDP and fails to comply with Tshwane’s citizenry engagement 
objectives. Tshwane fail continuously to engage properly with their residents and do not comply with Tshwane 
published focus area to have “active citizenry that is engaging and aware of their rights” (Draft IDP 
21016/21). It appears that no proper advertisements and timeframes, as legally required, was published by 
Tshwane... again.. 

Tshwane’s objective in the Draft IDP 2016/21 are excellent but not met in the following areas: 

“active citizenry that is engaging and aware of their rights” - No one is aware of the Draft IDP 2016/21 and 
there is precious little time to lodge submissions Slide 21 refers. Objective not met 

MTREF 2106 (Medium Term Revenue & Expenditure Framework) Tshwane MTREF allows for 
borrowing for the next fiscal period of Rl, 000, 000, 000. How is this to be repaid ~ no explanation of source of 
Rl, 000,000, 000 or repayment published - the public needs to know. Slide 35 refers 

Property Tariff Rate. The CPI inflation rate was 4.7% for 2015 but Tshwane intends a whopping rise in 
Property Tariff Rates of 1 0% - 1 2 %. This is twice the level of inflation. The Property Tariff Rate must reflect 
the inflation rate of 6% for 2016 and the rise in general salaries for 2016 of 6.9%. I suggest that The Property 
Tariff Rate is increased by 6% to 7% to fair and equitable to all tax payers. 

MTREF. Whilst I applaud uplifting the whole Tshwane community (Aga Tshwane) and residents it is evident 
that very little of the budget will be spent on the concerns of existing Property Tariff Rate Tax Payers who will 
be footing the bill with a huge, disproportional increase in local rates and taxes. The majority of Property Tariff 
Rate Tax Payers will see little benefit to them with the exception of a few improvements to electricity supply, 
pothole repairs, Garsfontein Road and a tiny proportion of the budget on roads. Slides 32, 33 and 34 of Draft 
IDP 2016/21.

PROPERTY RATES 


The purpose of levying property rates is set out in the preamble to the Municipal Property Rates Act, 
2004 (Act 6 of 2004) ("the Act"). The preamble to the Act, inter alia , enjoins local government to the 
Constitution to be developmental in nature, in addressing the service delivery priorities of our country 
and promoting the economic and financial viability of our municipalities. 

Section 8 of the Act permits a municipality to levy different rates for different categories of properties 
according to use which categories can include vacant land. Section 3(3)(a) of the Act, however, requires 
a municipality to approve a rates policy that "treat persons liable for rates equitably". 

The Pre-Community Consultation Budget - Draft 2016/17 Medium-term Revenue and Expenditure 
Framework for the City of Tshwane proposed a 10% increase to the following differential rates for the 
categories of property as specified in the Act:

The principle of differentiation is contained in the Constitution. The application of such differentiation is, 
however, subject to the proviso that it does not represent unfair discrimination. 

The proposed rate applicable to vacant land is clearly aimed to be a penalty tariff but is considered to 
result in unfair discrimination. It represents a tariff that is almost six times higher than the rate for 
residential properties and more than doubles that of all other categories. 

In fact, the rate for vacant land is almost as high as the punitive tariff applied to non-permitted use of a 
property. The category of vacant land also does not differentiate between vacant land associated with 
the various categories -ALL vacant land is levied at the same rate. 

Vacant land is a necessary catalyst of economic development. If there is no vacant land in a municipality 
it cannot grow. To levy a higher rate for vacant land can be defended for the viewpoint of motivating 
owners to develop such land but the proposed excessive rate has placed a damper on the property 
market which negatively affects the prospect of economic development. Vacant properties must be 
regarded as the battery to store energy for future development. 

The practice to levy vacant land at a much higher rate than other categories is based on the incorrect 
assumption that vacant land is held purely for speculation or that it is held for business purposes. This is 
simply not true, so why must owners be penalized for acquiring vacant land? 
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The life and soul of every municipality is township development. Newly proclaimed townships pave the 
way for new houses, business developments and the like. The holding costs of township land to any 
developer are substantial and municipalities should take steps to reduce the burden of the township 
owner and encourage the development of the township. 

Demand for newly proclaimed land is governed by price and there is a huge need to satisfy housing 
needs in the lower and middle income groups. However, when the cost of holding land is onerous such 
as the unreasonably high property rates on vacant land, if affect the demand as well as the affordability 
of owning such land. 

The Court Appeal Judgement in the matter SAPOA vs Johannesburg Municipality where Judge M.S. 
Navasa stated the following should be noted: "The Council in more than one was the author of its own 
misfortune, which then became the misfortune of ratepayers". 

RECOMMENDATIONS: 

® That the rate applicable to vacant land be reduced to a realistic level. 

® That the municipality consider differentiating between vacant land according to the various 
categories of properties as set out in the Policy 

9 That if the loss of income resulting from the reduction in the rate applicable to vacant land is 
substantial, that the reduction be phased in over a reasonable period.

1 refer to the invitation to members of the public and residents of this city who are affected thereby, 
to make submissions regarding the Draft 2016/17 Medium-Term Revenue and Expenditure 
Framework for the City of Tshwane (MTREF). 

I take this opportunity to make the following submissions regarding the Capital Expenditure portion 
of the budget. 


AVAILABILITY OF THE IDP & MTREF FOR PUBLIC INSPECTION 


It is not true that the MTREF and IDP documents lay for inspection at satellite offices of the 
municipality or at public libraries - or even that it was available on the city's website. 

My nearest library and municipal satellite office is the Rayton public library. Suffice it to say that the 
documents were not there for public inspection, nor was it available at the Silverton public library. 

To be able to consider how you intend to spend the city's money, to which I make my contribution 
through the rates and service charges I pay, I had to obtain a copy of the required documents from 
my local councillor - who is incidentally not one of the sources identified in the Municipal Systems 
Act as a place where the document may be inspected by the public. 

I submit that your compliance with legislation regarding the availability for inspection and 
publication on the city's web site is lacking and that this impacts the legality of the process to adopt 
the MTREF 2016/17 

I recommend that you as accounting officer of the city take public participation seriously and insure 
that the IDP and MTREF will be properly placed for public inspection at ail sites you are obliged to do 
so and in particular that you publish it on your web site as you should. 


APPROVAL OF CAPITAL PROJECTS BY COUNCIL 
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I have noted the list of capital projects included with the MTREF. These are identified by name only 
and amounts are allocated over the period of the MTREF. However it is impossible to establish what 
these projects really are about from the MTREF and IDP. 

In terms of the MFMA all contracts with financial implications to the city must be available to the 
public on the city's web site. Again I could not find a single contract relating to any capital project on 
the city's web site. 

In terms of the MFMA all capital projects must be approved by council before it may even appear on 
the budget. It appears that in the current term of council not a single capital project has ever served 
before council for approval in terms of §19 and the Budgeting and Reporting Regulations to the 
MFMA. 

Under the circumstances I pose this question, is any of the projects provided for on the city's budget 
actually lawfully budgeted for and if no capital project has been approved by council as required by 
law, on what basis is any contract entered into to execute such capital project legally enforceable? 

I recommend that you as municipal manager submit the detail of all capital projects of the city to 
council for due approval by council and that you place the details of all capital projects including all 
contracts concluded to execute such projects on the city's web site for public cognisance and 
information. 

I recommend further that you urgently rectify the deficiencies in the approval of capital projects by 
this city's council as required by law. 


THE 2016/17 MTREF 

The amount budgeted in the Pre-Community Consultation Budget - Draft 2015/16 Medium-Term 
Revenue and Expenditure Framework for the City ofTshwane (MTREF) for capital expenditure 
decreased from R4.389 million in 2014/15 to R3.829 million in 2015/16 - a decrease of 12.75%. 
Instead of the envisaged growth for the 2016/17 year, the 2016/17 MTREF further decreased capital 
expenditure to R 3.5 bn, a further decrease of 8.6%. 

This shrinking capital expenditure of the city is only funded from own resources to the extent of 5%. 
The balance of the capex to be funded by a long term loan (31%) and the rest by grants and 
allocations (65%). 

I am concerned because the cost of borrowing has reached the extent that in the last year the city 
spent R1.4bn to service its debt including capital repayments. This means that effectively of the 
amount of R1.5bn borrowed the city really only had the benefit of R 100 million. 

All indications are that the city will spend more in the 1015/16 financial year to service its debt 
(including capital repayments) than the amount of long term debt. 

Given the fact of the extent of uncollected revenue (Rlbn) and the irregular expenditure incurred in 
the last year (R1.5bn) and the unabated growth of the city's debtors book I recommend that it 
would be more prudent of the city to avoid incurring debt to fund capital expenditure and to rather 
get back to do basic things right like collecting on all uncollected debt. 

I note too and comment that the city's contribution from own funds as against the extend of grant 
funding is indicative that the city is no longer in control of its own capital development agenda, but 
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merely implementing capital programmes at the instruction of the National government and 
Provincial governments. 


AREAS OF REDUCED SPENDING 


The planned reduction in spending in the following areas of service delivery is of concern. 

Given the dire circumstances in the maintenaces of the city's infrastructure and the continuing 
anemic commitment to spending in that area it is a great concern that no eason is provided for the 
decrease in capital spending in important areas of service delivery. 

Various projects have been identified for inclusion in the IDP during consultation sessions with 
communities with the assistance of; inter alia, Councillors. It is, however, extremely difficult to 
identify if any of these projects have been included in the Draft MTREF. In addition, no summary of 
capital spending per ward or Region is provided in the document. 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 


• That the city explain why capital spending has decreased compared to the previous financial 
year 

® That information be provided on the capital spending per Ward and per Region. 

® That the city explain how capital projects are evaluated and prioritized for inclusion in the 
MTREF. 

« That the city explain how the proceeds from the sale of vacant land are utilized. 

® That information be provided on the estimated future operating costs and revenues 
associated with each project included in the Capital Budget

RE: Region 6: Comments on respect of the 2016/7 Budget and 1DP presentation 

We are aware of your 201 6 IDP proposal in circulation, and in line with your Citizen activist 
policy suggested, wish to also voice our request for consideration of Capital expenditure in 
the region above and more specifically to that within the Shere Agricultural Holdings 
(S.A.H.) area 

(S.A.H.) falls in Region 6 and also incidentally houses the Tshwane satellite building control 
office in the East of Pretoria. 

Amongst the residents in Shere are also several social facilities, mostly private and which 
offer services including Pre and nursery schools, businesses, a church an occupational 
therapy education centre and a major factor, a Primary school including a Pre-school, with 
very small beginnings which now has well over 1000 children serving the surrounding 
community(and yet no sewerage connection) 

These facilities are not only used by S.A.H. residents but daily the area is bombarded with 
"outsider-non residents” which then amounts to several thousand persons using the non- 
existent “roads” 

We bring to your attention thus that Shere Agricultural Holdings is not limited to a few 
agricultural dwellings or “holdings” as the description may suggest. This development in 
itself is not a problem but the development pace has far exceeded the ability of the City to 
provide proper City planning and provision of primary infrastructure such as storm water, 
roads and sewerage to sustain this development in the east. 
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The failure of the city to "police” and legal action against illegal and unauthorized 
construction of buildings, occupation thereof and land use is flouted through that it sets the 
example to others through occupation of its own building (Shere satellite building control 
office) nor that it prevents same of Illegal occupation of a “safe place “ and "child care facility 
that being its direct neighbor without proper process or infrastructure and which such 
actions directly contribute to the demise of quality of living in S.A.H. (sewerage running 
down road) 

To date yours and such suggested business contaminate underground water resources, 
operate free of occupation certification and without Waterborne sewerage, where through 
proper process and bulk services contribution, tarred road, EIA, Traffic impact studies and 
the proper bulk infrastructure required would be provided. 

We also bring to your attention that as such illegal occupation brings other risks and should 
there be fire or loss of life Tshwane will be directly accountable. This accountability includes 
claims for deteriation of residents and children’s health complicated through for e.g. Asthma 
and with upcoming winter, this may be a reality, all due to failure of reasonable request 
provision of infrastructure over the past few years to Shere Agricultural Holdings 

Despite the status of “agricultural holdings” attributed to our area, Shere properties have 
been reclassified as “residential” and despite definition these are not, “largely rural with 
large tracts of land” but do fit the definition that they may have virtually no services 
whatsoever. 


in accordance with the apparent Tshwane IDR of cross subsidization, Rates have been 
levied to SAH in accordance with the structures attributable to neighboring high wealth 
residential areas but without the benefits that accompany such 

After review of the 2016/7 Budget and I DP presentation, noting the objectives highlighted 
and with consideration of the above, we would like to piace the following issues on record, 
and for such issues to be addressed by the City: 

1 . Dust as a result of the roads around the Schools is a major concern in Shere. The 
excessive dust is mostly caused by the large volumes of traffic generated by the 
Primary School and the passing traffic thereto and from. Aggregation hereof takes 
place through “rat running” where parents are late and due to congestion do not use 
primary roads such as Lynnwood but instead race through the secondary poor 
substrate un-tarred roads. 

2. Not only is the dust a traffic safety risk in terms of poor visibility (yes it is that bad and 
often limited to a few meters), but it poses a severe health risk for all in the areas - 
including the babies toddlers and young children at these schools. This issue has 
been raised with the city health and roads departments(also through our ward 
councilor) many times and they have been unable to assist, each time quoting lack of 
funding 
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3. Road maintenance is inadequate. The extremely busy Catherine Street (a dirt road) 
experiences massive traffic volumes of hundreds of cars daily with school time “Peak 
Flows”, in addition to the dust mentioned above, this state presents a safety risk to 
motorists pedestrians and residents due to potholes, illegal speed humps, irrigation 
system for dust control and the lack of pavements for pedestrians to traverse, these 
include previously disadvantaged school children that can almost not be seen at 
lunchtime walking home with clothing covering their faces to prevent dust ingress. 

4. Despite the number of schools (including a major primary school) in the area, there is 
no traffic rule enforcement in the area nor are there sufficient traffic management or 
calming systems in place. 

5. There is no storm Water provision and given the hardstand created through 
continued commercial and non residential development in the area, not only are 
resident’s properties frequently damaged by excessive storm water, but the roads are 
further eroded and strewn with rocks and other objects displaced by uncontrolled 
storm water. The poorly limited and inferior small sections of road are breaking up 
and are full of potholes. 

6. There is a complete lack of water borne, or piped sewerage in Shere - this despite 
the primary school with well over 1000 pupils attending each day, the Tshwane 
Municipal offices (which we are of the opinion is also illegally occupied) along with 
nursery schools and many businesses in Shere. 

7. The ground water is surely being polluted with the amount of sewage being relayed 
underground. Again - a serious health and environmental risk and not becoming of a 
“residential area” that is paying top rates. 

8. We are also not expecting that COT will suddenly provide infrastructure in its entirety 
but that we request some relief through Storm water and Tarred roads in Catherine 
and Frank streets leading up to the schools from the North and West side of Shere 
and where most development has taken place 

The above are just some of the major concerns of the residents and we trust that we 
can rely on the City to pay attention to these concerns. 

Year after year we understand that SAH will receive some funds but to no avail, yet we 
feel It will be of little use protesting against the proposed increases, but we do in any 
event wish to object their against- due to poor service delivery in our area - all we ask is 
for the City to spend some of our Taxpayers money addressing the above issues in our 
area and that not all funds are applied in Cross subsidization towards

Re: Concerns of Dust Particle Levels in the Suburb of Shere., Tshwane 
To Whom It May Concern 

This letter hereby serves to confirm, that as a resident of Shere and a medical practitioner, 
I am concerned about the current dust levels in the air in the suburb of Shere, Pretoria. 

With the increase in number of pre-schools and schools in the Shere suburb, there is quite a 

marked increase of vehicles using the roads of Shere, including the dust roads. 

This increase of vehicles on our roads constantly causes dust to be churned up on the dust 

roads and therefore leads to high dust concentration in the air. 

I would like to bring your attention to the fact that this increase of dust particles in the 
air can lead to respiratory problems in people, especially children (as mentioned before, 
with all the schools in the area). 

It is well documented in studies that dust particles are a common allergen to allergy-related 
diseases and can cause a number of respiratory problems. 

It is therefore very important to try decrease this common allergen in the air, so as to 
decrease respiratory and allergy diseases and/or prevent the progression of a co-morbid 
respiratory problem (e.g. asthma). 

I would appreciate your urgent attention to this matter, especially as we are entering the 
dry winter months. This problem is compounded in the dry season, as the dust worsens on the 
roads due to the decreased rainfall, as well as there is an increased incidence of 
respiratory diseases during the colder winter months.

The South African Local Government Bargaining Council recently entered into a three- 
year Salary and Wage Collective Agreement for the period 01 July 2015 to 30 June 2018. 
The agreement reached is as follows: 


• 2015/16 Financial Year -7 percent 

• 201 6/1 7 Financial Year - average CPI (Feb 201 5 - Jan 2016)+ 1 per cent 

• 2017/18 Financial Year - average CPI (Feb 2016 - Jan 2017) + 1 percent 


Employee costs amount to 26,8% for the 2016/17 financial year. This ratio is maintained 
within a limit of 28,0%. Overtime is below 5% of employee costs which is the limit as 
indicated in MFMA Circular 66. 
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The employee related costs for 2015/16 is estimated at 6750 million but was in actual fact 
R6 922 million - an increase of 3%. The shift from actual 2015/2016 figures to budgeted 
2016/2017 figures represents an increase of 7,5% which is above the financial increase of 
7% as stated above. Without any detailed information, the increase is not in line with the 
agreed CPI related figures. 

Of this total expenditure, the following employee related expenditure is allocated to 
political office bearers’ offices: 

• Office of the Executive Mayor R1 34 million 

• Office of the Speaker R1 1 1 million 

• Office of the Chief Whip R 25 million 

A total amount of R270 million is therefore budgeted for employees in the offices of 
political office bearers in addition to employees involved in the day-to-day administration. 
This amount is, for example, more than the employee related costs of the Departments of 
City Planning and Development, Environmental Management and Health or Social 
Development, Communications, City Strategies and Performance and in fact is more than 
most of the other departmental employee costs in the city. 

The question is again and as was asked in last year’s submissions- Why is it necessary to 
have such a large number of staff employed in the Offices of the Executive Mayor, the 
Speaker and the Chief Whip? The City has an administration under the leadership of the 
Municipal Manager and four deputy city managers to assist when necessary. 

STAFFING 


What are missing from the MTREF 2016/2017 are completed and accurate figures on 
staffing in the City. There is therefore no indication on the vacancy levels in the city and 
what critical positions have not been filled. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 


• That the staffing structure be reviewed to realistically reflect the staffing needs of 
the City within affordability levels and that such report is made publically available. 

• That special attention be given to the reduction of the number of employees as well 
as the employee related costs in the Offices of the Executive Mayor, Speaker and 
Chief Whip. In this regard an appropriate measure would be that staffing levels of 
political office bearers be reduced to 25% of the current costs over the next 2 years 
and that this specific plan for staff reductions serve before council within six 
months. 

• That all funds freed from a reduction of political office bearers be re- 
allocated to appoint artisan and skilled staff to the regions to reduce staff 
shortages on a skilled level and to provide better service delivery. And that this be 
reported to council from time to time. 

■ That urgent attention be given to providing the residents of this city with the critical 
information relating to the actual number of employees and vacancies in the city as 
such information is missing in the MTREF 2016/2017.

PUBLIC COMMENT/SUBMISSION 

DRAFT 2016/17 MEDIUM-TERM REVENUE AND EXPENDITURE FRAMEWORK (MTREF) 


DEBTOR PAYMENTS AND DEBT IMPAIRMENT 

The Pre-Consultation Budget - Draft 2016/17 Medium-term Revenue and Expenditure Framework 
recognizes that a high percentage of accounts billed for rates and services during the budget year 
2016/17 will not be collected. By implication the deterioration in the collection rate results in an 
increase in the amount that has to be provided for debt impairment in the budget year 2016/17. 

The low collection rate is unacceptable. A previous report refers to an Accelerated Revenue Collection 
programme that the City has embarked on and the establishment of a Joint Operating Committee that 
has been established to address collection rates. All these efforts do not appear to impact positively on 
the collection rates. According to the budgeted financial position, Consumer debtors will continue to 
increase year-on-year. 

Various reasons can be cited for the unacceptable low collection rate, including - 

• Unwillingness to pay 

® Unaffordable bills -rates and services tariff too high 
o Incorrect billing 
® Lack of credit control 
® Lack of political will to collect arrear debt 

® Lack of management information relating to non-payment statistics per suburb/ward/region 

• Lack of management information relating to the success or failure of credit control measures 
implemented. 

The Department of Cooperative Governance and Traditional Affairs released a discussion document 
titled Back to Basics (B2B) during the Presidential Local Government Summit held during 2014. One of 
the reporting requirements listed in the document is the monthly reporting to Council on revenue 
collection and debtor management processes. This information will then be available for consideration 
by the elected representatives and communities. 

RECOMMENDATIONS: 

• That information be provided on collection rates per Suburb, Ward and/or Region. 

® That the City commits to the implementation of appropriate credit control measures without 
fear or favour against debtors who fail to pay their municipal accounts. 

® That monthly reports be submitted to Council on credit control measures taken and the success 
or failure of such measures. 

• That the credit control policy be reviewed and replaced with a credit management policy that 
deals with the following four pillars: credit initiation; customer maintenance; credit control and 
account closure. 

« Until such time that a new credit management policy comes into effect that the current credit 
control policy be implemented proper.

2015/2016 IDP/BUPGET: COMMENTS ON THE 2016/17 DRAFT TARIFF POLICY. 


We have the pleasure to submit comments on the draft Tariff Policy and you are requested to 
consider these comments. 


1. Categories of properties in Tariff policy, not listed in the Rates policy 

1 .1 The category “Echo-tourism and Game Farm” is allocated a tariff in the rates policy, 
no category is however defined in the Rates policy. This should be corrected in the 
Rates policy or removed in the Tariff Policy. This was also mentioned in the 
comment given on the 2014/15 and 2015/16 tariff policy and has not yet been 
corrected. 

1.2 The category “multiple-use" is listed in the Tariff Policy. No category is defined in 
the Rates Policy. This should be corrected in the Rates policy or removed in the 
Tariff Policy. This was also mentioned in the comment given on the 2015/16 
tariff policy and has not yet been corrected. 

1.3 The category “Independent Schools PBO” is listed in the Tariff Policy. No category 
is defined in the Rates Policy. This should be corrected in the Rates policy or 
removed in the Tariff Policy. 


2. Exclusion from Rates - categories of properties 

The following categories of properties is listed as being excluded from rates, but these 
properties are not provided for as categories in the Rates Policy:- 


Chief Executive Officer - C.S. Massel; Directors - S.F. Du Piooy; B.J. Espach; J.N.D. Herman; W.J. Hewitt. 

Rates Watch (Pty) Ltd - Reg. No. 2008/024712/07 
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2.1 Special nature reserve, national park or nature reserve within the meaning of the 
Protected Areas Act; 

3. Exclusion from Rates - categories of owners of properties 

The following properties is listed as being excluded from rates, it is however categories 
of owners of properties and cannot be excluded, but can however be subjected to 
exemptions, reductions and rebates as provided for in section 15 of the MPRA. 

3.1 mineral rights 

3.2 land reform beneficiary properties 

This was also mentioned in the comment given on the 2015/16 tariff policy and has 
not yet been corrected. 

4. Liability for Rates 

The MPRA has been amended and these amendments will become effective on 1 July 
2015. It would be safer to just refer to section 78 instead of defining the subsections. This 
was also mentioned in the comment given on the 2015/16 tariff policy and has not 
yet been corrected. In this instance, you have not mentioned section 78{4)(e) 

It is therefore our submission that the draft Tariff Policy is not aligned in full with the Rates 
policy and therefore do not comply fuily with the legislation.

Good day All 


Firstly I need to make it clear that the Draft 1DP 2016/21, Draft 2016/17 MTREF and the Draft 
Property rates Policy and by -laws are not available on the www.tshwane.qov.za website as 
advertised and as required. I have tried for 2 weeks to find these documents and am unable to do 
so. When attempting to access the section “Public Participation “ on the web I am told I am forbidden. 
Various residents have been complaining for 2 weeks that the e-Tshwane section is also unavailable, 
apparently “due to maintenance”. 

None the less, I will comment as follows forWard 82 in the City of Tshwane Metro Municipality ; 

1 . The Draft 1DP - does not show the final R 4 million required to complete the Menlo Park 
Strom water canal projects, a R 52 million project at its final phase. The amount was 
reflected in the previous 2 years yet has been removed. This is unacceptable, the 
project must be completed to avoid downstream flooding 

On-going densification in Ward 82, the ward under the highest densification in the Metro, 
demands infrastructure upgrades - no such upgrades have been allocated, including the 
finalisation of the storm water canal. 

This also includes the replacement of the water pipe network in Maroelana, Alphen Park, 
Ashlea Gardens and Hazelwood as per the previous 4 years where not a single kilo meter of 
water pipe has been replaced other than meter by meter pipe repairs. 

It includes the need to replace the sewage network ( over 55 years old) in Menlo Park, the 
area under the highest densification, yet with a system needing replacement 
It includes the need to maintain and upgrade the electricity network throughout the ward. 

• Due to the high densification a Traffic Master Plan along the Line 2B of the TRT is required 
into the residential areas of Ward 82 . This was asked for but does not appear in any 
documents 

® So too an open space master plan is required for Ward 82 

® Safety concerns: The CTTV cameras are operational but have no one monitoring them in the 
control centre. These need to be monitored and the system linked with local security 
companies 

© The electricity network in the ward needs urgent upgrading and maintenance. Only R 13 
million is allocated in the budget to the electrical maintenance in the Region when R 80 
million is required minimum 

2. Draft 201 6/1 7 MTREF (and related tariffs) : 
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a The rates increases are above inflation and thus excessive. The Budget is simply ballooning 
and rate payers forced to pay for an inflated budget instead of streamlining the budget. 
Excessive top management is not allowing for the mmuch needed artisans 
for maintenance in the Regions. The electricity network in the ward needs urgent upgrading 
and maintenance. Only R 13 million is allocated to the electrical maintenance in the Region 
when R 80 million is required minimum 

• Despite being asked to pay more, projects are not to be seen for Ward 82. Maintenance 
across the city if far below what would be considered a normal percentage, when the 
infrastructure in so many areas of the city are far behind in maintenance and infrastructure is 
falling apart. 


Due to the fact that these documents are not readily available , this process of Public Participation is invalid 
and needs to be reconstituted when all documents are freely available to the community. At the public meeting 
the abbreviated version was given to those attending, which is not sufficient as the devil is in the detail.

DRAFT 2016/17 MEDIUM-TERM REVENUE AND EXPENDITURE FRAMEWORK (MTREF) 


TARIFF INCREASES 

The Draft 2016/17 MTREF proposes the following tariff increases effective 1 July 2016: 

e Property Rates: 10% 

• Electricity: 12% (NERSA 9.4%) 
e Water/Sanitation: 12% 

• Refuse removal: 10% 

These proposed tariff increases were compared to the latest published Consumer Price Index of 6.995% 
year-on-year for February 2016. The estimated CPI for 2016/7 according to the MTREF is expected to 
average 6.6%. 

The proposed tariff increases exceed the latest CPI numbers by between 40% and 70% and yet the City 
is budgeting for a surplus of more R980 million. This is completely unacceptable. 

This surplus is mainly possible as a result of the unacceptably high increases in property rates and 
service charges proposed in the MTREF as well as additional borrowing of RIBn. The City is therefore not 
only charging tariffs to cover the operating costs of the municipality for the budget year but is taxing 
residents in advance of future costs. More concerning is that no indication is given as to the intended 
application of this surplus. 

The implications of these proposed tariff increases are that the municipal accounts are becoming 
unaffordable to the residents of the City and will result in greater levels of non-payment. 

Almost half of all credit-active consumers in South Africa are in arrears by three months or more on at 
least one of their accounts, according to National Credit Regulators. We see this reflected in the debt 
collection levels of the City which stand at over R7Bn in outstanding debt. 

What is of particular concern is that the City's debt levels have risen to 69% of net operating revenue 
(after deducting bulk purchases) and at a borrowing rate of 10.5% ratepayers are now being asked to 
pay for the City's inability to curb fruitless and irregular expenditure, necessitating borrowing. 

RECOMMENDATION: 

• That, given the current economic hardships faced by ratepayers, the plan to accumulate a 
surplus during the upcoming financial year be done away with and tariff increases for property 
rates and services be limited to align with actual planned expenditure, 
s That if the City in future requires additional resources to build up reserves that the application 
of these reserves be disclosed in a transparent and accountable manner.

NEEDS: I ransportation is not up to standard - streets that are not having heavy traffic have been tarred 
and also provided with speed humps and storm water drainage. 

Tsamaya road is also a very busy road and provides access to Mamelodi East Culiinan and Mpumalanga. 
As a result in most instances the road carries heavy traffic, individual vehicles, trucks and taxis are using 
it big time. Lately these vehicles are travelling along Magnolia Street a lot in order to avoid traffic along 
Tsamaya road. Magnolia Street cannot and will not manage the heavy traffic. 

Our children are in danger big time because the speed at which these cars and taxis are travelling is 
frightening. People in the area find it difficult when driving out of their premises. 

We as families also have created difficulties for ourselves by putting tents up in the middle of the tar 
road. This habit results in making holes which result in potholes later. 


NEEDS: Priorto 1994, city council of Pretoria had a system whereby drainage was checked in orderto 
ascertain blockages. The overflow of sewerage is rife in our area as they are not properly maintained. In 
some instances sewerage overflows intoTsamaya road. Families also complained that, duringthe rainy 
season, sewerage overflows into their backyards. This situation is in reality a health hazard. 

Grass cutting along Tsamaya road is another health hazard because there is no consistency in the 
matter . Trees are not taken care of along the busy street. We are in most cases compelled in 
complaining periodically. 


COMMENTS: There is an electric sub-station next to the new carwash towards the "banana bridge" 
along Tsamaya road. This situation is very dangerous because people in the area throw rubbish around it 
and compounding matters and set the rubbish alight. If the electric sub-station catches fire, council is 
going to lose millions in repairing the station. The majority of households are going to be without 
electricity on end. 


The new metro police teams are lately visible, we comment council for the exercise. In this manner, law 
and order will be maintained in our roads at large. 

Although the H.M Pitje stadium is situated in another ward, it seems it has become a "white elephant". 
To rub salt on our wounds, Mamelod i stadium cannot be used due to wasted funds previously. As a 
result, it is not up to standard. 
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All the above mentioned needs and comments above are actually giving assistance to leadership and no 
other ulterior motive.
